or similar rogionH. Tlioso ore this people for whom 
this volmuo is primarily iutouded, luid the autliorV 
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highost aim is to convey a Mthful impression of 
travel in Tibet. 

1 would di'aw the attention of those wishing to 
get an idea of the marvdlous physical configuration 
of the Chang, or great Tibetan plateau, to the sectional 
plan at the end of the volume. This Cliaug is liy 
for the highest and largest plateau on the face of the 
earth,— compared to it tlic Pamii'S, tlio so-iitiUod Roof 
of the World, sink into insiguifieoncu. An iutorestiiig 
feature of the country exjdorud wus the large salt 
lakes met with at olovations often mnish greater than 
that of the summit of Mont Bhuie.

The mtvp is inrineiiKilly tlic work of Sul)-Hurveyor 
Atma Bom, who paced oveiy yard of tlio way from 
whore wo crossed the Kashmir frontier till wo 
embarked on a tributiuy of the Yaug-tso. '.Fhis work 
was chedcod by my own astronomical observations.

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CIIAPTEK I 


VRiOi MSILA TO TIIK VltONTIKH 


On my rotura fcom Torkintan in 1890, after an 
ubmuco of fourtuon montbH, ilxtittuglily inttoii with 
Hho loro of tnivol tlmt Hoonut to (xnno to ovorylMuIy 
^lio liiU) oitoo oxporioiuiixl tlio oliarm of wiitKlttring 
\miougiit the [KsakH, paHHOH, anil |;(liiRwra of tko 
^Hinuilayaa, 1 bo^i to turn my UnmgtitM towanlH 

} hc myHlerioua land of Tibut. 

In faulokh 1 hod olrciuly boooino noquaiutod 
jOrith a people almost iclontieally the Hamo aa tko 
'wbjoctA of Lhamw with tlio Humo monaatorioM, 
^jmm, and praying'wlioola; and itorpotually muitrr- 
jing tko aaino otomnl roitomtiim of Ow rmui ;knA)m 
hmt (“ Oil, tbo flowera in tko lotua loaf, oh I "). 

. 'But away to tbo oiiat lay tlie true Tiliot, a huge 
'white blank on our maim ; and that blank I dotoi^ 
mined to viait On tbo aoutheru ][Nttt a low uamoa 
of ploooa and rontoa viaitod by native oxploiem were 
marked, but of the ooutro and north vru know aa 
little aa if it had boon in anotber pbmpt. The 
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first tiling was to find out whether tlie Govorument 
of India would be inclined to look favourably on 
the scheme, hut my doubts on that point were 
quickly set at rest. His Excellency the Viceroy 
not only sanctioned the idea but gave assistance in 
forwonling the project, and through tlio kindness 
of Lord Roberts, a companion, l)r. W. G. Thorohl 
of the Indian Medicfll Service, was allowed to 
accompany mo. 

The iustrumouts 1 decided to take wore 
Maximum tuid minimum tlicnnometors ; a i)-iuch 
oxploroi''8 theodolite, by Cooke ; throe ordinary tlier- 
momotcra to register low tempexaturos ; hy^isometor, 
by Hicks, with several spare thormomoteis ; bull’s- 1 
eye lantern; three prismatic compasses; a pocko^’f- 
(tonometer ; a micromotor ; several pocdcot com- 
IsuHOs, and three aneroids. Those, with sheets of 
drying paper between wire frames, and arsenical soapi,,'; 
to hold botanical and for natuml history spocimiun 
respectively, made up the scientific equipment of tl^ 
expedition. 

As regards modicinoB wo took on Army Railway 
Medical Companion, to which wore added a fovi 
medicinoa for diseases of tho eye, vaseline^ and iodo^' 
form; vasolino is an absedute essential, as on the 
plateaux of Control Asia, owing to the high winds', 
and extreme dryness, tho ddn of tho hands asad, 
face gets terribly chapped, while mixed with iodofonpa.- 
it na^os an absolutely perfect dressing fisr hones* 
sore batioB. 1 would advise future trarellsn fo 
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thoBo rogiouB to take sumo jjaxogoriu tw well, os 
colds and coughs have to 1 k) guarded agaiust 

For dothiiig wo equipped oursdvoH in tliiok 
puttoo, a sort of native woollen doth mode in 
Eoshmu', with Wiirm woollen uudordotliing, uud 
sheep -skin robes. Our boots wore the ordiuaiy 
iu&ntry ammunition pattern, made a good deal irs) 
large, so as to bo able to wear scvei'al |mirs of thick 
woollen socks; the latter were all made of double 
thiokttoss at the toes and hods. A dozen chamois 
leather sldns for pntdiing clothes were also taken. 

For liodding we had felts, liuub-sidit rugs, autd 
..^bluqkots; bhuikots alone are of little use against 
.great odd, and no amount of woollen elothos will 
lii;keop out the wind on the Chang (Central TilKttan 
plateau), so skins must be token. 
i Our battery consisted of two double-barrelled 
.1)500 express rifles, one 12-lK>re shot gun, two 
'll^Tdry regulation carbines, and throe revolvois, 
jWe had about 900 rounds fur the ox[MroaB rifles, 
;|100 for the shot gun, mostly Na 6 ; 200 for the 
'fjorbxnes, and one or two pockets of revolver 
'^xmmunition. 

Dr. Thorold and myself rode on troupers’ saddles, 
^hose have great advantages over ordinary hunting 
saddles ; in the first pkeo a ciurbine can bo earned 
.la die backet, and so is dways handy for defbnoo. 
The (thunees are that it may never be requited for 
that purpose ; but if it is required, it is rwiuirod 
*very badly, and if carried anywhere else is almost 
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certain not to bo bandy at the right moment. 
Besides, when riding along, should a chance of shoot- 
ing an antelope occur, as continually happens at 
the most unexpected moments, one has it handy. 
Moreover, a trooper’s saddle will easily carry a 
greatcoat, lunch, fidd glasses, etc. 

It is absolutely necessary to have some litui'iiturc, 
on these sorts of expeditions, as the mind yearns 
for food. Books being heavy and transport limited, 
nothing that will not boor re -rending slunild be 
taken. Our libraiy consisted of Shakespeare, 
Napier's Veniimdar Wm* and fWlyle's Ihffior 
Jiemi'tiut, Books, instruments, and clothes were, 
all stowod in Kashmir -made lentliur- bound j/ak.i 
(Itiiw, two of whidi formed Gouornl Kinloch’s^offem:' 
bed and were long enough to hold gun Imrrols. Our 
teuls consisted of a soim/s (a tent with the roof 
sloping down to the ground and no siclo walls), 19t 
feet long tmd 6 feet high, one slightly longer fir the 
c^iravnn drivers, the inside of im 80-lb. Kabul teutt 
and a tenJe iVabri to servo as kitclien ; nil were of 
cotton, and except the lust tlioy were lined witl^ 
puttoo, but I nm inclined to tliiuk that an extra 
cotton lining would bo a more eiKsitual pmtocriom 
flgikiust tlio wind. it 

On the 4th A],n‘il 1891 I left Himlo, and havingii! 
£)aid a Hying visit to my regiment cm Toute, airivcd} 
at Sruiogar on the ICth. At Murroe the snow layi 
dco]), and the road for tiie first stoge or two was^ 
in a very bud state ; lu one place tlio tonga capsized, i 
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very nearly Bending all liiiiidfl over the elifl'; however, 
wo picked ourselves up and soon wero undiu' weigh 
again, none the worse. 

At Srinagar, where 1 w«fl in a few days joiiUMl 
by Dr. 'Oiorold, my time wuh taken u]» buying 
tranR]>ort animals, fitting ]iuf;k Huddles, ett'. Start- 
iug into an unknown (Mtuntiy, it is very dillieult. 
to (leeJde what aninials ant the best for thn work. 
Tuks have tlio great advantage of lining insunsilile 
to high idtiturluH ; in Faei. they eannot live at low 
OUCH, and in WoHtem 'I'ibut un: pnietieully never 
seen below about 12,000 feet. 'I'hey Ktaiid r'<ild 
])Ct>ter than any other animal, but their iwe is piv- 
^diided by the many serious faults they jMitW'SS. 
't'iliey won't eat gniin, thnivfore it is im|M)ssilil(i to gt‘t 
Vliuni over an absolutely Imrivn streteh that takes 
^'*nore Hum four or live days to eross. They also 
llnanth very slowly, and if the ground is stony sisui 
Igot foolMon*. 

i Ponies, relieved hy yaks when erossiiig dillieult 
|MWseH, are largely used in the trade between India 
'uid Tiirkistan. Several broods are (‘luployed, fore* 
kioKt amongst whie.h eumes in [Miint of ittiinbera the 
^my known in India nu the Yiirkandi, though tin* 
btine is ndHii|i|ili(>d, as in Vurkand no pony or horst* 
niHing is done, (he little land a.vailable iM'ing eulti- 
ratiOil like a gardem, and much too valuable t<» Ik* 
iwed ns gnusing ground. The ponies brought dowti 
nitii thfwo j[MirtH are mostly raised hy the Kirghis 
m die Paiuira and stejipnH. They uni strong hardy 
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brates, woU able to stnnd cold, and can coxry a 
load of 250 lbs. ; but my experience has boon that 
when gross is scarce and grain runs out^ the so- 
called Yorkondi knocks up sooner tlimn some of tlio 
smaller breeds. In appearance lie is coome and 
ben^y-looking, standing about tbirtoon liaiids, witli a 
thick mane and tail, stout limits, and dnil eye, often 
owe -necked. Greys predomwato, but not to the 
same extent as amongst Kabulis, a breed to urliieb 
they seem to bear eousiiishi]). Many of the Cossacks 
ride ]K)nuts of a similar kind. In Kashgar 1 liave 
seen a stump of ])(tny vety similar, liut with the 
owo-iKKik morn prouounml ; tliuy are nilbsl Ktusaksr 
and come from tlio Rnssiau sieppes. I was 
that they were very impatient of heat, and one iht^^ 
was ill my possession seemed much distressed whoi>^ 
tlio weather got wtum, and was (sontinually bleed^ 
ing from die small veins on the shoulder. 
coravanlHishi assured mo tliat it was the sign of il' 
good one to work, and niwtainly that pimy was a^ 
marvel in the amount of work lie could do on slioii^ 
rations. i 

Tlio Liuhikh ponies, lltiek-sot little fellows uliout^ 
eleven liandH high, are excellent workers, but are olway ^V 
in such poor condition in spring and early summe • 
that one cannot reckon on getting more tlian a strajSF 
one hero and there fit to start on a jotumoy. Tliol^ 
Kashmir iKinios, very small and sliglit, are well/ 
plucked; they must lie got from some of thoB< 
remote valleys, not from die marshy lands abouii' 
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tiho capitol. But mulos beat ponion, uu<l ilio only 
difficulty is to got enough of tlicm, and of the right 
doss. The Hindustani mule is not suitahlo; those* 
brought to Ladukli from the country ahnut Lhasa, 
short and thick-set, arc jvtr rxtrlhnvf- the animals 
for work in a cold mountaiuous countiy. 

My original idea was to Imvo put. all chtlhcs, 
instnimoutH, etc., on ponies nr mull's and to have 
used sheep to emiy su]>pli(‘H. A. shai'p cun cany 
30 lbs. easily, non pick up a living on very si'anty 
groHf^ (Utd with a hag of Hour on his lauik he pivscnfa 
'l^penunhuhiting meal complete. lTnfiirl.unttt4‘ly, how- 
I'ur, the winter laul heen a veiy stivero one. (Iroat 
^^|isos luul occurred aiiionj^t the (locks, and sheep in 
s.;'^(ficiently gcssl condition to start on a joiiniuy were 
V lot proeurahle, so the lyirnvan luul to he made up of 
t^ioniiw, donkeys, and imdifs. My lau'k saddles were 
lljhu kind used on the 1'urkiHtuii iiiiul, luiule out of 
t^yi sort of rood that grows in the HW’nm|»s ulHuit 
iVarkand ; its advantugos aro liglitnoss^ the protocUon 
if, gives from cold, supplonoss (a liurso ean roll with- 
)int hroaking it), and if it snstains diuuage it can 
d>o luondod hy any oaravan driver ; the disadvantjige 
)h, that it is ]>erluii»K slightly more liahle to give 
iioro Imeks than saddles of Iduropenn imttern.

,^r. Thorold luul alretuly gone on to liflli. Kroni 
(fiindcrhid, which is roacheil hy wati‘r, tlie nuul runs 
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up tbo boautiftil Biud valley to tlic Zoji La Puss; 
though thiB pnsB is veiy low, hoing only 11,300 
foot high, yot, owing to tho amount of the snow 
that foUs early in tho sooeon, it is ofton difficult - 
to cross, and this year (1891) it was unusually so. 
Tho only way to got our things ovoi* was to huvo 
thorn nuidu into vory light paolcages and carriod hy 
coolies, while to each pony a man was told off to help 
him through tho deep snow; it wuh n long wcuiy day, 
and wo were very glad when the small village of 
Afutiyuu, Mil ishuxd amidst a wtistu of snow, u]>pmi'ud 
in sight. Koui* marches fmilior on IMtliidH* un ;0 
(Jhortens “ appeared ; and tho jieoplo hoing of a Mohs 
golian tyiM), wo hegnn to fed oiu'selvos in a Baddhii;>’ 
(maiitry. fiCth was luachod on tlio 1 st of June, lui^i

paratiuuH. Tho difficulty uhout euliuting nion waif 
incrcosod hy my refuHal to suy what was tho ohjee^ 
of tho expedition. NumlKirs of Tihetans from he-J 
yond the fisiiitier were in the htunur, tuid hiul ii> 
hutked out that we W(‘ru g«)ing to their country, o^' 
(uoMsiug tho frontier we Hiiould pnihnbly have met> 
u jxarty mady to op]iOHe our iirogress. Ilowover, sixii 
mon willing to go and to nsk no ({uestions wcnj>; 
enlisted dirough the nRsistauco kindly rendered hy.f

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ou, HO WO a flying visit to it cn voute. TI 10 
wliolo place was in gala costume, and us we 
approached, the bond, consisting of six or seven 
men soatod ou the ground, some playing I'omI in- 
strumentR resembling the clinnter of a bagpipe and 
some 1)cating tom-tomR, struck up in our honour. 
Tbo monastery is situated in a niurow valley in 
which thei'o is a little amble land cultivated by the 
peasaiitiy, half the produce of whicth is given to the 
monks. The game animals and birdH in tint valhy 
ai'o very tamo, us they aro uevci* shot : some sliaiioo 
{Om t'hjnn) were gmsing close by, and a chnkar 
{Utuu'tihut (ifiiihnv, a bird lusembling a ml -legged 
partridge) sat looking at us from abotit flve yards 0 . 
Wo were given coinfortablo quartars in the monnsteiy^ 
which is very rich, having esciqied ])Iunder in 
by supplying iirovisions to Zovawar Hittgli’s iiivtwlinf 
army. Next day we saw a masked dan(a3 by thC' 
inonkH; the place was emwded, and amongst tin 
HpCM'tators were somtt unprepossessing •looking nuns 
with shaven heads and yellow caps, it evidently inui 
being the fashion to doom the Ixist-looking ones to a 
convent life. The dance was one of the qnuiutraf 
and weinlest sights 1 have ever S(‘en ; round uivjli 
I'uiiml went tluvic hideously lunskod flgums, tulorne»J 
ill gorgiuins raiment, while a solonin dirgn waf 
chnniicd in true catliodral stylo by a liublun cliu^ ‘ 
On iny asking the meiuiing of the masks, 1 w' ^ 
infiirmcd that it was to aitcustom the people *•< 
fcatrul images, in order that aflctr d(»uth, when thei • ' 
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spiiits were wandei’iug in tipuc(.‘, they utight not bo 
f^htened by tbo domona they encountered. 

The BuddluMt idligiou, aa aocu in Tibetan uountricH, 
has nothing in common \rith the puro morality 
preached by Gautama Buddha. A atriving after 
something mom tiuigible, the doetrincs of the founder 
being too abstniet for tlio orduuuy humiui mind, Uul 
to umovations ; and thcHO iunovtitions, uiiiougHt an 
ignorant monk-led pouple, have grown uulll the 
grossest superstitiou, little letter than Arri('4in futish- 
ism, and bearing hui'diy any rtMtunldunoii to liio. 
onginal, iu‘e all one meetK in the stnnigbold of 
so-called Buddliisni. 

From lluiniH we rejoined tint oiiravaii lit Kukli, 
'(troHsing the Jnilus liy u mllior rii'k((ty bridgi*. 
While we were them the Naib Wusir arrived with ii 
telegram that an Kiiglishmun, j>robably Mr. I<eniiaril, 
had Ihmsu murdered on the Tagln linn bash. I decided 

to halt a 04)up1u of days, in the hope that wane more 
iifbnnatiuii might arrive. Wo iieiii'd nothing furlihei', 
(ft HubHe(|uontly the rumour turned out to Ihi un- 
ruo. During our halt 1 went out t(» look for biirhel 
Dm uo/ftum), tuid afterutyjiieiil lliiualnyun “stalk/' 
lenoedcd in gutting one. The lim'd was sighted soon 
ftur leaving eamp, but while attcmpi.ing to stalk 
lem they moved on to ground whore Ihent was no 
>ver at all, so tlioro was nothing to do but sit down 
ud await their moving. This they did about thine 
clock, gradually griusing their way on to goisl 
'diking ground, where J got a veiy easy sliot.

From Sokti a voiy nhoit march took uh to ZLug- 
ral, awoU-Bhdtcrod camping ground under the Clumg 
La Foes, posscBBing a dilapidated apology for a rost- 
houBO ; and next moming, before five a.ic., we were 
climbing the poHS, having mode on early start in order 
to get over before tlio Hun had molted the crust on the 
snow. One donkey knocked up, and one pony looked 
like followiug Ms example, but the ciirnvau drivers 
slit bis nostrils — a remedy 1 have often seen tried 
on auinials aifeuted by altitude. Ah a ndu 1 have 
not much faitli in it, but on this oi'easion it Hccmed 
to luive the desired eflect, and the pony got Hufttly 
over. On the eastern side of the pass there is a wall 
built by the Tibetans to keep Zorawar Singh’s aiiny 
out; but siiiuc, ill order to make the obstcuctioiild 
effective, it was nocessiuy to defend the wall, a ptu't 
of the programme the Tibetans omitted to (uirry out, 
Uio Dogra gcnorul did not find it an hisurmountable 
obstude. 

1^'om Diirgo, whore wo eampiul, to Taukse is y 
very easy march of about seven miles, wiUi a fu'K 
patches of (sultivation to bo seen on the rooc 
Tankse, though a small phico, is very well known, a. 
it is tlie lost place at whieb sj^Kirtsmen bound i; 
Chong Chonmo con lay in supidios. Flour is of i^i 
forior cjuality and dear, 18 lbs. for the rupee beii? 
alsiut the nomud rate. Sheep — ^fino, largo, and muc I 
superior to the Judinn— are clioap enough, costing t'li/ : 
ni^iooH each. Out of ono hundred and fifty paroiWit 
for my insxiection, I chose tlio ton fattest at that rat:< ' 
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Though thoi’o uro haUtatiouM fiurthor on, there it) uo 
cultivatiou, and couHcqueutly very littlo except mut- 
ton is procurable. From Taukso I hired some yaks 
and ponies, wishing to spare our own animals os much 
as possible, and having ludted for one day wo con- 
tinued our route towards CJiaug Ohenmo. The fiiui 
marcli was to Ohakku I'ldon, up tlm lied of a stmim 
containing numbers of snndl trout-like lish. ( hi the 
rood, at on elevation of fully I *1,000 feet, I saw uum- 
bera of locusts; and Dr. Tliorold, who uHcendud the 
hills in search of game, nqsirted having seen some at 
40,000 feet. Thu hills present the mosaie-like ap- 
uaraiice commuu iu Ijiulakli — slmrply defined patches 
f yellow tuid dark brown. 

\V1io)i we got into camp I luul (jiiiLe an argument 
dth tliu caravan drivers, who follow the iniijuitoiis 
iractieo that exists on the Yarkiuid nuul, of tying 
p tlio iKiiiicH after getting into <’uuqi* After a niaiMih 
f nine or tun hours they tiu them up so ns bi pii)- 
uut them gnusing for two houro or mure, uufi tiuui 
.ve them a feed of barley, after whieli they ii>re 
iriied loose. The cona(Kj[ueiiee is that tluiir stoniaclis, 
i^iug empty and wetdceueil by the long fust, fail 
/ digest tho grain. HosidoN, when gross is scouity, 
it is iu all tliese cunntrius, cutting two hours off 
cir grosing time is a serious nuitter, luid instead of 
stiiig, tho poor ouiiualH wander alsiut tho wlicilu 
ght hunting for whatever they can pick xi|i. When 
gave tho order that they wore to lie iurued loose 
cuclly we halted, tho earuvtui drivers with hurrur- 
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Btricl^ jaccs protested, saying tliut sucli on outrage 
a^t^t “Dustoor” (custom), the god of India, would 
* assuredly load to oui* being loft without any transport 
in a few days. I persisted, however, and hud I not 
done BO, wo should never have got across Tibet. 

Our next march was to Pobrang, which consists 
of a few huts with grass dose by, surrouud(‘d by 
])aiTen hills. On the rood, the west end of the 
Pangoug Lakes is passed ; they ore suit, coulniu no 
fish, though plenty are fouud iu the rivers flowing in, 
and are of a beautiful due]> blue colour. Wo bought 
a Tibetan sheep-dog here, to guoid the camp, for roi|j>> 
rupees. Tluiso dogs are something like big poweJ 
fully Imill collies, and are excellent its wat(‘.h dogi/ 
but one never gets fond of them, us they pOHSo.'M 
notliing of the noblonesH of chai'actor Unit lHumpeal 
dogs Imve, and are generally of a Kuspicious aui 
oowanlly nature. ^ 

Next day we moved to Langkar JMo, oltitud 
10,000 feet, eJose to the IMaisoniik La, or Langki 
La pass, its the juitivos more graiorally call it. The 
is a small dilapidated shdter here, but tw it wtw suor 
iitg, we dccido<I that our tents would be a mo? 
olFoetnal protection. Nuniboi's of kiang (JfCgic' 
/umwfvwt), the Tibettm Vrild ass, an nuinud oxccq' 
ingly common all over those high tablelands, wi'' 
soon on the road. The Marsamik Isv is a very cti; 
pass, even ns wo found it, will) a considerable uiuotn; 
of snow lying on the north side ; an<I the iKuiios W(> 
easily got ovor, but ono of our men was quf' 
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knocked up Avith mountain aickiiuFw. Wo Htiw rioino 
female Onn nmumt, graziug on a hill-nido. 

At Pcmisrtl, jnth June; — T» tl>‘‘ 

Cluuig Ohenmo valley, the depfit of RU]i|iIi(‘H I hail 
aoiiti on Avos aAA’aiting uh. It roiiHiiited uf Ihirly-Ihree 
inauiuls' of cljoj)ped Hti’avA’, four intnimlri of siiltoo, 
five mnnuda of Hour, mx inauiidn of rice*, ami a 
liunili'cil huIh of lioiAtu-shoen. Siittoo, called Iriantpa 
Airthor (‘iwt, in nuule from lairicy, Avhich ia lira! put 
into hoiling vnitcr, than jairehail ov«‘r a tin*, and 
afterwai’da gnmnd. llaing nlmidy partially ciMikad, 
it hfiM the great >ulvan( 4 iga oa’ci* (lour that, it can Ih* 
eaten without tulditioiuil c‘iN>king ))y adding a little 
AA'ater — a great couHidemtion Avliem fm*! in acarci* and 
HoitnetinieH Ainprociiniihlc.

A laulakhi, however, who Inul aonnt with 
tvie hired animala, aeknoAvladgad that ha had haen 
alarosH tho frontier to a phu*4i five luarehaa dial ant io 
giut salt, and on iKiing proinimal a inward oiferad to 
si low tho rood ; tuidor liin din*etion avm punuied onr 
w( ay towards tho fianuk La, a,roHHing two hiiihII auay 
ptWm en 9vm/a, A couple of hired yakn died on the

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way, and we hod considerable difficulty in getting 
the others along, our things not arriving one evening 
until after dark. Antelopes wore to bo seen, and 1 
shot five Tibetan sand-grouse ; '• tlioy wore absurdly 
tame, simply waddling away as the caravan passed ; 
four wore shot on the ground witli one bari'ol and 
another with tho other barrel as they flow off. 

Tlio Koshmii'i who hod been knocked np fi-oni 
mnuiitaiii sickness on tho Mamamik La did not seenn 
to bn getting any bettor, so before ('.roHsiiig llin Lnnak 
La lie was sunt bank. JFo was one of tlutwf men 
ijiiiti^ nimble to live at groat altitudes.

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our iroutior. A strong west wind wus blowiuA' all 
day ; tills wind, which sometimes had a good dew of 
south in it, accompanied us all the way across T|lbet, 
and always seemed to got stronger in the afbemqou ; 
the waimost time of the day being the morning 
before 9 A.U. Boortsa {Em'otvji)^ the staple fiielv in 
Ltidakh and on the Turldstau rood, was still pleh'ti- 
fiil, but farther on it foiled us, and the only f\id 
procurable was argols.'' 

Gth Jnhf, Pa^iki 17,004 feet. — ^After leaving 
the small kku lying to the north of oui‘ lost comp, vye 
approoohod tlio Mougtza Oho Lake, and camped to 
the south of it. It is a fine shoot of water, of a doi^p 
iudigo-liluo, at lUi elevation of 1G,S40 foot, Ilounid 
the lake there is an incrustation of salt, and poopljo 
from Ladakh and Null come for it in summoi'. Bout]|i 
of tlio lake there is a fine snowy peak, and to tho 
north-west nnotlioi'. As grass was plcutiful I dooido4 
to holt for a day, bi onler to give the ponies a good 
feed and a rest. The sky was very much obscured 
by clouds (eumulo- cirrus and strato- cirrus), and I 
failed to got tui olworvation for latitude. Tlie Jjadakl^ 
guide said that from tlio oast end of tho lake thoi^ 
are three roads— one to tho north fillowod by Mossrjk 
Oaroy and Dalgloish, going to Polu, one towards tl^o 
south going to Noli, and one going eastward that ho 
had never traversed; but ho hod hoard that at^a 
place, live marclios distant, Khamba nomads are oftdn 
mot with. He wanted to go back, but suspoctmg 
^ Tho droTiiiiiW of wild yok. 
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bis i|;noraiice to bo only feignod (owing to fear of 
tbo lAbotaus), I rledded to take him on nolem iWerna, 
as hj had originally agreed to go five marohes faiidioi'. 
Tho^ wore a groat number of wild yak tracka about 
tbo !camp, but we did not see any of tbo aniiiials 
thc^dvos. At tbk time of year they probably aio 
noji! usually hereabouts. 

iSth July, Camp 1 : 10 viihs, 17,G/!0 feet ijjy 
an^vid ). — Our guide, in accordance witli his lu'u- 
fotisions of ignorance of tlio road, was unable to give 
any name for this place ; and all camx)8 after this point 
will have to be known by numbers only. Khamlm, 
according to his latest Htatenicnt, was not 5 but 45 
niatchoH dislaut — a pretty cousidemblo diffevuuco, and 
nrncU more likely to be true, 'riio signs of wild yak 
iuei'otiHud, and two wei'e found lying deiMl in a nnllali 
close to the camp. This is said to be a ravourilo 
hunting ground of tbo Audok men, wlio come hero 
'*A} grasc their Hocks. Fertunatoly wo met none of 
.ihom, as had wo done so, diflieulties might have 
arisen. 

UtJt July, Cktmqi H; 10 nulen, 17,000 
Wviug the lake behind, and passing some hot sirings 
v^licro tlioro were fiowors in Idoom, we bold duo oast and 
ciiossod a vory easy piss, 18,025 feet high. A snowy 
range soomod to block tbo road, and I was mucli 
oxorcisod in my mind as to bow wo wore to cross it. 
1%o guide, tliough still stieking to his original stato- 
ment that ho hiul novor boon in those parts, said that 
tlto range could bo orussod towards the southom ond. 
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Away to the north of us magnificent Bnowfieldei were 
to be seen. | 

One of the corayau drivcni was suffering much 
from his c^es, and our only bandage having ucen 
requisitioned fur a pony that luid been kicked, a Ahirt 
had to bo tom into strips as a substitute. \ 

lOHi, Juhj, Ckmvp 3; SO 17,036 fett . — ^Wo 

crossed a pass, aiid then going south of a snuiJ] hue, 
crossed anotlier, 18,400 feet high, and came down! on 
a very long lake running rougldy iiortli and south} at 
a height of 17,930 feet, with several islands on lit, 
tlie highest hike in Tiliot and ^irobnldy tlic highest lin 
the world. To the south a suow-cliul range, and on 
the other sides undulating hills, which towards tno 
nortHi appeared very baiTon, wore to bo soon. Tim 
Ladakhi guide appeiund to have a great dread of thip 
KhamlHi jxiople, and did nothing but tell wonderful 
stories aliout them. When 1 remarked that bo musf 
bavu boon in their country to have such an aecurat^ 
knowledge of their habits, ho utterly denied it, pro-y 
fossing totid iguunuieo os to what country vo are iij 
or whei'c wo ore likely to got to. /■ 

11U\, •/f%, Gwavjit 4: 16 mien, 17,000 feel. — Just 
after leaving comp we sighted our first yak — a line 
big bull gnudng eJuse to Uio water edge. Dr. Thorcjld 
wont after him, (uid getting within easy distmuie, 
opened firo, hitting him five or six times before ][io 
loll, and though after ho was wounded ho hod liis 
assailant full in view, ho made no attempt to cboi^e. 
A bud'alo w bison under the sumo circumstou^s 
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votild most assuredly kiivu shown fi;:;ht. Numbers of 
Tibetan antelope were to be seen in every direction. 

On this march we niauu<^‘<l to gfit into a C 7 tl tlf 
seto and had to (jost back. A liciintifnl hi'^li snowy 
peak was seen fsur uwuy to the north. From tls* 
snowy peaks on the south 11 rairl}* Hinsnti flows 
into tlic hike which at that t<nil is not so clear ami 
much less stilt than at the itlher. (lulls, litii^liciu It'll 
goose,' and divers w'ere ftH'ding tit the nutiitli, anil 
the omiiipi'esuut ensiking Brahminy duck {Cmtfhun 
nUilft) ihijtped busily over our lieads, bold in the 
strength of his inferiority as a bird for the cs/Wor'. 

lath July, Cckm^i mth'K, Jivf.- Wtt 

started in light varitible winds, si change rnitn (he 
strong westerly wind we had Is'eii accimlonted to, 
and a very pleasant one. When the wind calms 
down, life at these altitudes is i|iti(e pleiLsuni, but 
when Uio typical west wind of the Ohang is blowing, 
one’s thoughts fly lawk to countries where people, live 
in houses and have finis to warm Ihumselves by. 
Borne of tlie going was very laid i|uicksand-like sidl, 
in whicli Urn j^iouius and mules sank up to the Insks 
imd the donkeys iiod to be unladen, their hauls being 
carried across on men’s laicks. Yaks uppearcHl to be 
getting more plentiful : we saw three herds, one of 
twenty-one, uuc of seven, mid une of six ; but having 
abundance of meat in eainp we did not shoot any, 
There was great excitement in Mm caravan owing to 
the appouruuee ef wiuit was token t(» be u iinui in tlic

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distance, Irat on getting a field-glass to bear on it, it 
tamed out to be a Idang facing ua 

The LadoJdii guide complained of bis eyes, and 
said they were so bad that he could not go on, but 
Dr. Thorold, after examination, pronouncecl tliat he 
hod been maUngciing by tampering with them, so his 
discharge was deferred. Crossed m easy i»uu of 1 8,590 
foot, but every one felt the effects of the high altitude. 
At the i^daoo wo camped there was very liltlo gross, so 
a ration of chopped straw woe served out to all 
the luiimols. Sky uoiu'ly obscui'od oil day by ciirus 
and strato-ciirus douda 

JvJy, 0; BS mSex, 17^815 fvet . — 

Straight up a brood valley wiUr u good deal of groutul 
of a (juickBand nature, and than by a gradual imcoiil 
and (lescont over a i)ass 18,550 feet. On the rood 
Thorold got a diot at a goa ('nbetau gtusolle) and 
broke its log. Our Tibetan dug started in pursuit, 
but with only throe logs tlie goti wont straight away 
from tlio dog with the greatest of ease. An tuulelqra 
was bugged shortly ofLorwards; with so luudi game 
about, wo h)td to maaiugc to shoot scmiothing every 
day in order to economise supplies, and os a nde wo 
had littLo difficulty in doing so. In tlio aftomoon 
I rotlo on ahead looking for gr^ and water; a 
Hudden turn in the volley disdosed to view a largo 
laho straight in front, and in a small side nulluli. the 
nsjuisitc necessaries, grass, water, and fuel, were 
found. GrosK being partiouhirly plentiful, wo decided 
to halt for a day, os the jrauios badly required a rest 
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Next momiug I started fur the Jake with tJiu 
neceBSoiy instramonts to take the altitude, li'rum 
the camp it appcoittd to bo throe miloH ofi‘, but I 
found that the dear dry ntiuosphoru hiul di,>vuivei1 
me, and it was really about nine miles. As I mini* 
liock a number of kinng kept circling rouinl iu(‘, 
forming line and wheeling like a troop of (*uviilry. 
liittlo bird life was to Ixt seen, some ravens and a few 
little brown birds being the only ^‘presentativcH of 
feathered nature. Though a halt, W4i did ii«>t spend 
it in idleness, all luuids being kept busy slns'ing 
ponies and washing dothos. I trii‘d hard to got an 
observation fui' latitude, but the sky was niiu'li 
obscured by clouds ((uunulo-cirrus lutd stmt4»-t‘.irrus), 
and towanls eveiihig a gnh» of wiinl spinng up ihnt 
mode it impossible to do anything. We IsitbunNl 
OUT touts well down with stones, and s|M>nt a rest less 
night oxiKNiting them to bo oarritNl away (wery 
minute; that they stood at all was a iiiystoiy 
to mo. 

I/SthJidy,Ofm 2 } 7; siS miles, — A vary 

long mardi across a pom and with no water <»n tlio rmul. 
Towards ovouing the animals felt the want of it vitry 
much, and kept rushing into ovciy wattwtourse only 
to find that thoy wore nil dry. Tlio Ijudoklii gnuh) 
said the only water ho know of was the lake, which 
was loss salt at this end than tlio otlior. I Iwggod 
leave to doubt its being diinkablo, but us darkness 
was setting in, and wandering on indefinitely in the 
dark was not to be thought of, wo wont towanls tlie 
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lake, pickuig oui way over crusted salt and mud. 
We reached tibo edge only to find it as salt as tho sea 
Then wo tried digging a few yards from the eilge, and 
got some water, a trifie loss salt, but of no use us a 
quonoher of thirst However, there was iiotliing to 
do but halt till daybreak. No gross and groat 
difiiculty in collecting a little fiicl. At night, being 
voiy thirsty, I asked the Ladakhi when wc would find 
water, and was told, *' if it is the will of God, we will 
fiiulit to-monw." Towards morning a hailstorm sot 
in, and filling tlio kettle with hailstones u'o soon 
wore onj<»ying a ciq> of ton, and, much refnished, 
resumed our march. 

Jfff/i JiJy, 8: 16 mUeJt, KJJJOO f<^t , — 

After leaving tho lost eamp wo marohud along tlie 
sliorcs of tho lake, and near tho south-east (simer 
found a magnificent spring of clear water discharging 
un ononnous volume into the lake; the animals 
simply rushed into it 

A river of a dirty rod (»lour flows into the cost 
end, but requires some looking fur, having high steep 
banks that oomplotoly conneal it from tlio view of 
any one a little distance off. While we were pitching 
camp a Idaek spot on tho opposite side of the valley 
was seen, which, on being examined with a fitdd-glass, 
was mode out to bo a nomad’s tent A further 
sotundi disdosed to view some sheep gnising on a hill 
close l)y, so I sent men over to moke inquiries, telling 
tliom to describe us as merchants cn rtyiite to Ghinn. 
'Pboy come back, bringing some milk and re]iorting 
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there wore no men at the tonta, hat five women, who 
said that in five days wo should reaoli the ho»d- 
quarton of the Khomba people, and tluit there were 
tents to 1)0 met with oil the way. 

17 ^ Jvlyt Camp fl; S miles, /eef. — We 

crossed the river — a very difiieult oj[M‘nitio)i, tut lint 
bottom was of treacherous (|niekstiud-Iike iinlimt, nnd 
halted' near the nomads’ camp, which is nillcd 
Gongmo. Found a lot of geoso, too young to fly, on 
a pool of water : they were oxcollont in the pot. As 
we approached tlio Khamlias’ teuls, two in(‘n with 
long matehloeks with ti two-proiigi>il |■l•Ht on ilie eini 
approached. On each side of tlndr ftuies their Iniir 
hung down in locks, tuul they seemed (alitfr and 
slighter tluui tyjiittal TilstUuis. fn their hidts, sluek 
diagonally across the btsly in front, they Inal straight 
swords, with seablMirds ornamented with silver 
inorustutions and tatrpioiw>s, nnd in their luiuds they 
earriod long 82)our8. Their giuments eousislud of 
shoopskin robes of a Tory dirty colour with lutir 
inside, which woro held up at the waist by a bolt in 
such a manner that, whilo the up]<or part was voty 
full, the lower did not roach to the kneos—thus 
giving it a very kilt-like aj^pcarance. Their kneew 
were bare, and on their feet they woro bright-coloured 
stockings, made of thick woollen cloth, soled wiUi 
yak’s skin and coming wdl up tho calf, whore they 
ware tied with tape. They arc true nommls, living in 
.small block tents, wliich tiioy move alsmt to difihrent 
jdoooB according to the season of tito year, aowing no 
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cn^B, aad dopendont for an oxistence on their herds 
of dioop, yaikB, and hoisea. We had a long Pow-wow 
with them. They were very inquisitiye os to who we 
wore, and they could not moiko out whore wo wore 
going, as they said tho Lhasa rood lay to tho nonth, 
and the Yarkand to tho north ; 1 answered tliat wo 
woro morchauts going to China, and had lost our 
way ill tho mountains. They said that in n sonth- 
wostorly diroctiuii lay Ehamha, which waa thickly 
inhabited by nomads, but they ubsolntoly lufusod to 
take us thoro, saying that tho poo^do would gailinr to 
opitoHO ns, and they would cortainly have thoir throats 
cut for bringing strougors into tlio country, ihii 
they otrorod to guido us for four days in a southorly 
diroctiou to a place whero thoro wore four tents, und 
from tlioro wo could roach Sakhi bn tlio Loh'Lhasa 
roiul in two. Thoy utterly doniod any knowlodgo of 
n rood nuining oast. 

Though tho fiuldii project did not suit me at all, 
I protondod to fall in witli it, and thoy agrood to 
show us tho rood for forty nipoos. f thou told them, 
“Tliis idnn is all rights but it is a pity you could not 
show a rood towards China, os in tliat case 1 would 
have given you more than doublo." They then 
rotirod, but loappoorod in about an hour, saying that 
after oonsultation amongst themselves thoy hod dis- 
eovorod that tlioro was a road running oast towards 
China, and woro willing to make a bargain to take 
us ton marches along it. After mudi talking, dur- 
ing which tlicy boiwmo quito opprossivo in thoir 
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friendlinesB, patting me on tlio buck, and oxumining 
eTerything in the tent protesting all the time 
that they were not sti’oightforward at iiiut, as they 
thought we were the advanced guard of an onuy, 
and that now they meant to be honest with us, 
a bargain was condudod. 

This is a great country for game ; in tho 
broken ground dose to tho river liarcH swurmod ; 
antdope wore to l)o scon in every direction, and 
Ovia ammon skulls lying about denoted that tho 
living animals were to bo found in tho neighbouring 
hills. 

Winds and douds siou<1y fnnn west. 

J'idy, Qnnj) 10; 14 ntitfH, 10,074 
Accompanied by our new guides wo stiirtud oust-. 
Tho Ladakhi, who ovidontly knew nothing of the 
country wo woro now entering, was dismissed with a 
reward of a biggor sum than ho hod over scon ; on 
rooeiving it ho burst into toars, and dropping on to 
his knees ombraood my feot On tire road, seeing 
some yaks dose by, 1 went afimr thorn, but tho style 
of shooting ono gets in this country is terribly de- 
moralising, and instead of making a rc^lar stdk, 
I presumed too much on their ttunoucss, npproadied 
cardcBsly, only to bo spotted by an old cow who 
gave the alarm, after which tiiuy all bolted. .But an 
antdopo, two hares, and a gooso being bagged, we 
had abundance of moat. 

19th Jidy, Camp 11; 14 mka, 17^974 ftet ^ — 
After travelling for a mile or two our guides stopped, 
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and aaad that here two roods branched ofF— one going 
south-east to Hor Chang, by which Dokthol is reached 
in fourteen days, and on which we would meet people 
in four days’ tune ; the other going straight oast across 
a country thoy called Am, where there was a large 
laike. I decided to take the latter route, though thoy 
tried hard to induce mo to take the more suutliorly 
one, oud could only bo induced to show us tiio easterly 
route by offers of a larger rowtml than tlioy would 
receive for the more southerly one. After con- 
cluding tixe btvrgaiu wo shook hands, and thoy made 
groat pj'otestations of faithfulness. 

The whole of the valley up which wo travelled 
was littered with kiang and onteloi^M), while the hills 
wore dotted all ever with yaks. Spotting a fine bull, 
idl by himself, 1 wont after him, taking a lesson 
fn>m the result of my cardlesHnoBs the day before, 
and approaching cautiously, got an cosy shot, and 
bowled him over. On rejoining the caravan T found 
that the doctor hod shot on antelope. To the nortli 
a fine snowy rungo was soon with one particularly 
fine peak. 

This neighbourhood is evidently muoli fre(j[uonted 
by nomads, though we mot nobody, as numerous 
sheep-pons were to bo soon. 

SiOth July, Cemy IIS; Aru, 17,176 
waking up in the morning 1 was informed by the 
camvanbashi that the Khamba people wore showing 
bad fiiith, and in spito of their promises and oaths of 
the day before, refused to go across Am, on the 
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grounds tiliat they would bo too long aljHcut, and thiit 
in their absence Ghukpas (Imguuds comuioii to theso 
parts) might attack their tents. 1 called them up 
and reproached tlicni witli faitlilessncHs in going 
back on a bargain they luul Hluikeu handH over, tind 
then having shown thorn the money 1 harl got out 
os first instalment of the jmimisofl rewuiil, oaienta- 
tiously put it back in a Iwg, snying, " All right, vro 
con find our own way.” The sight of tliu nionoy 
aroused their cupidity, and my caravunlMwlii judi- 
ciously remarking at the same time that “ Siihilw 
don't (K>me this road every day,” their s(*niph‘H were 
overcome, and they ronuwod their prol<i'St4ktionH of 
the day before, iwldiug thereto a iMMisidenible nunilxn* 
of oaths. 

Over a pass 17,87C feet, niul then down a long 
narrow valley whiclt suddenly dehoitehiM on Lake 
Aru Oho (17, IdO feet), — a fine shed of water running 
north and wmth, salt like nearly all the Tibetan 
lakes, and of a deep blue colour. To tho south-west 
and north-west some fine snowy mountains rise up 
into tho blue sky, whUo on tho ettst low undulating 
barren-looking hills are neon. In evoiy direction 
antelope and yak in iuei'cdililo tiuinljors wont wmoi, 
some grassing, some lying down. No troos, no signs 
of man, suid this peoeoful-looking lake, never Iscfore 
seen by a European eye, seemingly given over as a 
happy grazing ground to tho wihl animals. A sports- 
man's paradise. 

After emerging from tho valley wo turned north 
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up the Bide of the lalce, and about two miles farther 
on come to a pool of fresh water, where we camped. 

Ccm^ IS; 14 . miles, 17JS76 Jeet. — We continued 
our way up the west side of the lake over a plain 
lying between the water and the mountains covered 
with grass and flowers. On the road a yak, which 
was sleeping in a hollow, jumped up under our feet, 
and gave the dogs a great run. The guides said that 
the lost lake wc passed is called Horpa Cho, and that 
from there a road runs across Hor to Polu. It may 
bo BO, or it may not, a Tibetan’s having said so being 
hordly evidence. 

IBSnd July, Cmi^i 14: £1 miles, 17,701 feet . — 
Hcadiug round the north edge of Lake Aru Oho, 
we crossed a neck of land with another lake, or 
rather the nearly dried-up remnants of a lake, inter* 
spoised with patches of salt, on our north. Tlten 
crossing a ridge we came down on a pool of brackish 
water, whore wc comped. Lots of argols about, so 
we were well off os regards fuel. 
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SSi'd JvHy, Camp IB; 0 mileM, 17, SOI feel . — I 
was woke up at 4 a.m. by Kallick, the caiuvaiibaslii, 
with the astomulmg news that tlie Khamba mon had 
doaorted. Search was made and the tracks of their 
horses found, but it was impossible to fittllow them, as 
they could go mucli faster than wo could, 'Jliiugs 
now soomod in a bad way. Here wo wero in a truck- 
loss waste, amidst a miuso of mountains, no one to 
show whore water or gross was to bo found, or how 
to steer to roach a more hospitable country. If over 
1 meet those Khamba men again I am much ofiraid 
that the Christian virtue of forgiveness will be for- 
gotten and they wiU have a bad quarter of an hour. 
However, the diancc of mooting them was rather 
small, BO vowing vongeatieo against them was of little 
use. The only thing to do, now we were witliout 
guides, was to go straight ahead. So wo started off, 
down a vall(^ in which a remarkably lino Imll yak 
was grasing, but 1 felt too anmous to care about 
sport, and as regards moat, vo had ample, so ho was 
left alone. The valley wo wore following led into a 
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mnch larger one, ranning east and vest. We turned 
up it, keq)ing a look-out for water ; soon a pool was 
found which to my great joy tuned out to be fresh. 
So I gave the word to halt though we had only come 
nine miles, os it was impossible to say how much 
farther we might go before findiug water again, and 
the ftTiimnlH were showing signs of over^work. Giving 
our Ehomba friends credit for any amount of treachery, 
we took care to pitch the camp in a good strategical 
position, and at night took revolveiB to bod with .us. 
That they did not attack was owing, I have not the 
slightest doubt, to the way in whidi they had seen 
us knock over antelope. The fact that we were 
poocofnl travbllerB who hod paid them to servo us 
would cany little weight in their counsels. Near 
our comp wo found signs of human beings having 
been tlioro, such os wooden tubs and sticks used in 
gold-washing, two broken earthen pots, a piece of 
doth, some ti‘aps for catching antdopc, and a grove. 
Judging from appearances, the place must have boon 
abandoned a long time ago. No recent signs of 
human boingB wojro to be soon, 

Jidy, Oimp 16; 17 mlex, 17/iOt — 
Kept on up a voUoy passing on the south of a 
lake to the noi'th of whidi was a fine snowy peak. 
On the rood a number of pools, all more or loss 
salt, were passed, but where wo camped there was 
a spring of fresh water. All over the country 
there axe patdios of sah’no efflorescence, and the 
sides of the stream beds coming down from the 
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hills, dry at this time of year, were covered with 
it. 

BBth July, Ocmvp 17} IS mUeit, 17,000 feet . — Wo 
made a late start owing to some of the ponies having 
strafed in the night. Getting up in the morning 
and finding ponies missing is terrihlf exasperating, 
ospociallf when, os in this case, orders hod 1 >con given 
the night before to tie them Tip in anticipation of 
making a start by daybreak at the latest. After 
proceeding a short distance an opening to our right 
disdosed to view a large grassy plain which we struck 
across in an oastHBOuth'oast direction. In the after- 
noon I wont about two miles to one side of tliu 
earavan, keeping a parallel courao oud looking out 
for ftesh water. Finding a pool in a hollow, I tied 
my handkerchiof on tho cud of mi alponstock and 
signalled to them: they changed dirorttion at once 
and Boon-wore on tho 8 ([)ot. Wo hod hardly got our 
tents up when a squall, acoomitanied by a little min, 
was upon us. Simihur storms, all coming fn>m tho 
south-west, had boon soon about during tho day, but 
wo had boon fortunate in missing them, and this ono 
expended most of its forco just soutli of us. Oloso to 
our camp there was a colony of boos living under- 
ground, with little holes on tho suifoeo through which 
they passed backwards and forwards. 

SOtik 4 /ui^.— Halted. Dniing tlio night wo were 
treated to alternate storms of snow and rain, and 
when moniing broke a thick mist hung over the 
country, making travelling an impossibility. Ho wo 
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The bad weather took a great deal out of them, and 
the loadfl, being wet, were much heavier tliaii they 
formerly were. 

Ckmqi 10; 11 mihn, 16,703 ffPt. — K 
fairly easy march up an open valley witli lota of growt 
about. On the way wo pamod marka of a camp not 
more than a mondi old, and where we camped there 
were signa of Hhepherda having iNion there, but the 
marka were aevoral yeura old. 'Hliettui aand-grouae ’ 
wore noatiug; and on any one appxooeluug their noata, 
fluttorod alowly off, adopting the tiuftica excelled in 
by the plover tribe for dnvwing the intruder away. 

36tih Cttmin 30; 17 mllfn, 17,033 fvvt , — 

After keeping up n valley for aome diatanta*, we 
turned aoutli into a nullah, wltera at leiiat forty wild 
yak were grassing. Weat wind luid vt^ry (doudy, Imt 
f(»r a wonder wo got neither anew nor rain, thougii 
aome &11 on all fsidoa of ua. 

OOtik Halted. During the night aix doukeya 
and eighteen ponioa diaappcarcMl, ao there wna nothing 
to do but atop and aend men out to aeamh. 1 munli 
feared tltat Ohulquui (briganda) had done the deed, 
altliough no troeka of men wore to 1>o aeon. But tliat 
might bo occountod for by their coming and grrttig 
mounted, in which onae their tmeka W(»uld not have 
l)oon diacomible f!tom our own isoniea' tmeka and 
only with difficulty diathiguiahod from kiatiga’ tracka. 
My princitud reawni £»r thinking it wiih the work of 
OhulqHu woa* tho dtaappmmnoe of tho donkeyi^ who 

* Hw iMiw 804. 
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neYer before had shown an inclination to Btra7; on 
the controiy, thej had invariably been a trifle too 
friendly at night, huddling together on the lee side 
of a tent and getting mixed up in the ropes in a way 
that threatened to bring the whole thing down with a 
run. Another suspicious fact was that a few nights 
previously Dr. Thorbld felt sure he heard a man 
nut fur from us whistle ; all hands were aroused at 
unco, and the Chukpas, if they were about, did not 
attack ; but it looked os if we were being followed, 
and now tlie disappearance of the animals seemed very 
like a conflrmation. 

] hud come to the coneluBion that, taken all round, 
an cxphuei^s life is not altogether free from anxiety. 
Before going to bed that night it was arranged that 
search paxtioH wore to bo sent out by daybreak ; the 
men to bo mounted on tilio best of our remaining 
animals, and to take provisions with them. It was 
a very annoying fact that the missing animals were 
all our best ones, those remaining being mostly on 
the point of breaking down altogether. Just after 
turning in it came on to blow very hard from the 
wost^ and though the pegs wore weighted down with 
stone, boxes, bags of grain, etc., wo momentarily 
expected the tents to bo blown down. Sleo][) was ont 
of the question daring the first part of the night; 
but about midnight the storm moderated, and we 
managed to dose off. 

Towards evening eight ponies were brought in, 
having boon found in a valley to the south: this 
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lofb me moi'o puzjsled tihou evor. If the OhukpiiH hod 
token the missing unimaLs, they would most probably 
haye held on to the lot, wliilo if tho animnla hurl 
strayed, they vrould most probably liavo stuck 
togetlier. On tho whole, T still felt iucliiicd to thuik 
it was the work of Chukpos, and that tho animals 
rocoYorod wore some that liad been driven up a side 
nullah to put us off tho scout ; another theuiy was 
that they hiul boon outiced away by kiang. 

Ktixt evening, of tho fivo luon who had gone 
to search, only two hud rotumed, and 1 was gutting 
anxious obuut tlio others. Guo man, who liod 
oscondod tho hills lying to the soiitli of us, reported 
tliat on tho othor side there was a largo plain wilh 
a lake in tho middle of it, but no signs of in> 
habitants. On tho Uiii^l day, to my gmit joy, rmo 
of tliu alwout men tunuHl u]>, bringing tho donkeys ; 
ho reported that tho two otluir men wore on tho 
missing animals’ tracks and wunUal piDvisious sent 
after thorn. This was j)romptly dune. To keop our 
larder full I wont out and sliot on antelope, cutting 
its throat, after sliooting it, in orthodox Mussulman 
fiishiou ; hut when I rotuniod to comp, opinion was 
much divided as to wliothur tho animal was thus 
reudorod lawful or not ; some of tho mon maintaining 
that tlio coreniouy having boon porformod by a 
Ohxistian, it was of no avail ; while othors nuuntainod 
that as long as it was done in proper form and 
tho ortliodox formula repeated, it did not matter 
who did it. Tho sticklers hod to pay for thoir 
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prejudicoB by doing without meat — a thing they 
dhdiked intensely. 

On the fourth day all the misaing auimalH, with 
the exception of one mule and four donkoyB, were 
brought in; the men, who were much knocked up, 
reported having found them about throe ordinary 
marches to the north at a phice whore thoi'o was a 
fresh-water lake about thine days long, and izmumer- 
ablo yak. Thu pack-saddles were much knocked 
about, so to mend them and nwt the men 1 decided 
to htdt another day, wliich 1 dcttormiued to utilise by 
nscoiiding a hill lying to Llie soutli of us in hopes of 
being able to map in seino of the country on tlio far 
side. 

Tiiis 1 did, and reached a height of considcraltly 
over 20,000 foot, Imt only with groat difficulty, as 
the ground was covered with loose shale which gave 
with every step, and more than doubled the exertion. 
On the rood a henl of ihnu mvnwn, was passed, and 
on the far side of the hill numbei-s of yak were grass- 
iufj^ but the view was so completely olistnictod by 
another hill tliat J failed to get any view and returned 
to camp very tired and diwippointod. lloin fell at 
intervals during the day. Towards evening the 
missing mule came trotting into eiunp by liimsdf, but 
there was no sign of the four donkeys, so 1 deteiminod 
to maroh without them. 

4tlh SI ; Iff 10^4^9 fwt . — 

Along the bod of a stream the whole day. Lots of 
gross. Bitterly cold wind. 
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5il\, omrZ Oth Atupist, Ccmip SS; 30 mil an, 10^83 
fieL — A. long morcli up a valley at least 15 miles 
wide. On the noith there vras a fine snowy rouge 
mnning east and west. We sow no water all day, 
but towards evening, seeing some wild ynk sitting 
down on a hill-side about 2 milos olF, and thinking 
that they could not be far from water, L steered 
towanls diem, tuid found the henl, numbering forty- 
four, wore all round Hovurid fine springs <tf fresh 
water. Close by there were some shoop-iKUis mid 
cooking- places, but apparently they luul not been 
used for a lung time. 

On the pools forined by the springs numbers of 
bar-heudod geese ’ wera sitting. They weiu just loo 
young to lly, ainl with an (‘Xisuiditiire of four eur- 
tridgos nine were seeunHl; they itonut in luimly, as 
they gave us a plcMuuuit eluuigo firotu our usual nionu 
of stowed autolopo. 

Wo caught some locusts of a deep chocolate 
brown, quite a different kind from the ordinary Indian 
variety. 

At night, in order to prevent their straying, 
[ had all the ponies likely to do so hobbleil, but it 
appeared to bo of little aviul, as in the luorniiig it 
was discovered that sovonvl of the hobbled ones luul 
gone off. As by the time they were roeoverod it was 
too late to miuch, wo halted for the day and went for 
a stroll in the afternoon, diot sevorul hares, saw uu>ro 
signs of nomads, and found an eagle's nest^ round 

* 8«e ptft 800. 
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which the ground waa covered with antelope bones, 
many of them split, 

7th and 8th Aiiffust, Ccanj) iBS; 23 ndlua, 16,082 
feet . — Along a valloy, in which there were many 
springs and frosh’ water pools, but after we had 
mocchod about 6 miles they ceased, and it was not 
until 5.30 F.H. that wo found water again. Ouo 
horse knocked up completely, and even without a 
loud failed to keep up with the camvan. During the 
day we had alternate squalls of rain and hail, and at 
night a hurricane set in, blowing one of Uie touts 
down ; about midnight it moderated and heavy rain 
fell. Doling the stonn several ponies, though 
hobbled, disnppouiod, and were not found \mtil 
11 A.M., thus iiceoBsitating another holt; not tliat I 
minded much, as round our comp the country was 
covered with grass, mid a goo<l feed would sot them 
aU up. 1 have never seen in Asia such a good 
imitation of an English meadow. One of our men 
pieked up an ancient arrow-head. 

/yfA Owm^> 24 : 13 mUen, lfl,7!W feet . — 

After ascending a ridge a lake etuuo in sight, vitli 
iuorustatioua of salt all round the edge. As the 
eaiavon drivers had been out of salt for five days, 
and about one ounce remained of tliat put aside for 
our personal use, wo sent a man to got some ; how- 
ever, it turned out to bo iutousdy bitter and quite 
uneatable. From the ridge a snowy range, strotehing 
north and south, was seen straight in front of us, 
apparently blocking up the road, and 1 began to fear 
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that after conung along ao well we hod got into a 
eul de aoc. 

In the evening wo were treated to another atorm 
of wind and rain from the west, and our tents were 
flooded. 

JOtA Auff7ut ; JO mil(% 16,900 — In tlio 

morning ovorytliing was soaking wot, and half an 
ineh of water was standing in the tents; to give 
them a chance of drying wo delayed starting for an 
hour or so after tlio sun was up, but still tlioy wore 
not anything like dry when wo lou(1o<l. The country 
on the rood appeared to bo changing its ohturaetor; 
outcrops of rod and yellow siuidstono apxKtarod, and 
generally the landscape assumed u more Lodakli-Iikn 
appoanuic<‘. 1 sincioroly hoped that this did not 
moan that grass was going to become soan-er, ns, if it 
did, wo should have liceii in a very Inul wn,y owing to 
the state our animols wore already in ftom hard work 
and insufiicient food. Bhowore from Uie west at 
intervals during the day as usuaL 

Augwit, Camp SOs IS mifw, 16,074 — 

After wo had done 12 miles it looked os if the hills 
in ftont hod effbotually closed in on us ; so, as water 
was found close by, 1 gave the word to halt, and 
started off for a v<4, whidi premised a good view for 
reconnoitring. Just as I got to the top, after two 
hours’ hard climbing, a thick dronching ^teli mist, 
in whioh it was impossiblo to see more than two or 
throe hundred yards, oame on, and I was forced to 
return, no wiser than when I started. 
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iTitU Aiifftuif, CkMai> S7: 11 mUeH, 17, SGI feet . — 
Mj rocomuumancc of the day before having been 
quite futille, T was much puzzled at atartiug as to 
which wuy to go. Tlowevor, nothing was to be 
gained by ramainiiig where we were, so wo went 
straight ahead, and after miurehing for five hours 
seemed more lio])e]efiHly entangled than ever. In the 
iiiviue wore the innuunn of an old village, which 
ap]tai‘eut1y htwl Issni pretty largo; the houses liad 
bemi I mill partly undm'gr<iund, the Irishman’s plan of 
raising the roof by sinking the floor nppanuitly having 
been in vogue, lint the puzzle was how they hod 
been roofed, as tiinlKW (‘nnnot ])ussibly bo found aiiy- 
wheint near, and amongst the ruins there was no 
wood t(t Ist seen. Iktssibly tents wcun pitdied over 
th(>in. 

Ijots of gaztille (goa) wore to ho socn about ; tliey 
aro infinit4‘ly inoru knowing tluui either antulo|>a or 
yak, and in the most out-of-tho-way itarts of Tihot 
promptly nnule off on sooing the caravan, as if they 
w(sre aoe.ustoiiHul to boing sliot at roguliu’ly. 

IStJt- AitffHHf, OwnpsiSi m feet . — 

Htoxtud off liy etessiiig a pass, and after that 
doseondod into u valley. As tho country in front 
wiw most unpromising, and no signs of water wore to 
1 ki scon, wo turned south, and Into in tho afternoon 
found a pool of water lying south-west of our lino, 
which turned out to bo fresh, so we raimpod oloso to 
ib On tho cost side of the pass a flock of choughs 
was seen, tlio first wo hud met since ktaviug Ijadakh. 
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14ih, Auffiuib, Cmipiit); lOmileit, HifiBl Jh*t . — 
[Jp a botron valley with gravelly Heil, covcrctl with 
saline efGloresceuco, until 2 p.m., when a small uratoi* 
containing a spring was discuvui'ud, aud we eiuupod. 
Fine all day, but in the evening ruin fell. 

IBtli Augiust, Cennj) J4 vialftt, Hi,U07 Jht , — 
The rain coutinuo<l at iiitervabi all night, and we 
started in a downpour whieh luHted till midday, wIkmi 
it cleared up. As usual a j)aNfl hiul to be ciusacd, 
and on the otlier side of it a large pmid of fresh 
water, almost rising to the dignity of a lakit, was 
founcL Antoloiw, yak, and gou won* gnusiug all 
round, and wo found hums of Istth Opim ftmmm un<l 
burhoi. An oxcellont |Mmy Hurt hud nlwaya heodiMl 
the caravan, aud was known as “the Oonnnandant," 
died from oxliaustion on this march. 

lOUi Aiu/iMt, (Jwibp iU ; /.i# wmV/'n.— T he way 
ponies manage to stray when hobbled is luurvullouH. 
Wo got up in the morning and found sevend that 
had been hublded in such a maimitr ns to luitkc* 
straying apparently an imiiossibility, had diiappotu'edf 
and OB they were not recovered before noon wo 
mode a late start, sincerely trusting tliat water would 
be found bcfoio dark ; but us dusk was setting In, no 
signs of water were to ho seen. We tried digging, 
but were unsucoossful, and then pushed on agiun. 
Just as it booome too dark to go on any furthor, n 
snow squall struck us ; wo soon had the tents pitehod, 
and a kottlo filled with snow was on the fire. ]>r. 
Thorold, however, bad gone after some gon just before 
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tlic Buow sot in, and hod not lojoinod tilio caravan, so 
1 fired Bovcral shotB, and gaitlikl them ho managed 
to find tho ctunp. 

lUlli Omji 3.2; JO milctt, 10,047 fwt . — 

(Jncc moro t^u ponies strayed in tlio night It vras 
really a puszlo to know what to do about them ; tlioy 
had to be allowed to graze fircoly in tho night, or else 
they would have boon unable to maioh in tho day, so 
tying tliuui np was out of tho (|UOHtion, and hobbling 
Hooniod of little use. Tho conscquouco of their stray- 
ing wus that once more wo wuru obliged to iniiko 
a lato start 

Ah Hoon as tho sun <»uno out^ tho snow tliat hiul 
fidlon during tho night disapiiuoind, and Uiougli thoro 
wore sliowors all day, tho gromid novur sooinod to 
idiow any signs of it, drying extromoly quickly when 
tho sun came out. 

AwjuaI Jffth, Q.mxi fI3 ; 14 mUvH, 10,747 
fmt. — Starting with snow on tho ground wo 
uncoudud a <uid on xeadiiug tho top saw a 
huge mass of mountains apparently blocking tho 
way straight in front lEowovor, staying on the 
top (if tho pass was bitterly cold work and oould 
do no good, so wo desoondod following tho bod of 
a stream. This grow pons^tibly smaller as wo 
advouood, showing decided signs of vanishing alto- 
gothor, so wo camped os for down as wo could find 
Hufiioiont water. 

A%^i lOtli: 17 mileti, 10,707 fset . — On this 
day the woathor ehongod a good deal, tho wind 
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vent round to the cost and the clouds vanished. 
The range of mountains that the day before ap- 
parently had dosed the way to the east, was still in 
front of us. However, what looked like a pass 
was seen toward the south, so wo stoored in tlrnb 
direction, surmounted it, and then were able ouuo 
mol's to resume an easterly coni-HC. From the 
summit a i^e lake was soon towanls tlio north-east. 
Of our flock of ten sheep only one was alive, and 
it was to be kept in ruser\'o in case wu miglit hoiiiu 
day bo really short of focnl, a contingency whicli, 
cousidenug that wc had just shot tlimc uiji<tlojK!S 
on the march, and gtuno a]»parcntly was not getiJng 
scarcer, seemed far ofi'. 

Aitffiuit noth, Onmji aH ; IT tnilvHt 

feet . — After marching for a few mihw, twcuiiding 
all the time, wo suddenly found tiurwtlvi's on the 
outer edge of a plateau. To the south no inountoins 
were visible, and straight in front of us the holloa* 
was filled tt|) with clouds, hiding mountains no 
doubt ; still they must have boon very much smaller 
than those behind us. As we doscouded, goa, ante- 
lope, burhel, and great numbers of hares were seen. 

Aitgwt ajst, Cfm^t HU ; // tm'Aw, JGJKt7 
feet. — Wo were awakened in the night by the 
heavy rain boating against our tents. Towards 
moming it changed to snow, and tliough tlio ponies 
had not strayed far, finding them was rather a 
difficult matter, it being bnpossiblo to discover 
objects mote than, a hundred yards distant. About 
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10 A.if. it cleared up, and wo marched ; the moiiu- 
tains in. front completelj blocked the way, so it 
became a question of going either north or south ; 
as a stream flowed south, 1 decided to go in that 
direction, considering it proferablo to descend than 
to ascend — and besides it looked as if the valley 
would take a turn to the east On the road wo 
had Buvond ahowera of sleet straight in our faces,

and only with diflieulty could the ponies bo induiuMl 
to face it ; so wo necessarily progrossod very slowly. 
In tlio olternoou tho sky bocamo more and more 
throatoniiig, and although we had only como nine 
miles, X judged it boat to got under coyer as soon 
os ])omiI)]o ; so wo camped, and no sooner wore 
the tentH up tlian tlie rain and sloot came down 
harder than ever. Owing to all tho oigolB wo could 
And being almolutoly sodden, it was only with great 
diftioulty that Are enough to (Kxdc some food was 
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got FoTfeonattily a fow dxyisb twigs, »£ a kiuil 4iJ‘ 
lieath, were fooud, that sorvod to start tho firo ; tho 
oigols olono would never hnvo huioit I held an 
inq)ection of tho comniissariat^ and found «>iily 
enough grain to give tho auimals ahout a hvoakfust- 
oupful each and ten days* suttoi* (tHain]ni) fur tho 
men; so I deoidu<l to hold tlio grain mk a rusurvo 
and put oil hands ou*coiwidora1)ly rmlnoud rations. 




CHAPTER IV 


iCBEFiNa ynxn miUDS 

AuffiMl SiStid, Camp t)7i lA nale»t IS,S47 
/(•el. — More ruin full doriug the uiglit, but it 
doarod up iu tbo xnomiug, and as 1 did not oaxo 
to put oux toots, in the heavy sodden condition 
they veto in, on the eofeeUed animals, wo delayed 
storting to let them diy. 

After msidiing thioe or four miles wo wore oil 
astounded by coming on the tracks of a herd of 
shoop, five heroes, and a man ; probably there would 
bo more men with the party on the lunses. The 
traoks wore not more then a few hours old; the 
heavy rain that hod fidlen duiiug the night would 
have obliterated any of the previous da/s traoks. 
As wo wore running short of food and folt very 
modi the want of a guide, I sent two men to follow 
up the tracks, and to obtain, if possiblo, 8hc(^>, floor, 
ghi,’* salt, and a goido ; if the latter was not i>rooar- 
alde^ they wore to find out how for it was, in every 
direction, to an inhalntod country. Knowing the 
uncertain diaraofor of these nomads, the two men

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took amiB, but 1 iiuttnictud tbom to avoid getting 
into a TOW and only firo in como of dura nocoBsity, to 
retum aa quickly aa poaaiblo, and they would find 
the camp at the first water wo camo to. Having sent 
the two men off, we cuutuiuod our route whidi Jay 
aeioBB a low ridge of hills, whidi were out up in 
a way that iudicatod a liuiiy heavy rainfall. On 
doBconding wo found a spring in a ravine and 
camped beddu it. Although 1 Hhoiild have liked, 
owing to the scaixsity of pnivisiouH, to hnvo pudiod 
on ioithor, in eonsidomtion of tin; two dotiudiod mon 
1 dodded to halt. To add to our other troubloK 
game was becoming mudi sisai’eor, though thu exist- 
ence of animals was oliown by tbo Iwad of a line Om 
onunon lying oloso to the spring. 

By nightfall tbore was no sign of thu missiiig 
men, and 1 had a laniji put on one hill close to 
tho camp and a firo lit on anotlior, in onhtr to aervu 
as guides should tlioy be wondering aliont in the 
dark. However, they did not turn up, and after 
spinning out the time until late, taking latitude 
obBervatiouB, a diifieuit matter owing to tho number 
of donds about, 1 turned in, feeling vt^ry uueoay 
about tho mon. 

Aityjul Oeanp iNi; il m'hit, fivt. 

—In tho morning there wore still no sigiis of tho 
two men, so I dimbod a ndghbouriug hill, firaiu 
whidi a good view of tho pidn ou tlie east was 
obtained. Bxoqst a fow kiang, not a living thing 
was to bo seen, so 1 returned to oamp and sent two 
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mon to erect a flag extempoxiaod out of a sliirt aud 
au alpenstock on the top of l^c pass to the west 
of US, and then sat down to an ozcdlleiit broakfiut 
(Mniaisting of stewed hare. All through the expedi- 
tion hares and antelope did us yeoman’s service in 
the cenunissaiiat lino. 

Soon after wo had finished breakfast, the men at 
the flagstaff were discovered to be gesticulating wildly, 
liaviug evidently sighted the abscutoos, who shortly 
afterwards arrived. They had fbllowod the Chaiigpas’ 
(nomiula living on the Ohang, not to lie ooufusod 
with OlLukpas, brigands) tracks lor some miles, and 
at lost hod come in si^t of them. The Ohong|uut, 
who difliar from the Ehamba nomads by wearing 
pigtails, with the dread of strangers that seems the 
universal rule in tlioso wilds, ondoavoured to escape ; 
but finding it impossible to do so unless they 
abandoned their flocks, and also gaining courage on 
seeing that their punuors wore so few, halted, turned 
round, and lighting the matches of their firoloeks 
threatened to fire if the advance was oontinuod. 
Kalliek, the curovan driver, who spoke Tibetan, tliou 
began to parley with them, and a mutual laying 
down of arms was agreed to. Kalliek then inomuMMl 
a good price if they would 1>ring some slioqi and 
butter to the canp^ and also tliat if any mon would 
guide us to a place where supplies were proeuxablo 
ho would bo well rewarded. However, the Tibetan, 
who is the most Buq>ioiouB person in tlie world, 
would liavo none of it. " Show us the money and 
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we will see what can be done/’ wnn tliu only aiinwcr 
that could be got ont of them, m the two men, nut 
having sufficient money with tlium, tnmod buck to 
rejoin the caravan, but being Iwuightitd uii the way, 
had to b 1 oo 2 > ont witli but little fmtil and no Hre. 
In the morning tliey sivw the flag and tliiia rouinl 
the camp. Acitording to their iwcount the eonntiy 
where the CluuigiMUi wmt camped wan i|iiiie different 
in (sharactur ; chnkar, they said, a biiil we luivur aaw 
in Tibet proitor, ulmiiuded. They uIho iivernMl that 
they saw in the dutunee two monkeya; but the 
prosouco of inonkuys in a tnwluw ami alinoHt iHirii'ii 
comitry Heoms to me an aiioinaly that eiiniioL tm 
considered itruvod until one haa Ihh'Ii ahot or at. leaat 
aeon by a U!uro]K‘an.‘ 

After tliay hod brotdcraalad and drunk an inonli- 
uate amount of too, tin‘d aa they were, I deeidoil to 
send them biw.k armed with ru|MM‘a t4» tiy and do a 
deal ” for aoine Hhe«|>. Mntl4!rH were gett ing aeritnia ; 
there waa no meat in comp, and a earuful attamli of 
the country witli fieUI-glosacs failed to diacloao a ainght 
hood of game. After sending tlium off wo moved to 
a iM)ol of water aix niiloa diatant, situated in the 
middle of a flat plain, whero it waa agnaal they wen* 
to rejoin ua. 

A fine day, witli mosaea of elouda (euinuluH) eoiu- 
ing up from tlie west. 

1 Sima irritliig tba alurro^ I liava hihib (lut M. JlonvalAt miwtlww 
havliig won nonkiqni iu idmlhtF eoiiniqr, but tim dawrl|ttiluii Iw alvi* 
of tham oiiplloR mwb innw to ilw Mamot trile tlwn tho (JiiwIniiiuuM. 
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In the monung there was no sign of the two 
men, bnt aboat 4.30 p.ic. they lotomed and stated 
that on teaching the Ghongpas’ camp they had had 
a long talk with an old man who appealed to be 
the head of the party. He eoid that the ohoep were 
all out gracing, and that by the time they rotumed 
it would be too late to 1»ko them over tlie flame 
evening, but that they would bo handed over in the 
morning. Butter and salt they wore also willing to 
sell, and samploB of the former wore produced by the 
women. As rqgurded a guide, the old man volunteered 
to go himnelf ibr a hundred rupees. At nighty both 
portion beiug mutually soEpioiouB of each other, my 
men retired to a distance of about half a mile, whore 
they spent the night. In the morning they wont to 
got the promised sheoi). arrival at the camp ‘they 
were met by the old man, who professed himsdUI will- 
ing to carry out all he hod promised the previous 
evening. Suihleuly, while they wore talking, sixtoou 
or Bovonteon men, asHuming a threatening aspect 
towards Iwtli them and the old man, appeared, and 
after a deal of shouting, fired a very wild volley, 
the bullets going in every direction. One of them, 
however, broke a log of the old man’s horse. My 
orderly raised his eorbino to return the fire, but the 
old man seiaod hold of the barrel, imploring.him not 
to do so, as in ease of any one being hurt the wlnde 
iniiiishment after our departure would l)o visited upon 
him fbr having doalmgs witli strangers. Ho also told 
them that they must go at onoo : tliat delay was of 
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no use, as, owing to the oxriyal of these men, ho 
dated not now snpfdy anything. So both the mon 
xetoxned to comp, my orderly in his retreat oonying 
off a bag of salt. 

The character of all those Tibetan nomads, who 
aipeor totally independent of either China or Lhasa, 
is much the some — suspidous, greedy, and avaricious. 
They are oztremoly difficult to deal with. Chi this 
occasion I puipoaoly did not go near them niysiOf, 
OB nearly nil Asiatics are suspicious of £an>][M)ans, 
and my men ahmo could easily inihh themselves off 
as merchants from leidaldi; but with the Tilietaii 
of those parts it makes little diffeionioc who you 
are; towards Ktrangem their condnnt is always the 
same, — ^robbery, if they dare. Nmu* our frontier it 
is easy to undm'stnud the Huspieiun aud fetw with 
which natives look on ISuropeanH, but in Coiitcal 
Tibet the suspusion seems to ront on humanity in 
general, every party of nonuuls licitig frightened of 
every other parly. Absence of tlie requisite xduok is 
the only tiling that prevents tliein from lieitig ex- 
cellont brignso^ 

Wo were now in a worse plight than ever. The 
two days lost meant two days’ provisiutis consumed. 
Nothing had lieen sluit; as for the salt^ liaviug Ixion 
some time without any, wo were vtny glad to got it, 
• but still a bag of flour would have Imsul of oonllido^ 
ably nunro value.

All hope of getting a guide having fliiled, we started 
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to txy aud find a way to Tongri Nor, whence it would 
bo easy to find a rood to Shiabden Gumba or Ttdung 
Oomba, at either of which places Bupjdius would bo 
procurable. According to information picked up by 
the two men whilo in the Cliangpos’ Camp, Tongri 
Nor wns ton days distant. Bat in ten days, ocemd- 
ing to the noinads’ way of travulliiig, on onormous 
stretch of ranutry can bo covered, and as wo did not 
know tlie way, tlie clianoes woi’o very much against 
our finding thn most direct road ; thus the ten days 
fin* UH prabuhly nuaint twenty. Tho day’s mamli to 
whoru wo fimnd n (lool of min-watur on some ohiyoy 
impcrmoablo soil was cosy enough; but tlm fistd 
difliculty was getting serious. All our efibrts to 
shoot soniutiiing only resulted in a bag of throe luircs 
considoi'ably smalloi* tium Bn^isli rab1>its, and that 
wns not much among cloven hungiy men. Tlie one 
IfinduHttuii in tho imrty liaving peisunchul a luirtain 
miinbur of inun tliat it is not lawful to oat tho flosh of 
an nninud huilnlnl'^ by a Christian, was a groat nuis- 
anuo, as wu ol'hui allot unuiuds whoii at sumo eoiiHider' 
able distanco from the civmvau, and by tlio time any 
of tho hluHsalnian drivers could arrive to isirform tho 
corenuiny, the animal had gonurolly boon dead some 
time, ilowovor, most of tho men wore willing, if 
nob oliHorvod, to cut tho tiiroat luiy time aftor tho 
animal’s death, and on roturuiiig to oamp.to swear 
it was alive wh<m tho ceremony was porformod. On

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one ocoasioii I diot an ontdopo, an<l reaching camp 
an hour cftcrwaidBk pointed out tho directum and sent 
a to AoZZoJ itk Some houm uftorwarda ho brought 
tho Miiwiftl into camp with its throat cut^ and anlomnly 
ayenrod that ho had Ibnnd it aliro. 

While onjoying a enp of tea albor a long imirch, 
Buddonly five hovo in flight about two mihw 

off. I waa rathd* tirod and iliBineliuod to uiovo, 
Imt moat had to Iw gut aomahow, ao taking my 
riflo, I atartud aftor them. Thoy woro on an oikiu 
plain, whoro a ** atalk” woh out of tho quoatitm, m 
when about a quartor of a milo fn>u> tliuin I lM>gan 
moving alKiut in an oliliquo dirucUon, gnulnally odgiiig 
in. When 1 got within alamt 250 yiinlH they tiKik 
alarm, (uid alowly moved off in Hinglii fllo. laying 
down, T Inul a Htuady Hhot^ liut tlivy all gallo|M!d oif 
ap|ian»itly nono tho wumu, when oiin of tlifin, having 
gono a oouplo of huiulnxl yanla, pitnhod on ita liotul 
and lay niotionlofia. I mahod up and Amnd a Ann fat 
moco, moat for all our party fbr throe dayn at lowitk 
probably for mora Tho bullet liod atmek Iwhiiid tho 
bhouldor, too fiur liodc for ttio heart. 1 havo iiover 
Hoon a wild animal with mo much fat ; tho Htomuith 
wea Himply coated with it. 

gathA'Uffnst, Ofmi>40; iti* wwft'/i, //J,/7/ /nfl, — 
A hmgirih maroh up on o|m}ii valloy, which MiiamMl to 
terminato in a rulgo Htrmght alioad of um. There wmh 
zu) water on tho itNul, and in tho afU'moon 1 iMNwimo 
anxiotw about it However, junt ae wo ruaohed tho 
ridgu, an opening in it diHclutMMl to view a valloy at 
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a lower levd than lihe one in which we had been 
traveling, and where there were some poola of water 
and a flock of aheep. Wo moved down to the nearest 
pool, and camped about hidf a mile from the block 
tents of some TinnimidH. Whether they wore Chukpas 
(brigands) or Dokpas (ordinary nomads) was a q^ucs- 
tion wo were rather doubtful about. Howovor, brigands 
or not, we wonted water, and had to ctirap nuai‘ tlium. 
1 wisliod to go ovor to their tents myudf and hoo if 
wo could got some supplies, but was persuaded not to 
by the caravan drivers, who said tluit if a Enropoau 
wits soon all hopes of uHsistauce would be at an end ; 
HO I roliuquishod the idea and allciwud two of the men 
to go ulono. Late in the evening they retumed, re- 
porting that the strangers, who were Dokpw, and did 
not wear pigtails like the Clmngims wo hod ittcvionsly 
met, had received them with levelled matchloitks. 
However, by assurance of friendly inteutious, their 
hostility was ovorcoino, and the two ntoii witro invited 
into a tout to drink tea. The PukiMts excused thoni- 
solvos for the apparently hostile reception on tlio ground 
that they lived in great dread of tlie Ohulqias, and 
hod fooiod tiiat wo wore a party of tlioso gentlemen, 
but now saw their mistake. After drinking tea my 
men broached the subject of HU]ipliuH, and were told 
wo should tocoivo whatever we wanted in the morning, 
but that it was now too dark to inspoot the slieoi). 
The question of a guide was then brought forwiirfl, 
but l^y would have none of it, saying tliat if they 
supplied a guide they would bo pTuiishod for bringing

strongois into tho country. They were tilso very 
diplomatic in their replies to fpiostions us to the direc- 
tion and distance of various iiloccs, givhig unHwers 
obviously intended to' deceive. As nothing further was 
to bo got out of them, tho two men returned to camp. 

Comij^ 41; 4 mMtm, lS^4f! — ^lliis place is 
culled Sira Nagmo. In tho morning with the ilixt 
streak of day Ktdlick aud Abdul Ruhimtii, the two 
men who liad gtmo tliu previous evening, started olf 
again for tho Dokpas’ comp. Arrived ilioro they found 
the party packing up prupiuratory to moving. After 
u lot of borguiniug, some imttei', some suLtoo (tsampa, 
parched Iwrloy, ground), and five sheep v>*eri> pro- 
cured, tlio Jattoi' at Uireo ru^Mics eacli, tmd th(« sutt(s) 
tuulliuttor in cxuhnnge for smno coral beiuls, l.hu conil 
beads being relatively valued more thuii the mpotM. 

Afttu* tho borgiiin was concludcsl, they (^xitn^ssed a 
belief that Uioro were Kuropuuns in the jsirty, and 
threw doubts on KnLIick’s assertion that we wort* a 
party of pilgrims from loulokh, truvolliiig to Teitgri 
Nor on a pilgrimage, and refused to delivor up tlio 
tvrtidius borgoined &r until satisficMl witli their own 
eyes tliut there were no Europoiuu in tho ^Nirty. Ko 
two of them stnrtod for our camp, liriuging the butter, 
tsampu, and sboop with them. KuUifik, Isting mouuiod, 
giilloped ahead and reached us 500 yards in front of 
tho DokiMui, HO we hud lots of time to (duingo our 
things ; and by the time tliey arrived Doetor Thoxold, 
in ragged native garments holding a pony, lookcxl as 
unlike a member of the medicsal profiassion as it is 
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poflcdble to look, wliilo I, ‘with boirowed pl'ames, 
played 'the port of a MubbuIului nicndiau't. On 
artiyal, the Dokpaa saluted by throsting out tlioir 
‘tongues, a mode of salu'tation 1 bod never seen before, 
but I promptly thrust out mine. Wo then had a long 
conversation, in which they r(^aod all my a'ttompts 
to bribe them into furnishing a guide, but before 
departing they handed over (dJ ‘the Bui)plitis, beiug 
fully satisfiiwl that there were no Europeans in the 
jnirty. However, wo mode up our mind tliat in 
&turo it would bn advisable always to wear native 
gaimonts, as wo might dianco on some of these 
HiuqiiciouB Tibetans at any momeut. Those T)olq)aB, 
unUko the Chang^Mis, ajipoar to bo more or loss sub- 
ject to Lhasa. They ^0 dilTer considerably in their 
diet, eating a certain amount of sultoo, whotoas tlie 
Ohangi>as practically live entirely on the ])roduco of 
tlioir herds and flocka 

Tlic lu^tiation took up the whole of the fore- 
noon, so wo wore unable to do a decent march, and 
camped at the first water mot witli. No sooner luul 
we got into comp tluui tlio weather, whicli hail iKicn 
fine in tlio morning, changed, and heavy rain come up 
from the west. 

EStfi, Avffusit, Omnp ; El rtUle^, 14t70(iftvi . — 
A long rise over a pass, and then a descent into a 
ravine where wo found a spring and camxieiL On the 
rood 1 saw what 1 took to bo a nomad’s tent, but, on 
getting neater, it was discovered to lie a stock of 
wool bound witii ropes. No one was to be seen about 
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Tbo country was terribly cut up by ravinea, far and 
away the worst we had encountered. Ifow we wore 
to find our way out of it socmed a jtnszlo. Witli 
unlimited time it would of course Ite cosy, )mt our 
larder was not well enough furnished to allow of 
delay. The suttoo we hiul obtainod from tlio Dokpis 
weighed 80 lbs., and altogether we hud 1 40 Ihs., not 
much amongst clovou men in a uiountuinons country 
without guides, and no certainty ns to when more 
would bo procurable. 

SOth AriffUKt, Cmtup 4H ; feef. — Tint 

country oacli side of Ute Ktreum was m cut up by 
nullahs that it was quite impraidicablo, so wo haii 
to stick to tho bed, Ihouglt tis it menndoml alKitit 
a groat dual, gcogmplucally wo iniule but little 
progress. At last wo emerged on a valley rumiing 
hortli and south, and lut a stream llowwl into it 
from the other side, we took iKlvnntago of the IkmI 
to maintain an easterly direction by following it up. 
It was a very short steeam, and after a couple of 
mileH or so wo omcigod on a plateau, whore wo 
thought our difiicultios with tho ravines worn over. 
However, wo had not gone far Iwfore we wero 
brought up by a proeiphse, at tho foot of which a 
large stream rising in tho snowy range to tho south 
was flowing. Wo had to march along the edge of 
the diff jGor some little distance before a place at 
which it was possible to descend was fbuiid. On 
desoonding wo found ourselves on tho Istnln of tim 
largest stream mot with siuco leaving the Indus. 
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It was about 8 feet deep, and with a voiy strong 
ouirent. All the animals got safely over, though 
one was yeiy nearly drowned, having been knocked 
down by the current. The place wo crossed at was 
eminently adapted for the purpose, the stream being 
split up into throe or four branches ; the greater part 
of it must bo quite unfordablo for ponies and mules, 
and earlier in the season I suppose it is absolutely 
impossible to got over anywhere. 

After a general wringing of garments wo marched 
up the bed of a tributaiy for a few miles, and camped 
nbouli two miles foum some nomads’ tents. 1 at once 
stmt some men over to obtain supplies ; tlioy returned 
(diorldy after dark, having been very successful, and 
bringing with them 80 lbs. of suttoo, 20 lbs. of wheat 
flour, and some butter, a groat haul, and one which 
enabled tlie half>mtion system to be sutMseeded by 
full rations. Thu Dokpas, tunongst whum was a 
Idiosa ofliciul oelluoting tribute, hud been most 
particular in their inquiries as to whctJier thiere 
were any ISuglish in the iHirty, as they hud htiord 
a rumour that them was to bo a war with the 
English. Of course tliey were told thtaru were none, 
upon which they asked if we hod a paHfqM)rt>, and 
wanted to know if it yas countersigned by the ftajoh 
of fiodtikh. One of my men, a gentleman who was 
always well to the fore when any lying hod to bo 
(bno, assured them everything was m As the 
Eajali of Ladakh was deposed mom tliau flilly yeans 
ago, it appeals that nows travels slowly in these porta. 
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lu the cooise of convorsation aovoxal googtaphical 
£ictB were elicited; Lhasa was twelve days distant, 
and on the rood there was a place colled Dhumra, 
at which on official of high rank was quartered. 
All the way inhahitonts would be mot^ but if they 
suspeeted the presence of Englislimen there would 
be tronblo. So there was nothing to do, mudi os 
wo disliked it^ but stick to our disguisra until some 
responsible person was met with. Tlie river wo had 
just ci'OHHod flowed into Ijttkc Chuksi Oho, which was 
a day’s uuircdt distant, and so largo tliat it took seven 
days to ride round it

lu the early morning, os l)r. 'nLorold luid myself were 
at breakfiiMt, a Dokpa suddcmly appeiiml, (whhtntly 
having come to spy. We dived into our tmit^ and he 
was taktui to the (sinivan driver's tent, where he was 
legaloil with tea.. During the time he was there he 
asked a lot of inconvenient questions. As soon os 
the unbidden guest luid departed, wo loaded up ntul 
started, (trussing a pass and them doseouding into the 
bod of a stream which we followed u}>; while wo 
wore going along it, tliroo Tilsstaiw appeared following 
ns. 1 stopjied and askitd them wliat they wanted, tuid 
was told that they only wiuited to know if wo would 
buy Homo suttoo, so I allowiMl Uusm to come on their 
promising to deal for it ns soon us wo cnni|)od. l*to> 
Bontly, they were augmented by othexs who oomo 
dropping in by twos and throes untii thoy ou|> 
numborod the mon in the eaiavau; amongst them 
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veie four vomen. Happening to turn round, I saw 
that the women were being sent off, so thiukiiig this 
a BuspidouB sign I halted and told the Tibetans that 
we wore travelling under a passport, could not lie 
interfered with, and would not allow them to oomo 
any further. After a deal of palavoring they wore 
induced to halt^ and oveatually they turned back. 

Amongst other information they told mo that 
the Lhasa official hod gone to call the Zhuug or 
headman of tho district, and that ho would catch um 
up in a few days. 

From our cump a road, ^mssing between two lakes 
and then ovor a pass in a soathorly dironliou, led, 
according to thorn, to Lhitsa» but next day wo dis- 
covetod that they had said so only to miHlead ns ; it 
really led to Tashi Lunpo.

Early in tliu inniiiiug a i)(>or moudicaiit Ijuma raimo 
over to our tontH bo ask for (thm'ity anil aloo i>rolMilily 
to H]iy. Ho fuiiil thiii we luul lioou wrongly itirornitid 
UH to thii roiulH, Uio Olio i'i> tlio Hoiitli liioiliiig to TaHhi 
Lunpu, anil to ruaoli MiuKa it was tifx'UHtuiry to go 
through a iloprosMion in the IuIIh to tho uiuit. Ak thia 
woH motu in oei'onlanoo with my own olMwrvatioiiH I 
camo to tho uoiioluHiou that ho woh tolling tho truth, 
and HO wo Htartoil off in that dicootioii, H’ho valley 
wuM Htuddod with blank tontu, aurl honlK of Hlioop and 
tamo yak wore gracing in ovevy direetion. Uoa and 
kiang wore also to Im bccii, but the former wore very 
wild, tho latter wore in trooiw luid dot'idodly iii<(uuii- 
tiva On roaohiug tho hoiul of tho valloy we fidlowod 
tho bod of a rivulet fed by ffpringH which took um 
on to Homo high platoau-liko ground, whoro wo mot 
onco more our old iriondH, tho Tilieteu antelope ; wo 
had not Rcon any for Home days, and it ia evident 
that they very rarely doBoend lielow 1S,000 iSmt, 
and are dooidedly soaroo below 16,000 or 17,000 
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feet In the night heavy rain fell, coming from the 
west 

1st 8eptm\her, Camp 46; 17 miles, 16,646 fret. 
— On leaving comp we went through a narrow defile 
that opened out on a wide valley in which woe an 
enormoua lake. As we were api)roaching it, three 
mounted men caught ue up, one of whom appeared 
to bo a sort of headman. Ho wonted to know all 
about UH, and was not at all eatiafiod on being diowii 
the ChinoHe ponaport, oa ho said that the year lioforo 
two HuBBians (1)y whom I presume ho meant the two 
French traveUers, Bonvaldt and Friiiee Ileiu'i of 
Orleans) hod come into the country, also provided 
with a Ohinuso passport ; tliat immediately oflorwards 
iufbrmation hod come from China that a pasf^iott had 
inadvertently boon issued, but that no notice was to 
be taken of it and all Euru])oans wtvo to be rigidly 
excluded. lie then wanted us to halt wliile he (soiu- 
municatod with some of liis superiors. I'his 1 refused 
to do, and at the same time told him that our only 
reason for taking the Lhasa rotul was tlie lusuimity 
for obtaining firovisionH, our real iutoutioii being to 
go to China, and if ho would supply our wtuils, wo 
would continue travelling east and would pom to Um 
north of Iduisu. However, ho would not agree to 
this, and said he hod hoard from fdiasa that on 
English invasion of Tibet by tho Chang was ox- 
jMictod, and ho snspoetod our party of licing tho 
advaneo guard. 

Near our camp there wore throe upright stones 
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resembling those (m SaHsbiiiy ELoin, and dose to 
them were the foundations of several rectangular 
stone bouses. I was surprised at seeing them, as 
the highest flights in the architeetural line that wo 
had hitherto soon wore some old dioop-peus. In 
the evening more Tibetans arrived, and having 
pitched thoir camp a little distance off, came over 
to tiy and indu(M> us to halt, but being niisucoossful 
in thoir ondoavours, doj)aiituil. 

ftml SepfmilMtr, Camip 47 ; iH lfi^77ii fiet. 
— Soon aftor leaving the lost (»mp we found nniticlves 
on tlio iHinks of a largo stream flowing into the hike. 
Although it was cut up into many bnuiehc's, it took 
us some timu to find a ford, and then wo only got 
over with diflienlty, all our bedding and iHiggagn 
getting wot Another streain farther on, tluragli it 
did not hold nearly as mudi water, was almost im 
difficult to oroHM, owing to the stony nature of the 
bottom and the fonst of the eurnmt AfUtr crossing 
it, we turned up a valley on the soutli and camiKsl. 
While wo wore pitching tents a numls’r of men, all 
armed with sword and matchhwtk, came up, and going 
a little ahead of us, (iomped. They were followed 
by some more who camped on the other side, thus 
hemming us in completely. I sent two men to 
ask what they wanted, aiul received on answer tliat 
this was thoir country, and th(^ wore moving about 
in it — an answer to whi(di it was impossible to take 
exception. 

Oamyp 4S; IS milett, 10^149 a night 
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of very heavy rain we continued our way up the 
valley. Paasing the nomads’ comp m route, they all 
rushed out with a great stiddng-out of ononnous 
tongues. I asked the one who seemed chief of them, 
a little wizened old “Black Dwarf” with a limp, if 
he would sell provisions, and after a lot of bar- 
gaining obtained a maund of suttoo (82 lbs.) fur the 
ridiculously exorbitant price of fifteen rupees. On 
leaving them the headman promised to catch us up 
soon, bringing with him a large stodc of provisions. 
Ho was as good as his word about catching us up, 
but ho brought no provisions, and his escort had 
mystorionsly doubled in size. Next morning, as 
we ttrere preparing to start, a delegate fimn the 
Dokpos’ tent turned up, recommending that as our 
tents must be wet we sliould halt till they dried ; 
as they had not been dry for five weeks, tlioir being 
wet was not a oonsidoration likely to infiuenee our 
movements much, and 1 told him so. 

Ho departed, and in his place tlie Blaek Dwarf 
appeared, petitioning that we would halt for a couple 
(tf hours or so in order to give a Zhung, or oflieial, 
who was hourly cxpoctod, a chance of catching us u|t. 
As it was footing hard, and in any cose loading up 
would take nearly an hour, 1 consontod. Bufore an hour 
hod elapsed the groat man turned up, occorntNuiicd 
by a lessor light. He wont to the Dok^sis’ tout, and 
sent four men to ask us who wo were and what we 
wanted in tlto country ; to this 1 answered that if he 
wanted to know, he had 1)ett(»r come over himself, os 
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I not going to bo interrogated by menial Borvants. 
On receiving my message the great man, accompanied 
by the lesser light and a dozen of nn\roBhe<l hangers- 
on, came over to our camp. I took them into my 
tent and seated them on yakdons, after which they 
rather abruptly opened the conversation by asking 
“Who are you and wliat do you want hero?” Jn 
reply, I said, “ We ore English, wo have come hrom 
Ladakh, are going to China, and hero is our passport ; 
we don’t wont to go to Lhasa, and have only come 
south to obtain provisions : give us provisions and a 
guide, and we will oontinuo our journey east.” 

They answered us tliat if wo attempted to piutssod, 
they would 1x3 obliged to op)M)so us ; as, if they did 
not do so, they would certainly lose their heoids. If 
wo fought and killed tliem, it was just oh gicxsl as 
being executed in fdiasa. They were absolutely 
immovable in this resolve, and £ have not die slight- 
est doubt would have attempted to stop our |nrogr(»HK 
' by force had wo resolved to go on at all hazards. Bo 
I judged it bettor to come to some understanding 
with them, and after arguing over every trifling point, 
and much circumlocution, the following treaty was 
drawn up: 

(l) We were to bo taken to a place three 
marehes off in (dthor nit easterly or soiitlusrly 
direction, where water and grass were plen- 
tiful 

. (2) Arrived thcro^ wo would halt fifteen diiiys, 
in order to allow matters to be settled in 
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Lbnaa, and allow any officials who mig^t be 
sent to see ua 

(8) Doling ooi holt we were to receive daily 
1 sheep, 12 Iba flour, 12 lbs. tsampa, and 
1 lb. butter, to bo supplied at a rate which 
they said was under nuurket rates. 

( 4 ) The safety of ourselves and our property 
was guaranteed, and the value of anything 
stolen was to bo paid to us. 

After the treaty wuh dinwn up, before tliey loft, 1 
gave them eouli a small pi'osunt, and hinted at tliu 
possibility of other and mom valuable ones being 
foi-thcoming in the event of matters being Hatis< 
facitorily arrango<L 

They were both men of a vtoy superior typo to 
dio wandering Dokpos ; intellectually and physically 
tiioy were flno men, and about botli 
there was an air of j)rouuunco(l 


individuality. As mgimls their 
dross, they wore the siuuo kind of dingy rod woollen 
garments ordinarily worn liy Lamas; across tlie 
shoulder they hiul bolts, on which were strung minia- 
ture shrines, about T inches by 4, eontainiiig prayers, 
etc. Their hair wtw in pigtails, much omiunoutod 
with tunj^uoises, etc., and brushed well back from the 
hoorl, quite a dilToront stylo from the ordinary Tibetan 
fluhitm, whore the pigtail is only an adjunct to a 
shock-like moss of hair, innocent of brush, comb, 
soup, or water. Tlioy made light of Ohinoae inflnei^ ce 
in Tibet, utterly ridiculing the idea of Ohinese 
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supremacy and saying the only rolor in Tibet was 
the Deva Zhung (Central Gkivernment of Lliasti, — ^tho 
term is also sometimes applied to the Toloi Lama), 
In the evening very heavy rain £b 11, ond as no dry 
aigols were to be found, we had groat difficulty about 
cooking anything, and wore reduced to burning the 
ridge polo of a tent. 

Gi3\, Se-iitenAm't Qump 40 ; 33 viihit, 10^6.13 fed - — 
Our fiicudH, the Tibetan diguiturius, were not ready 
to start with ns, ovidently indulging in tliat luxury 
known in India as a ** Eumjio morning,” but a small 
boy was sent to show us tlio way towards the plaei* 
whore wo hod agreed iu liult. Marching in the same 
direction as ouzboIvoh was an ononnous earn van, e-onsist- 
ing of about 400 yaks, 50 horses, and scvonil thousand 
slioop. In reply to our ini|uirl(!K we w'tmt told that 
they were a party of mconliants, Chincsit stibjeitts, that 
their home was one and a half months disttuii., and 
that having brought goods into the country they had 
exchanged them for live-stock whitih they wore now 
taking bade. However, some of the Tibetan offiduls* 
followers who hod caught us u]), told a different story, 
saying that they wore Ohuk^ws (brigands), and that 
all the animals were the produce of industiy in otlior 
paths than those of commerce, and the fartiier apart 
we camped the bettor. So, noting on this advioft, after 
the wolves in sheep’s dothing halted, wo oontinuod our 
march for onother 8 miles and comped on the banks 
of a stream flowing into a largo I^e. Numbers of 
nomads’ block touts were to be seen in every direction. 

0 
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(iih Septenilxsr, Ccunp 50 ; SO nvUen, 15^483 feet. 
— A. few miles after leaving camp 49 wo crossed a 
naixow neck of land between two lakes, the northern 
one of immense size, while the southern one was of 
extremely irregular shape, having branches running 
up valloys in evoiy direction, and islands, some of 
them fairly large, scattered about its surface. It was 
of singular beauty, to the south a high cono-shaped 
peal^ capped with snow, throw its sliadow across; 
but what made the great difforonce between it and 
other Tibetan lakes was tlie froslmoss of tlio water. 
OntSH grows right down to IJ 10 odgo, and the invari- 
able tuljuucts of fresh water, gulls and terns, wheeling 
n1)out and uttering cries, gave a fooling of life and 
animation contrasting strongly with tho doath-liko 
solitude hanging over tho salt lakes. It is almost 
impossible to got tlio correct names of places or lakes 
ill Tiliot, os every Tibetan lies on ovoiy occasion on 
whiel) ho does not see a good valid reason for telling 
tlio truth. Somotimes I have askod half a dozen men 
Hojiaratoly tho mono of a lake and received liolf a 
dozen different answers. The names I have put on 
my map are those in lavour of which slightly more 
evidence was forthcoming than for othen, Irat still 
some of them, including those of those lakes, may 
turn out to bo erroneous when furtdier explorations 
have made us better acquainted with tlio country. 

Wo received a sheep on getting into camp as a first 
instolmimt of tho treaty provisions, which looked os if 
our Tibetan fiionds Judged it politic to carry out their 
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part of the treaty. And the encort having iucreoacd 
to at least eighty men, it looked as if they were going 
to insist on our carrying out our part. 

Camp 51, GagaUnclim : S8 nvUcit, 15,550 feet . — 
After leaving our last camp wo crossed a narrow neck 
of land, about the sizo of and somewhat resend ding a 
railway embankment, with a lake on coeh side. A 
Tibetan, in the course of convomutiun with one of thu 
caravan diivots, stated that tlio large lake on thu 
north, of which wo wore continually getting j^imjisos 
and occasionally extended views, was called Tungri 
Nor by Mongols and Tengri Oho 1)y Tibctaits ; but 1 
fear ho lied. However, wbatovor the right name 
might bo, there was no doubt of its being a noblo 
shoot of water, stretdiing out oast luad west to im 
enormous distance; it scomod more worthy to bo 
called an inland soa Uiaii a lake. But, like all Uiu 
Tibetan lakes, it allowed signs of once having boon 
larger than it is now; indeed some of tlio lakes 
appear to have dwindled to about half their original 
size. Between it and our camji wore some large 
lagoons of fresh water fbd by streams ooming down 
from the hills. 

The escort soomod to grour in sbso every hour. 
Parties pouring out from all the side volleys M in 
and came on with us. Tliough possibly thoy wore 
not all intended to form a gunnl of honour, 1 thought 
it best to regard them as such, and hnggod m 3 rsolf 
with the idea that we wore being trea^ as dis- 
tinguished guests. Thoy were a quaint-looking lot. 
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TTith long xifles terminatmg in a prong-like rest, to one 
am of wMgIl was attached a red flag, slung oyer their 
shoulders. Straight swords in scabbards encrusted 
with silver and studded with turquoises, stuck cross- 
ways in the firont of their bdts, prayer-wheels in hand, 
dirty sheepskin raiment, hats that must have been 
introduced by a designer of gamcnts for a burlesque, 
shock heads, pigtails, short stirrups, and miniature 
steeds, all mode up a picture that I longed to 
photograph, but judged it wise nut to for fear of 
exciting tlicir suspicions. 

In aceordanec witli the treaty, muct day wo halted, 
and I spent the forenoon inspecting the Isiggnge. 
animals. When the padk-saddlos were removed, they 
presented a ghastly qiectodo, nothing hut skin, 
bones, and sores; the latter I attributed to u con- 
siderable extent to iusuificiont nutriment. 

If any douljts hod over oxisttal in my mind as to 
the su|)eriority of mules over ponies, they went quite 
removed, as, though they wore had enough, the ponies 
were mudi worse. Although lioltiiig seomed very 
disi^oablo, yet wo should have boon obliged to do 
BO whether the Tibetans had insisted on it or not. 
But it was just as wdl to impress ui)on tluun that wo 
only halted owing to the kindly feeling tliat sprang 
up in our bosoms on seeing men of snob distinguished 
and bonovolont miea. 

£^tom our camp a rood ran southward to Lhasa 
whore pe<^ wore continually passing haokwntds and 
forwards ; one party said they wore going to moot the 
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digoitucy of Mgh rank vrlio woh expoctoil out to inter- 
view UB. Ab my poBBpoxt was iur ClunoHo Turkistan 
and mountaiuB to Hontb iiurl wost^ [ anticipated 
iliftt when read we would bo allowed to go to Chinese 
Turkiaton and nowhere else. The Tibotaun Hont over 
more supplies, consisting of a coke of brick too^ two 
pounds of butter and two Hacks of dry tirgolH, but 
no flour or suttoo, those things not having arrived. 
However, tliey come next day, tind we wore given in 
addition a cake of a sort of Tibotuu cheeKO, which 
might have boon wholcHome, but certainly was not 
good. A plouipoientiary tliat I scut ovor to the 
Zhuiig's cami» to fetch fuel, roi>ortcd on reiuniing 
that the old man luwl Idnted that when ptomissiou 
come from lihoHa to proceed, he ex|HK;ted a trilling 
douceur in return for his trouble in ]>rovidiug a 
guide. So, rejoicing to find Uiat ho was dviliHcd 
enough to understuml die nature of a douiMtur, I 
sent a message that he need not fear on tliat Hcoro ; 
indeed as my knowledge of Tibettuis iuoroased, my 
delicacy about suj^ting gratuities deereosod hi 
arithmetical proportion. 

In order to try and find out tlio real name of tlie 
liig lake, I instructed a coravim driver to get into 
convorsation with the passors-by on the road and find 
out from them. The whole of Tibet could not have 
boon instmetod to ^vo false answers, so, luimng the 
natural tendency of the people, tlioro was notliing to 
prevent the real name being got at ; but that natural 
tendonoy stniok me as a pretty difiieult obstaele,

when he returned having interviewed aovoral parties 
and got different names from eacL 

The Zhung paid us a state visit in the evening 
and was very pressing in his inquiries as to where 
wo had first met inhabitants. Evidently the arrival 
of Europeans had not been as quickly reported as it 
should have been, and ho wanted to punish the 
dclinqnontH ; but as wo hod been dressed in Ladakh 
luuneuj; and the people always prefer to look at 
strangers from afiu off, oui' not being noticed as 
Europeans was liardly to bo wondered at. 

Next day when we were storting off to pay a 
rettu'n visit to oui* friends, a messenger came over 
from their comp, asking- us to postpone it, as they 
wore very busy owing to important news having 
arrived. Wo wore naturally curious as to wliat had 
happened, and the messenger showed no unwillingness 
to bo eommimicative. It appeared that the Chukpas, 
whom we hud passed on tlie rood, not content with 
the enormous numbers of animals they hod collected, 
had mode another raid, and after kilUng sovond men 
had driven off 200 yaks, SO horses and an enormous 
number of sheep. Such a state of o&ira dose to 
Lhasa was unheard off and occasioned great exciter* 
moat Meanwhile the Zhung was busy organiring 
parties in order to endeavour to recover tlxo stolen 
property. 1 suggested that os the Chukpas’ herds 
were close by, the best plan would bo to seise them, 
but it appeared that they had been lifted in Kangri, 
a country away to the east ; and as the Dova Zhung 
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received a tax ou each head drivuu through the 
Lhasa country, they were regarded as invioluhle. 
As the Chokpas on their part undertook not tu raid 
in the country near Lhasa and had broken their 
bond, I should have thought the Lhasa poo]>]o would 
have been justified in breaking llioii's also, but the 
Zhung looked at it difieroutly ; his idea was tliat the 
fact of the Chukpas having (M>nimiltu<l a Iwoish of 
good manners was no reason for his also doing so, 
but at the same time ho would not hesiititu to 
ezecuto them if he got a chance. 

A Lama come to visit us, and wiis very strong 
in Infoiiuution logardiug the names of places and 
other geographical facts, but tho names and the 
&ctB diircrod voiy considerably from those given by 
other people. On tho whole I was incliittHl to tliink 
him fairly truthfuL ilo called tho big lake in r»»nt 
Goring (Jho, tho district w(» were in Naksung Sittok, 
and to tho oast lay Doha, Niunni hiero, and NakeJiu. 
in tho latter Shiabden Gomba is sitaated, and from 
there two roods run towards (Ihina, one on tho north 
to Siuing, or as he called it, Gyu Zilling, and a more 
southerly one of which lut knew nothing, (finikisis 
abounded on tho Sinuig rood, and the gonctrtd custom 
was for travollots to wmt at BliialMlon Gomlsi until 
several hundreds could bo eolloetod and thon cscoss the 
dangerous none together for mutiud protootion. From 
Namru a road runs to Lhasa, by which it would lie 
possible to go straight into tiie sacred city without 
mooting a soul ; but fiir us tho Zhung and his small 
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army pxit tluit out of tho range of practical politics. 
Out oriiyal hod created tremendous excitement. 
Ifii'St of nil vumom'S spread that on English army 
wras coming, next that it was only a party of Chinese 
travdloi'S, and lastly tho true one, that wo wore 
Euglisli, and our objects peaceful. 

Those leHser lights of tlie BuddJiist ehurtili souiu 
much loss bigoted in their liatrod of foroigiiurs than 
either the nomads or higher digiiitarieK ; the one we 
met hoforo must cortuiuly put ns on the right road 
when we wore abont to take tlio wrong, and this one 
struck mo as being decidedly friendly. 

Next day wo paid tho dchirrod visit to the Zhimg 
and ICushok' liauiik Ttiongh tiutir ciunp was only a 
ijuarter of a mile distant, it would have been uiidigui- 
(io<l to walk, and os riding a mule is as good us a 
diploinn of rank, the two most rosi>cotable-l(M>king 
onus were sadtlJed, tuul we rode over to whci'o tho 
Zhung’s tent was pitoliud, amidst a dosuu or so of the 
ordinary bliuikisli nomu«ls’ XM^ttiuni. The wdtlummit, 
if sui'Ji a Utrm «aui be a])pluul to uouuuls, all tunied 
out 1.0 gone at us; and os wo (lisniojinti'd tlio Zhuiig 
appeared and nshoiwl us into a tent, of which oiie- 
iiair, iniulu of rough sacking and oiwn at tlio roof, 
was ovidontly iiitondod to sorvo us kitchen and 
sorviuits’ (juiurtors, whilo tho other half, nuule of 
thin onli(X), luid witli carpets and cushions alsait, was 
ovidontly tho drawing-room. As soon as wo were 
sealed a lalsatred (Minversation was started. Talking 

I KiiMliok. Thu word Ih tiHiuilly npplicMl tf» an liiconiutloti. 
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through on iutorproter is not particului-ly lively at 
any time, but in this cose it was tonilily hard work, 
OS the Zhung, being afraid of committing liimself, 
gave most laconic answers. I was particularly 
anxious to find out something about the Chalq)a8 
and their raids, but the only thing I found out was 
that when pursued by the oiiliniiry country-people 
they would often turn round imd fight, but if pur< 
sued by soldiers fi'om Lliasti they never fought. 
When taken, if euuvictcd of having been concerned 
in a raid in wliicli blood had been slied, they wetro 
executed ; otlierwise they wore jiunishcKl by ilogging 
and imprisonment 

Soon after wo had n>turiied to our own camp, the 
liiuna who hod previously given information arrived, 
bringing one of higher rank with him. On entering 
my tent, according to Tibetan enstom ho lausonted 
mo witli. a khatog, or scarf of gmeting, a lung white 
atrangemont, genorully of an extremely flimsy nature, 
though 1 have socii thorn made of beautiful (dlk. Their 
use is very gtmoral tl^pughout Tibet, being invari- 
ably presented when making a call. Ife also i>re- 
sonted some gur (molasses), cheoset, and butter. After 
being seated, in the course rjf (wuvorsation ho <ton- 
firmod generally all the information given by the otlior 
Lama, and said that if wo went by the Sining rood we 
should probably got there before tlio heavy snowfiill 
came, as it did not usually come bofi>ro Januaty. He 
suggested the Gya Txun* os an oltonmrivo route. It 

1 Gja Tjain. Tjun li tint TIlKitau Atv vuwl, mmI C|y» mawui OhIxiuiiaL 
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laa from near Shiabden Gk)mba vid Bathang and 
Lilihang to Torsedo/ and was easy going all the way, 
with no danger to be apprehended from ChTikpoa, 
who seem ever present in Tibetan minds. A thiiHi 
road ran from Shiabden Gomba to Gya Eudo or 
Gyaknndo, but it was so difficult os to be almost 
impructicablo. 

dose to OUT camp was a stream rising in some 
springR, and containing iiumbors of small fish, but 
the difficulty was how to catch them. Dr. Tliorold 
was seedy, and wantcxl suniuthiug in the way 
of luxuries, and hero was a stream stiff' with fish, 
and a])pareutly no means of catching them. At last 
the difficulty was solved. In Dr. Thorold’s tent 
were two 2>ockots made of netting; these, augmented 
witli sacking, wore strotcliod between two alpen- 
stocks, and wore hold by men in a narrow place, 
BO as to let the water run over and through, not 
under. JMud was tiu'own into tlie water to discolour 
it, and two men di’ove the fish with sticks imd stones 
down to the narrow place whore the net was. Then, 
at a given signal, and with a forward and upward 
motion, it was thrown on to the bank, and a dosen 
fish was considorod a poor catch. For the rest of the 
halt wo had fish at ovoiy meal, and we dpod some 
as well for the nuuroh. 

dose to the camp burhel {Ovix na/mru) wore 

Tlu oxinuwdon (}ya Liun ntislit be lund Ibv any nod going to UUaa, 
but tbbi wee ovldently ilio ohiof (Jlilna mad. 

■ Tanoibs oalloil vuiuiuly DaiehimdiH Tunwlo and Ta (Ann Ln. 
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pleutifill, and sbikaring them helped to enliyen the 
otherwise tedious halt. Gh)a were also to be seen, 
but the 7 were on more open ground, and it was diiS- 
cult to get a shot at them. Every day some pro- 
visions came over from the Tibetan camp. As 
regards butter, they scorned iudinod to give us ss 
much as wo cared to take, but it was very dirty, 
and generally rancid, and boing wra 2 >]>cd up in skins 
and sheep stomachs, hanlly presented an apjietisiug 
appearance. 

On September 20th tlio man who bad been sent 
into Lhasa come book, Inriiiging simuu tolMuscn, rtsl 
pqpi)cr, etc. The (suavan drivctis, who had not 1>oen 
able to enjoy the luxury of a smoke for some time, 
rejoiced exceedingly on receiving a ration (sutb of the 
fragrant herb. A letter was also brought from a 
xdativo of one of tlio caravan drivom» a small trader 
in Lhasa, in whhdi wo wore stnuigly lulviscsl to gnt 
out of the country by tlio rood wo had come os quickly 
os possiblo, or the eonsoquenoos miglit bo sorinus. 1 
did not attach much importance to the letter, os I 
oonjoetuiod it hod been written at the instigation of 
the Lhasa antlioritios, in order to intimidate us, and 
only showed wliat card they wore going to play 
— ^blustor, and orders to return the way wo had cornu. 

After dark a man cuino to my tent offering to sell 
some fine flour. 1 g^lly bought it, and aftwwardH 
disoovered that ho was tlie Ehuug's cook, and it was 
quite possiblo lie had stolon it from his master. 
However, I did not fsol myself called upon to 
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dencmnee him. Ajiolihec man in the nomads’ comp 
had a little lioe, and was willing to sell but the 
price he asked was lidionlous, 4 annas a pound. 
Much as I would hayo liked to, I did not toko it, as, 
had I done so, news would have spread that the 
fbroignon woro made of money, and a spedol toiiff 
for their benefit would have boon instituted. 

During all the time we had boon halting, proiNini- 
tions for the groat men who woro ezpooted from 
Lhasa had boon gcdiig on steadily. Qupots and 
articles to ombollish touts arriving from ShiUlut, a 
plaeo in a wost-sonth-wost direction, and ptovisioiiB 
from Lhasa; and on Soj^^tember 24tb tlio first of 
thorn amvod gorgeous in yellow silk robe and scurlot 
umbrella. On arrival ho promptly sout a mossage 
asking me to halt throo more days, os ho luid no 
power to Hottlo mattore himself, but a ordleoguo was 
already on tlio rood, and might bo oxpoctoil any day. 
To this I repliod that I should bo dolightod to halt 
throo mote days — an answmr tluit was the only one 1 
could give considering tlio state of tho animals, and 
T hoped ho would como over and (bink a cup of too.

On September 27tli, Uie Kueluik of NuIchuuk, the 
ozpcotod ooUoiiguo, tunuMl up, and Hont n man tu cull 
mo over to liiH tent. I ropliud tltat if ho wautoil to 
BOO mu ho hiul lM‘ttor (»nno to my tout ; lui I hud wiuUkI 
tweuty-ono dtiyu for him, it wiw liut kmut liu could 
do. llo came (tvur ah 1 know he would, the nuiwui^ 
having boon nimply an ailompt to huo if I (»iulii Im; 
hulliml. Liko all high clignituricM, ho rrtdo a inulo, 
and hold a bright nul umhndla over hw IichuI; the 
hitter much puaxlod my onlorly, who ooiihl uot inako 
out whether it wuh to keep oiT tho nun or the rain, 
thero hoing no eiguH of (dthor at tho time. Tlu) other 
Lhasa swell and our two old ftnoudH uIho came with 
him. My tent was preiiarod for their reception by 
neatly-arrayed yakdons covered witli Hcarlut blankota 
to Borvo OH mats. Ah soon os all woru senUMl, buHi- 
nesB wuH inomptly opened by tho (juuHtion, “ Who 
are you, and wliero do you oomo firom ? I ro|died, 
that wo were Bngliah toivollem; wo had intomled 
to poHB moio to north, but having run short of 
piovisiouH, had Htuorud towards tho south, (tou6dcmt 
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tliat^ Giving tx) tho friendship existing between the 
British and Lhasa GovcinmentBj we should reodvo 
every assistance. They answered that Tibet was 
forbidden ground to all strangers; that the only 
thing they would permit us to do was to rotunx at 
once the way we had come ; and as for tho friendship 
existing botweon the two governments, that wos no 
reason why the people of both nations shonhl not 
stick to their own countries. I tlion told thorn tliat 
it was of no use to continue talking if they wore 
going to introduce tho subject of returning tho way 
wo hod oomo. 

Tho Ghinoae passport they did not oven want to 
SCO, as tlu^ said information had been received from 
Pekin that two passports had been issued, one to 
Engliidimon and the other to Bussians, but having 
boon issued by mistake, they were not to bo regarded 
08 in any way valid ; and oven had no such informa- 
tion 1 )oon loooivod, it did not moke any difforonco, as 
Tibet was in no way nnilor Oliina, and tlio XSmporor 
had not tho power to grant a passport for tho Dova 
Zhnuf^s torritory. No dologato having come from 
tho Ambau, or Ghinose reprosontativo, it looked as if 
he ooukL have very littlo to say as to whether wo worn 
to bo allowod to ptoeoed or not 

Tho palaver lasted nearly all day, and as uoither 
party would give in, wo port^ without having come 
to any sottlomont 

Next day th(^ come bock again, and once mote 
attempted to induco us to return tho way wo had 
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come, but finding tbat woe no use, tliuy auggeHtod 
that -wo should lotam by IVwhi Lunpo to Uwlok, 
and when 1 lefusod to do so, offered to aupply trans- 
port and food for the whole party froo right up t(» 
the British finntier; but I told them that if not 
allowed to go on, I should go straight on to Lliiutn 
and disousB the question there. They wore mueli 
startled at the idea of ow going to the Hiwirud (lity, 
and threatened to oppose us with aimed force, saying 
that they hod several thousand men ntady to ulwy 
their orders. In nqily to this 1 talked lug about tlin 
merits of broedi-hsuling rifles. It was only a game 
of brag; neither party meant fighthig, and once more 
they departed leaving tilings in nhUu tfiM, 'Hie liest- 
gome to play with tliom was " nuisturly iuaetivily 
BOUBonod witli Imig, but winter was coming on, and 
vie were ilepcndont on them for provisions, which 
terribly handioapjiud us. Ikifore leaving tlioy invited 
us to dinner tlio following day, an iiivitutiou which 
vro aoeoptod with muoh ideasuru. 

Next day, on arriving at their eamj[ib vro were 
ushered in, and being seated on raised ooipots, tea vras 
produood; they drank it in Titieton fashion, mixed 
with salt and Imttor, but having found out from our 
servants the Ifuropean fiwhion, they gave us some 
plaiiL After a oonsidorablo mmsumption of tea, 
bowls mutton, boiled with rioo and onions, wore 
brought in ; it vros really oxoollent, but eatiiig rioe 
with ohiopstioks is on art that requires praetice. The 
lower end of the tent wos foil of the donUwM of the 
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neighboTuing ones, who walked in. and out as if lihey 
weiEB memboiB of lihe great man’a family. The whole 
Bceno had a very patriarchal air about it. Before

(lining and after the ropoal^ the uonTotBatiiou turned 
upon the road wo were to toko, they maintaining that 
if ilioy nlbwod uh to advonoo they would lie oxeeutod 
on rotuming to Lhuaa, while £ atuok to my former 
Htatomont that I would not go book a yard. Bofuro 
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leaTinif, I invited them to dine noact day with oh, and 
wo made onr exit amidut much liowiug ; they wore 
pleasant intelligont men, but ozooedingly olwtiiiiito. 
When I pulled the Ohineae paHsport ont of my podcct, 
and asked them what wiw the moaning of tlio Anilmn’R 
piesonco at Lhosa^ if the paw^rt wiw not tu bo read 
or to come into the discuMsioii, th(^ replied that the 
Ambon was ollowed to live at Lhasa as a visible sign 
of the friendship existing between the two countries, 
bat Tibet was in no way under Oltina ; at tlm Hamo 
time they prodnood a letter tliat had been sent after 
them from .Lhasa, in whieh they were iustruefaMi to 
take no iiotioo of any Chinese iMusport, but send us 
back tlio way wo had eoiup. 

Wlion they came over the folb>wiiig day to dine 
with us, they wore regaled with ton, curry, etv. After 
they had eaten their fill, without macdi cmsnmloeutiim 
I ofiforod them a romunemtion fbr any trouble they' 
might be put to or for ueoessarios supplied, but tluiy 
said they dared not allow us to go cm without on order 
from Lhasa; Imt if we gavo them a substaurial sum 
and agreed to halt for days^ they would etuloa* 
vonr to proenro the ueoessaiy lumnission. To tiiw f 
agreed, and they deported iu onlor to write a letter 
to the Deva l^mig: fjoter, Iiowovor, they aunt a 
message by one of our men to say that if wo agreed 
to go hook eight marehes and would give them a 
thousand rupees, they woukl allow us to go to China 
by a read passing to the nortli of Bhialslen Uomba. 
But they did not soy anytidug about (Irash poniw or 

It 
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guides, and as the idea of stoiting without guides 
and with exhausted ponies in the month of October 
on a three months’ jouxnoj in the wilds was nothing 
short of madness, I rejected the proposal, tolling them 
if they wanted to gain a thousand rupees, they must 
do more for it than that. 

Next day wo went to tiicir tents, and while par- 
talcing of boilod mutton and tea they asked numy 
questious about England, and wero muck surprised to 
hoar that it was sunounded by wator, and that pooplo 
wont to it in ships. Thoy had not the faintest idea 
what a ship was, and asl^ if it went through tho 
water toudliing the bottom tho whdlo way. Like 
true nomads thoy wero porticidarly curious also about 
ttio water and grass. 

One of them oomi)lainod of being ill, and de- 
scribod all sorts of mysterious symptoms ho was 
suffering from. l)r. Thorold gayo him a couplo of 
Oocklo’s x>illB, on receiving which ho oskod i^ after 
tnkuig them, ho should sloep on his loft or his right 
side. In rqdy to this question Dr. Tliorold gravely 
tohl him his right side. To have said it did not 
mattor would never have done. 

After tho sociable port of tho conversation was 
over, onoo mono tho question of our future movements 
cropped up, and tb(^ began to give way a littlo, and 
eventually ogrood to the following bargain. 

Wo wore to go book eight matehos, and then travel 
east by a mure northerly route. Tho Kiishok was to 
acoomi)any us fbr Iwdlvo marehes, and after that we 
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shonld be guided by four men whom ho would Rupply. 
We wore to leceiTO 20 pouioB, 2160 Ibn. tBampa» 80 
sheep, 60 lbs. butter, 1100 lbs. barley, 9 iwiis pnblioos 
(Tibetan boots), tn return for these 1 ogioed to hand 
over eight hundred rupees. 

This treaty, leaving out all mention of either 
money or supjdies, was drawn up and soalod. 'Ilio 
supplies were undoubtedly obtained by rociumitiouB 
on the inhabitants, wliieli the Kushok did not want 
the Lhasa authcnities to know luiytliing alsmt ; but 
their omission in the written treaty was of no iin- 
portnnoe, os I would not hand over the mixios iKiforu 
thc^ were roedvotl. Tlie guides wtw a question that 
gave mo mom anxiety, ns iliny might loail us into 
either on imiiassablo eountiy or a nest of (lliuktMiH, 
and then desert ; so L tobl the Kushok tluit if they 
did so, I would oortainly mnnsh straight on liliiisa 
and donouneo him as a ruoeivor of bribes. Ifo said 
that there would btt no fear of thoir playiitg false, 
as ho would oloarly explain to them that if they 
retumod without u diaolmrgo in writing, they would 
be puniriied. The idea of our going IsKsk night 
macduM was in order to allow a report to lie mwlo to 
Lhasa that wo had turned bank on tlio road wo had 
oomo. 

As soon ss the treaty was eonolndod, men wore 
sent off in every dixeotion to nolloot the supplios, 
and the headman of Shildut^ who luul boon our 
original jailer, letomsd to his homo. Ho was a 
nice old man, and 1 ftlt quite sorry at bis departure. 
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The leat of oar time at GagaJinchia oras jurindpally 
epont in fairing oyer storee and transport atiiinalB. 
^0 ponies were stordy beasts about hands high, 
but wore all a trifle long in the tooth. Howovor, 
"never look a gift horse in the mouth,” and if th(^ 
lasted for fhreo months that was all we wanted. The 
Kxudiok rather astonished me ono day by expressing 
admiration of our boards, and asking if wo bod any 
medicine that would moke liis grow. As anything 
like a doeont board is almost unknown in Tibet, I 
should have thought a hoirioss fiuso would have boon 
more admired. The Lama was very anxious to know 
if wo liad any English poisons. Poisoning is very 
prevalent in Tibet. If one offers a man tea, he 
generally refuses it unless same ono flrst drinks some 
in his proaenoo; and when offering anything to oat 
or drink, a Tibetan invariably ostontatiously takes 
some in order to show there is nothing to bo afrohl 
o£ Wo were also asked if gold, pearls, and rubies 
found a 2 >laco in the European iiboimacoxxoin, and 
much HUixniso was exprossod when T)r. lliotold as- 
sured them that th(^ hod no medicinal value. The 
Taloi Lama is ngularly dosed with medieiueH eom- 
posed of those ingrodionts^ so there is little marvel 
that all Talai Lamas die young. 

4th OoSoZtev, Cem^ 6S; 11 mUetu — At last^ after 
a holt of nearly a month at Qagalinriiin Camp 01 
(I5,5C0), with a temi)etature varying firom 36" to 
19", we were oneo more moieliing, During the 
long halt the weatiier liod been abominable, snow 
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filling o£f and on all day and night Wlmt foil in 
tho day-time melted at once, Imt that at night Liy 
till tho Him roee and then qniekly diwippcHTod. Hut 
wo wore now aHHnxod of a spell of fine woatlior by th<5 
Lama, who said ho hod Imiiit u hurb whicli was n 
eortoin specific against Imd wouthor. Ho iilsn gave 
ns some channs, consisting of sourls and a luiniutiiro 
model of a human skull mailo of cloy, niid said that 
if oTor olcmds gathered wc hod only to tlirow one 
into tho fire tmd tho sky would at nuito Is'crnno oloitr. 

During the eight minrehfjs wo ImmI agrooil to nianili 
Isudc, all our thiiigs wore to bo carried on tho iiomudFr 
animals, in older to oaso our own us long oh jxwMiblo. 
I folt quite uppalUMl at our oiioiinouH iiiiinbcr of IihuIm, 
owing to the iiiilux of treaty provisioiiH. Tho ouni- 
vaii fitmi hoiul to tail was sovend iniloH long ; the 
IxinicH in one fM^uiulroii heading the pi'oitimion and 
seven or oight squodnuis at alsiut GOO or 700 yards 
following in column. Of ooume a great uuiniwr of 
the animals, nine-touths or sc, wore canying the 
Tiltotans’ lug^ige. When one got into camp, it looked 
as if wo should have a long timo to wait beforo get- 
ting any toa, os our ]x>tH and ptuis were on a yak 
some way to tho tear, but tho ZImug and Kushok 
lioma very thoughtfully sent us a kettluful, Tiliet is 
a teniUo oounl^ to travel in os reganlH disianecH. 
An outerop doso to tho camp at tiagaliuohin a|»- 
poorod aliout two miles off, but it was a good olovou. 

RUy OotdbWt Tom 0(mg» SR: 
oaqr nmreh of about 18 milos, otossing a fidrly huge 
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Btream. flowing into a lake on the north, to a nomad 
comp beside aome Bwamps. Block tents were to be 
seen in almost every direction, and for a nomads’ 
country it was very thickly populated. The iiiliabit- 
onts lau^ a groat deal, differing very much from thu 
people of India in that respect A uouior, cheerier 
lot I have never seen, and one is always inclined to 
be proposscased in favour of a light-hooi'ted people. 
But in the case of the Tibetans a very little know- 
ledge smvoR to dispel all prepoBBOHnions — lying, avo- 
ricions, and cowardly ; inmlnmia or civility is tlirown 
away on them, and nothing but ImUying, or a pre- 
tence of bullying, answoTH. 

(iQ\, Omyp B4 ; Oh/ttrro, 10 nvUes. — Over- 

night the Zhnng said ho was going to take us by a 
rood going in a more southerly direction, but Bnq)CRt- 
ing it to bo a plan to got us on to the Andok rood, 
1 told him that I strongly objected to going so lax 
south, and insisted on being shown another road ; ho 
agreed, luid wo wero token a mad that led rather 
north of oast Vox a (touplo of miles wo wont along 
the bank of a Bwam])y lake ; the sutfiioo was crowded 
with duck; goose, and teal; where the water was 
shallow the *’ o/m tooti toon" {Orwi aine.ren, see iwgo 
800), a species of crane, with gray body and black 
head and tcdl, was to bo soon. ISach ^Mur of old binls 
hod a eou]^ of yvong with them ; these young birds, 
though nearly as big as the parent-birds, differed con- 
sidorably in plumage, being gray all over. 

The Lama went to tho edge of the lake and threw 
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in some valuaUea, an ondeiit prootico tlwt Iioh at 
different periods boon fallowed in luiuiy coniiirit'S. 

When wo got into camp, a tout to serve as kiti'hen 
and a small stock of dry fuel wore ready for iik. The 
Tibotaus ovidontly meant to lie civil, but only oiie- 
luilf of tbo eight buudred miicos litid Ikipii |Hud, 
wbidi I am airoid bad a good deal to do witli it. 
Gloso to our touts wiw the n(‘an.‘Ht npiinmuli to ii 
bouse that wo hud sonii siwai entering Tiliet; it- 
consisted of four stoiio woIIh, witli a tent made of 
the nsual rongh bbidt socking stretebod over in 
order to serve as roof. 

OcJolw, Omn/ft fifi ; tff Miffit, Jiti.- - 

After eruBsiiig an easy pass, wo desoended iiilo the 
valley wo bad IruvelbMl down on our way to (laga> 
linehiii. Our lUndnstani mik eaniu lim]Hng into 
eamp with n most lugtdirious expression on bis faee ; 
according to his story the Tilielans boil bronglit liiin 
a pony tluit had never boon mounted licfbro, and ns it 
was his first essay in the equestrian line, he hod Ikioii 
thrown, a result that was not to bo wondered at 

Sth Odfolter, Oaimft RH; 1!) nuffti, 
llolf-way wo steqipod luid hail lea with our Tilsitaii 
friends and then iinssing our old eiuiip, No, 4H. 
camped whore a fairly liurgo stream, issuing from 
tlto snowy mountains on our sontli, flowed towtwls 
the largo lake on iinr norUu Anotlior big lake was 
describe to us as lying to tiio north-west I mode 
inquirios as to when wo wore to turn north, and was 
tobl just west of (Ihatgat Oho ; but the question was 
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where wae C&uigat Gho ? for, amongst other nomes, 
nearly every lake we had seen had been called Chorgat 
Cho. 

OetoheoTt Ckmp 67; 11 miZcN, 1B,34S feel . — 
On the moroh the large river that hod given ns a 
good deal of trouble in fording was roctOBsed : the 
water had £rilen but was still pretty doq), and a 
couple of Tibetans on yaks, who wero showing tlio 
way, came on a deep bit suddenly; yaks and men 
disappeorod under the water, and they only got out 
again with cousidorablo difficulty, the men XHrowaiting 
a most dragged appoaraueo os they emmged in their 
wot Bhoo[)tikinB. The appearance of the logs of the 
Tibetans, who orossod on foot, as they lifted up their 
garmeuts, wading in, confirmed most strongly the 
generally aceopted idea that they never wash. 

After getting into camp, the Zhung sent throe 
ponies^ in order to make up the number wo wore still 
entitlod to by the troaly : they wore miserable old 
patriardis and I was obliged to refuse to tidco them, 
much to the Zhung^s chogiiu ; but the ones ho hod 
supplied us with formerly wero bad enoitgh, and it 
was nceesaary to draw the lino somowhorOi 

lOlh October . — The Zhung had soul tlio evening 
before that if wo halted for a coa];do of days there 
would be no need to go further wost^ as ho would 
fdiow us a road running towards the north along the 
west edge of the lake. I was very |^ad to get out of 
the obb'gation to retrace our sU^ futhor, and the 
10th and 11th were qpont in interviews and final 
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bat no one Boemed very clear about wbo were the 
dignitaricB who were to be thoB Bununorily puniBhud 
for neglect of duty towards the Bun of Heayon. 
The loko meant must have been Koko Nor, bat 
it is tenibly hard work trying to get geographical 
information oat of Tibetaas, and when in cxcoptiuatil 
coBOB, OB does occoaionally happen, a vein of truth 
rons through their statementB, it is bo fine ob to bo 
almost impossible to discover. 

I was much struck with the respect Hhown by Uie 
nomads to those in authority over them : taking off 
their hats and continually Btioking out their tongues 
anti bowing whenever spoken to. 

The air in thcBo regions Boems much charged with 
doetricity. On stroking a d(^, aporks are given out 
with a cradding sound ; the same tiling hapisins often 
with cats in other purtB of the world, but 1 luive never 
lieforo known it happen in the case of dogs. 

Octalm' imh, Ouwft ff8 ; 0 m'Uf’H, — A 

pleasant easy mardi up the western edge of the lake, 
li^tom camp a beautiful view down tlie lake was 
obtained, with' an isbiuil in tlio foreground, called, in 
memory of some groat legendary warrior, Hisitno's 
Helmot Near where the rivers enter on the Houth- 
woBt sido, the water hod quite a greenish colour, but 
towards tiie other end it was bright blue. 

Dr. Tlioroid operated with much sucooss with an 
ordinary pair of x>ineen on a Tibetan suffering from 
toothodio, 

Otitoher tSth^ Ckmji SO ; tSjSOO ffet. — Soon 
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after leavmg the last camp wo ctobboiI u email 
paee on the top of whicli was a heap of etonee 
ornamented with bright rage etucsk on stickB.^ T)io 
Tibetans who had brought onimule to neeiet our 
transport were onzionB to rotnm, but I refused to 
allow any one to go until the full number of ponies 
promised had been supplied, and us yet none had 
been given in plooo of those rejected. 

October IMh, Ci5M»y> afW nuYes, fvet . — 
We wore very late starting, tier moat of the morning 
was taken up in ondoavorn'ing to exduuige two of <»nr 
old worn-out ponies for two good-eonditioned ones. 
Tibetans are inetty widcHiwake in onytiiiug of the 
nature of a Ijorgaiu, and knowing well tliut wo could 
not liidt long enmigli to get our tuiinialK into con- 
dition, luul that it was ubwilutely nueessury l!c>r ns to 
have unimals fit to start on a bmg joutnoy, they lielil 
out most olMtiuutuly. 

Eventually I had to give on lulditumal sixty ru|Kies, 
whieh 1 suppose was quite os much as their puaies 
were wortli oecordiug to ordinary rates. 

The route lay aeross a wide volley, in whidi wore 
undulating hills scattered about: the direction bad 
too much west in it to jdoaso mo, so 1 remonstrated 
witli the Zhung, and wos told that next <lay wo woukl 
go in a more easterly direetion. The oamp was in ti 
very exposed windy spot near a spring lying oast of 
a huge lake.' Vivo marehos in a north-west direetifin 
lay the oountiy of Tung Ohang, whose inhabitants 

> SMpiet i4s. 
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owed aUegLODioe neither to Lhasa nor Obinai Tlio 
same may be said of many of the nomad tribes living 
in outlying parta. 

Oct<^r IGlh, Camj) U1 ; IS mUen^ IGJGdS 
On getting up in the morning it was fonud that in 
the night one of our two surviving donkeys luul been 
oaten by wolves: — poor brute, he hod done right 
good Burviee, and L was oxtvomoly sorry to hear of 
hin tnigie end. 

The route still lay aeross the valley, and the 
Buowy t'tuige on the nortli still appeouMl to ho nearly 
OB far off as ever. When first sighted, it luul ap|>oaved 
only about ttux miles away, and after two days' 
marching it still seemed nearly the isaue distance off. 
After we got into camp, the Kushok Lama^ who hod 
previously told us that, according to the rules of his 
order, it would bo better to die than touch wine, 
sent over to ask if we could lot liim Iiave a little to 
bo taken us modicino, os ho wns not feeling well. 
Many is the time 1 have heard tlie same yitni fiwm 
natives of India. I gut ])otli the ^lung fuul Kiisliok 
Lnma to euino over to our tout, and told them that J 
thought it would be a pity to toko them fiuilier out 
of their way, and that wo oouhl very easily go on 
now with tlie guides only. They agreed to go laiek, 
but said we could not possibly imrt without first 
halting and fimsting together for a coujde of days, i 
demurred a good deal to tliis, as winter was coming 
on and wo had a long joniuoy in fitont of uit but 
ovontunlly agreed to hdt for one day. In the 
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manung we bzeak&sted with the Zhang ; ho gnvo iu 
plates of nunced meat and xicc, fcJlowed Ijy rice 
mixed with ghi (danfiud Imttor) and gar (moloHsos) ; 
the first was exoellont, hat in spite of our Tibetan 
appetites we shied a little at the latter. 

In reply to our inqnixies, he said that the reason 
of the fiundship that existed between Cliina and 
Tibet was that many yean ago there were three 
brothers who wore Lamas of great sonetity ; one took 
the Buddhist religion into one into Tibet, and 
the third was a waiulerer. Brer sinee that time tlie 
two eoautrioR hod been dosely allied — a stoiy that 
hardly agrees with accepted history aooonling to 
which the Bu<l<lhist ndigiou was introduced several 
centuries prior to IjaniiiiMiu, which was an innovation 
of the eighth oeiitory. The conyursation tlitm tiiniecl 
on the Huliject of (jhakpas, who mostly (tonus from 
Knmba Uolok: he said that the l^va Zliung was 
making groat efforts to stump them out» and that 
orders hod been issued to eateh and exoento tiumx 
whenever it was possible to do so. The mode of 
exooation was first of all to sow them up in leather 
and expose them to a hot nan for some time ; after 
that they were thrown into a river or lake. 

lie &on harked hook to the okl suhjiset of Uhial>- 
don Gknnba, lopoating his fbrmor statement tiiat to a 
oortainty ho would lose his life if wo went there. I 
told him again, as I had told him fifty times before, that 
if the guides played four ho might rely npon it that 
wo would not go. After that T gave him two hundred 
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rapeea, the lost instalment of the promised mon^, and 
some doth, a lovdyer, and other artideB, and in rotam 
he gave me some brick tea, batter, rioc, gur, and a little 
rat of a pony : these things were given amidst many 
protestations that he Mt ashamed at recdving such 
valuable gifts firam a gaost and a strangor and giving 
Bueh poor ones in rotam. This fine speech, however, 
did not provout him asking for some coral beads to 
toko home to his two daughters. Later in the 
evening, when we were bock in our tents, ho sent a 
man to ask for them, and a mossago by one of our 
men requosting tiuit they might bo made up into a 
package and sonlod to i>rovont the mossongor stealing 
imy on the road. 

How those Tibetans trust one another t 


After leaving his tent wo wont to the Kushok 
Lama’s, where wo had a repost of 
inuoh the same nature, with the 
lulditkm of some little bisouit-liko 
cakes, whieh ho assured us ho had 
made with his own hands ; they were 
roally excellent 1 prosontod him 
with two hundrod rupees, some yellow hroaddoth, a 
galvanic batteiy, and a watdi, roedving in lotom a 
lot of butter, some 1)riok tea, some fine floor, a piece of 
very inferior Bnglish doth, a oup with a silver saucer 
and oover, some tsampa, and a pony of nominal valno. 
WunlsoallrooeivedBoatvesofgreetiug: thosegivonto 
Dr. Tliordd and mysdf wore mode of fine Ghinese silk, 
which the Tjoma himself put round our nooks, while 
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fhofle giyen to our fblloweiB were most shoddy 
anoDgumontB. We both mutuslly gavo small sums 
also to each other’s seivauts. In spite of his priestly 
office ho had sot his heart on getting a rovolyer, and 
begged hard for one, bat as we only had two in the 
party and might wont thorn, I dediuod : ho had not 
brooding ouough to hide tho pique ho fdt at my 
xoluBul. Howovor, ho soon got over liis fit (jf the 
sulks, and having boon unsuccossfol in his ofTorts to 
got a rovolver, bo started bogging that I would give 
him my Hpring-1>alunoo woighing-macliino. As Dr. 
Tliorold also liad ouo, and nno liotwooii us was quite 
enough, 1 ogrood and gavo it to him, Tibittiuis ara 
not a ][H$op1o who will over lack uuythiiig fur want of 
asking. 

In tho ovonittg Isitli tho jniiuig and Kiwhok oanut 
ovor to (nir touts, and we foastod tluun. Afterwards 
tho guides were sent for, and grti Uuiir ordorn in our 
prosonoo. Tlioy wore to guidu us to Tiasodo ('I'a 
Ohon lu), and on no aooount to loavo us without first 
having obtained a fiarnud disoliaigie in writing. 
Hhtnihl th^ do so, on rotuniing to thoir homos ilioy 
would bo punished. Thoy agreed to it^ and n^ng 
mo thoir hands, sworo to ho faithfUl. 

itih Oitober, Can^t tlH; 10 
Wo rose oarly, and after hNuling up, wont first of all 
to tho Lama Kushok’s tout to say good-hyo. On 
ontoring wo wero soatod on coipots, and had a littlo 
desultory eonvorsation, in which ho onnounood his 
intuntion of visiting India^ and hoped he would moot 
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hb tiheie. We parted mth many pioteatatioDB of 
regret, which were jiut as amcere oil one ode aa 
another, and loud proteatationa from him of hia inten- 
tion of praying regolarly for na. We then went over 
to the Zhung'a tent; he atarted again the wdl-wom 
anhjeot of Shiahden Gombo, and got once more the 
atereotyped anawer. Ho aeemed intereated in com- 
meroo, and told ua that he hod aont a hnndied horae- 
loada of wool to Dagiling, and had made a largo 
profit on it, ^uite foi^etting that not long boforo, 
when tho anhjeot of which way wo wore to go woa 
on tho tapia, and the namo of Haqiling waa mon- 
tionod, ho had nttorly denied nil knowledge of anch 
a plaoo ; now it appoarod ho hod regnlor commercial 
doalinga with it. In addition to wool, ho had a 
handled moak poda and a thonaand yaka' tiiila roody 
to aond if ruling ratea woro likely to bo favonraldo. 
Ho wanted mo to aaaiat him, bat not boiug in tho 
yak-^-muak-pod buainoBa myaelf, I did not boo my 
way to it ; na, howuver, he inaiatod on getting a letter, 
thinking it might bo UBofal if ho vitdtod ludidk I gave 
him one. Tho love of ohita^tlLO ]ioBBion thiLt in tho 
Indian aorront^a boaom atrivea for maatory with tho 
potent lore of pico — ia evidontly not unknown in 
upi)er oixeloB in Tibet Wo parted from him with 
the aame load protoatationB of Borrow that markod 
oar parting from tho Kualiok Lamn, bat, na iKsoame 
tlioir diffinent offioea, the byo-alloaiona in one case 
woro to prayer and in tho other to baaincaa.

At laat wo mauogod to got ovor the Hiiowy ninge that 
hod boou Htaiing tut iu tlio faco fiw Huvonil dayn. Tho 
pom was 18,768 foot high ; tliitro wom not nmdi hiiow 
on it, but tlio wind waa bittorly cold, and wo did tu>t 
linger on the top. Afbur doHoonding, tbu TiboLnu 
yak-diivoTM wanted to halt at a piano wluwo tlicro 
was voiy little grass anil no water, but 1 absolutely 
tofnsod to do no, and uisistod on thoir coming on until 
we got to water. A few miles farthor on wo found 
a spring and oamitod. I tibon lot them all go with 
a smoU gratuity, which inueh astouidiod and de> 
lighted thorn, l^o Tibotan custom Itoing to exact 
taranqport and pay nothing. Wo wore now dependent 
on our own animals for carriagu, — ^tho tow-ropo Itoing 
&irly oast off and an uninlubitod country in front, 
I sineeroly hoped there wore not going to bo many 
hi(^ passos to bo erossod, os nothing takes it out 
of honoflosh so much as strugi^g over thoso under 
heavy loads. Tibotan antolopo were oneo more to bo 
soon.

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IDth October^ Camp 64: 10 lOfiOS Jhet . — 

We were lather a long time getting off ; as some of 
the ponies wo had got from the Choxigpas were 
eyidently unnsod to loads, loading them was a matter 
of considerablo difficulty, and they kudmd and 
plunged, occasionally breaking away, and were only 
ro>canght with eonaidorablo difficulty. At last wo 
started, and tcavidlod down the bod of a stream tliat 
flowed roughly in a north-west direction, but wound 
about oousidoralily ; it hod to bo erossod and rcerossed 
several timoe^ whicli was a work of oonsidorablu dif- 
fleulty, os, though it was coated with ice, the ice was 
just not strong enough to boar laden ponies. The 
wind all <lay blowing from wost-soath-wost was ox>k 
iremely cold, mid os the sun was obscured liy heavy 
snow ulouds it floso steadily, and the water on the 
dogs and the horsoi^ logs congealed directly th(^ 
emcEgod from the water. 

Of tlie four Tibetan guiiles only one seemed to 
have miy idea of the rood, and that a rather luisy 
one, but they were willing enough to work, and 
lent a bond in loading the animals and driving 
them. 

On the rood several herds of burhd wore soon 
and some boms of Ovia cunmon. 

ffOlh OotoZsr, Camp 66; IS milea, 16,760 Jht , — 
A latterly cold morning when wo rose and struck 
camp, but just as wo started the sun came out 
brightly, and wo thought wo sdiould have a fine 
day: later on, howdvor, diouds came up and snow 
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full ou the Burroimdiug hillH> Init vu wore fortunate 
QDongh to escape itu The stream vre liad liuen fullow- 
ing disappeared in the soil, a liabit Tilieton Htroiiuu 
have got^ but ve managed to find a fq[>riug of fn>sh 
water. One of the guides told us that we slionld 
roach a plooe before long where boarn were plentiful, 
ami that on the rood {Oais tMUtw*) altounded ; 
but I think ho was wnmg. L dc>al>t Ooin tmiuuM 
abounding anywhere ; that tliey ani found Hcatterud 
over a very wide strotoh of euuntry is luuloulitod, 
bnt^ nulibe yak and autulqio, nowhere did we find 
them very common. 

Ou gotlaug up next raoniiiig it was found that 
itHonio of our ][K)uioH hiul Hirayud in the night., luid 
as they weiv not rucovurtMl befunt th(« aflonioon, we 
were oldiged to lialt for tliu <hiy. 

UtihuKJatolier, Omjt Git; Ut^iU Jivi , — 

A pony was missing in the morning, but us ho was n 
real gift horse, liaviiig lioou prosontod by the Zhung, 
and ^ and away the wont in the oarovan, 1 deeidoii 
to maroh, leaving two men to soaroli in tlm vnlleyH 
dose l)y, with orders to wnno on after the eamvuii 
quickly wliethor they fiiund him or not 

Tlu) Hindustaiii oook was a great tnniblo, as, 
although ho was knoeking up simply tlirongh never 
walking, yet when not given a pony to riitu he lay 
down on tho ground oml would not move. It was 
hard to know what to do with Itim ; if loft lidiind 
he would aasntodly have |iotisliod diroetly tho sun 
went down ; whilst tiding, ho arrived in comp every 
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day quite numbed \vitb cold. He had got into an 
apathetic state, and was perfeotiy indifibient whether 
he lived 01 died. 

In the afternoon the two men whom 1 liad left 
behind lejoiued us, having failed to find the missing 
pony. 

SSrd Ovtoher, Ccmp U7; JS nvUen, 16,C6S feet . — 
The rood still lay in a northerly dicootion, and crossing 
a small eel wo found ourselves in a wide open valley, 
with small hikes scattered about, and herds of kiang, 
goa, and aiitdopo graamg in every direction. A mule 
knocked np on the rood and had to bo shot. 

Tlio Hindustani cook managed to lag behind suffi- 
oiently to allow the caravan to got out of sight, and , 
then lost his way. Men had to bo sent out to look for 
him, and eventually ho was brought in. 

At camp when wo arrived there was some water, 
but witluu on hour of sunset it was frosen solid, and 
not a drop to bo got fi)r love or money ; the water 
question witli winter coming on woe assuming a more 
acute pluwo^ as finding frosh water hod always boon a 
matter of <lifiiealty, and now the difiicalty was in* 
oroosod by the prolmbility of finding it firoson. SuM- 
oient fuel could generally bo found to thaw enough 
for our own wants, but it was quite impossiblo to thaw 
enough for the animals. I tedd the guides that I hod 
had quite enough maTobing north, and was now deter* 
mined to go oast. They promised that after doing 
ono more mondi in the direction wo wore going, wo 
shouhl turn duo east. 
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SMh Oc^o&e/', Cfitup CHj 14 iiiUfs, — 

Still going in a veiy noiiliorly direction, witli ti Hiiowy 
range lying to tbe east of lu. TownnLi oyeniiig wo 
eame to a watexcourao in wliidi there wim n little 
water, moetly fiwzon, fed liy a npriug, liepuln which 
wo pitched our camp. Round the epring there were 
some trapR Rot for anlo1o]M‘, noiiHiRtiiig of n ring of 
about eight iiiebeu duimoter, in which wore Hhurp jicgH 
mode of bom converging dowiiwnnln ; the iiniiuul, if 
ho put luR foot tbroiigb, would be unahlo to oxtricjite 
it, and or the ring wur Nccntud to n Imricd horn, 
could not get nway with it.

Ono of tho guiduH told eomu of tho ciintvAti drivem 
that tho oaravaniNiRbi liad roooived a bribe from tbit 
TibotoDR to take uh oh far north iw [mRRihh), niul hail 
lied rt^garding Hovural matteiTi. 1 Rent for him (the 
guitlo) to xuy tout, and quoRtionod him ; he hml little 
to Bay ogiUttHt the cnravanbaHhi, but be lulmittiRl tlwt 
Uioio woB a road going mote oiwtorly than tho ono we 
were toking, bo 1 told him that if he would tako lut to 
Tanodo (Ta Ol^l Lu) by a road running oitbor Boutb 
of or through Cbiamdo^ lie would I>o well rewarded ; 
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hut if ho attempted to toko ns anj further north, I 
TTOuld simply steer my own course, and most probably 
go through EOiiabdon Gk)mba. Ho said if wo did that 
ho would certainly lose his hood; to which I rqdicd, 
" Well, then, it is in your own hands ; take us in on 
easterly direction just avoiding Shiabdon Ghnnba, and 
you will bo well reworded, but fiirthor north I will 
not go.” Ho promised fiuthfhlly that ho would do so. 

00 ; S4 nvS^ft, 10,000 Jivt.-— 
As wo started, 1 found to my astonishment that tlie 
guide did not intend to lust as agreed on the previous 
evening, was guiding us nortli-onst, and utterly deny- 
ing all Uiat ho had told mo. T absolutely refused to 
go in that direction, and the whole four of them 
solemnly protested that tliere was no other rood. I 
said, “All light, I shall show you tlie rood to 
ShittlKlen domboy” and altering the direction [ steered 
straight for a doprossion in the mountains in a south- 
oastorly diroetiou. They followed, riainoniing that 
th<^ would lose their heads if wo wont any ferther 
in tiuit direction, and lolling tbwn on tliuir knees 
seised my liands, Imt srill olMtinatdy mtdntninod 
that there wos no road duo oast, wldlo I exhorted 
them to show us (mo, saying that 1 had come mucdi 
farther north than was in the contract, and was not 
going another yard in that diroetion. If there was 
no rood oast, tlion the only thing to do was to go to 
Shiabdon GomliOi Kor a long time th<^ maintained 
Uiont was no suoli rood ; Imt at lost &oy gave in, 
aoknowledgod there was, and the (Uroction Ixnng 
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chongod wo hoadod oast nndor thoir gnidanco, iMUBing 
a herd of at loast sixty wild yakH. T nhonld miioli 
hayo liked to bag ono, as thfdr akin in oxnolloul Tor 
ropairing bootn, but they woro on a picrm of vorj' 
open ground where stalking won out of the quentioii, 
no th(^ wore allowod to rent in iXMUto. In the nflei^ 
noon no signs of water woro to Im soon, and not 
much snow. One of tlio guides who had gone on in 
fiont to Boareh, had not rutnmcrl, tuid 1 bogaii tio fMir 
ho had bolted, especially as anotiior was misning, and 
a third had Imon (wnght attempting to domirt. I 
sent forward a man on a ^mny to soaroli ]M>th for 
water and the missing man, Intt ho nttomod nt]H)rUng 
no signs of either. Tlus lookttd vetty mnoh as if w» 
should have to go thirsty to Imd Unit night, wlifii 
on topping a ridge, to our great joy, the gnido was 
discovered liesulo a froxun imkiI of waler in th» Iswi 
of a stroain, where, liy bnaiking the ie» a littin, water 
was got, but not enough to thoroughly satisfy ilia 
ponies. 

O0tohrr,C^ffi|p tu/iiiH 

A bitterly cold day. As we tiscoiKhid a imish, cIouiIh 
were scudding nx> from the west, mid on Uin tup of 
tho pass the fine dry snow wna Ixiiiig driven hither 
and Uiithor by Uio wind. I^ui Uio Uip of the istss 
we dosoendod by a uarrow stony valley, In which a 
herd of liurhol wore gmxitig, into a brtaid open one 
with a lake in it In one plaoo the stream, dosoeiul- 
ing from Uio pass fiir aliout twenty yanls, won quite 
door of icc, so the ixmies wore able to drink their fill 
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— a tluBg they had not done for several daya Glie 
ivind was so strong that getting the tents up was a 
work of considerablo difficiilty, and in addition it was 
so cold that it was almost impossible to touch the iron 
pegs ; if one did, one's hands became so numbed that 
it was a considerable time before they wore of any use. 
Driving the pegs into the frosen ground was also a 
matter of great ddicac^, as they broke ou the least 
provocation. 

The missing guide rejoined in the afternoon, but 
we never found out whom ho had Iteon or where he 
had spent tlio night. 

Utih Octobn-, Ocmpf 71 j G mileii, 1G^S8 feet . — 
On getting up in the morning it was found that one 
pony had been frozen to death in the night, and 
several more were missing. It was cloven o’clock be- 
fore the missing ones were found, and twelve before 
we started, ho wo only managed to make a vciy awndl 
march. From a ridge that wo aacondod, a lake was 
soon in front. The guides wanted us to go to the 
north of it, as they said aU tlie land to the south was 
in the district of Namm, which wo were not to 
enter; but as I had told them bofbro that our 
ooniso was going to be, cast as much as possiblcb 
and when an inclination to oitiHer side had to made, 
south was to bo taken in preference to tu»tb, I 
declined, and a lino was maintained that would take 
ns just south of it 

There was a good deal of grass luiar our camp, and 
as I was ratlior seedy, we halted finra couple of days. 
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SO^ October, Cam^} 72; IS miles, lS,7G3jwf . — 
'Ciicliiig round tho Bonth of tilio lake ^'liich wiw in- 
tonBQl7 Bolt, and thon over n ridf];o, vro found ouebuIvob 
in on q)on yolloy. 

Slat October, On/mj) 7S; IS emleH, 10,203 feet . — 
At tho hood of tho vnlloy in wlndi our hwt cjinip luul 
boon a small posR wns croHSod, and a aouiilry mndi out 
up by nullahs wos ontorod ; in ouo of thuHo wit ctanijKul 
liy a fiosen stroivm. Snmahiug tho ino to liaik for 
water was rathor a difficult buHinoHs, ns our only axo 
was broken, and it hod to bo drmo with Htranw. Undit 
tlio ico a littLo wiitoi' slowly trickhal forth, luid it wm 
a long time lioforo all tho lirnwH wore Hutisfivil. One 
of tliu gnidoH said ho luul onoc IsKni throo moutlw in 
tIuH piano on tho watidi (o give notion of nny portiiw 
of Oliukpas who might jiiuta along, coming from 
Knmlm Qolok ; during that limn lie saw many Iwara, 
but now they soomod to 1 m) all liiltonmtiug, for wn 
novor stiw nny. 

Ut Nowmim', Camp 74 ; IH nUfee, 10,403 frt.~- 
From tliis camp a very woll worn ^silh, rising tUmoat 
to tho iligiiity of a nsul, ran in a north-west dinso- 
tion ; tho guides said it wont to Tunmii Oliako, a lake 
two manshos distent, whonoo salt wns obtained fiir Uiu 
Lhasa markot I tried to find out from tho guiilus 
when wo wore likoly to eommonco dosoonding, ns 
tlio cold wns tolling torribly on tlio animals, Init Uu^ 
woro very skotoliy in thoir knnwlodgo of tho oountiy, 
ovory onn of tliom giving a difforont answer. Our 
solo Tomaining donkoy wns a most doprcMsing-lmiking 
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animal os he inarched along, the effect of hia natarally 
somewhat moumfol exproBsion being heightened by 
the hnge iciolsa below each eye, formed from fr'ozen 
tears. 

8nd Nwember, Camp 7B: 10 miHeit, 10,303 feet. 
— OloBo to the camp there were some hnman lioneH, 
the remainB of two Ohukpaa who liad been IdUod the 
year before by a party of Tibetans. One of the 
guides told mo a ntoiy of how the people of Kamba 
Golok at one time wore good frithfol subjects of the 
Dots Zliuug, but they throw off all allegiaiuiu, and 
took to robbmg tlioir iioighbourH. An army iitim 
Lhasa invaded tlieir country; this frightouocl them, 
and they sent a deputation to wait on tlio goneivd, 
and, pleading poverty, asked for permiHsiou to 1I0 one 
grand loot, promising alter tliat to intuni to tlieir 
allegumce and live fjuietly. Tlio leave was grautod, 
and ever sinro tlicy have Itoon robbing steadily, uttoidy 
refusiug to oaiTy out tlieir part of the contract. They 
are not nearly so well annod os the rmlinaiy I'iboton 
nomads, having, acconUng to the guide, who hod a 
very poor idea of their valour, only a sword and mateli- 
lock to every three or four men, whereas, amongst 
the peaceful population, every man is onned. Much 
improBsed liy the effect on ontblqio and yak pro- 
dueed by breeeh-loading rifles, the guides suggested 
tlwt, in the event of our meeting a parly of OhulqMis 
laden with plunder, it would bo lioth pleasant and 
profituldo to attack them. 

The march was a long cold one; lieavy clouds 
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oommg up fiK>m tho sonth-west obfiRurod tho mui, and 
whon tha sun is not viidble at tliono allitudofi, lifo 
becomes a burden. One pony vras utterly uualtle tii 
keep up ^th the caravan, so I luid him shot, tlio 
most Tn flTcifa] thing that could bo done under tho 
caroamstances. There were ouurmnuH inimberH of 
about, and tho Tibotniis, gallojiiug iiflor n lirnl, miiu- 
coedod in singling one out and riding it douru; it 
was a half-grown Inill, and ui»iinttrfHl to mo very like 
an oBoapod tome one that luul joined his wild bretiinMi, 
but I have no <loa1>t tliafc on gmsl ground a veritabln 
wild one oould oiudly bo ridden to a stuudHtill. 

Ril'd’ NovniiJbfff (Jump 70; 

A lung march ovor undulating hills. Wo H(arfe<l witli 
a doudleBB sky, hut lieforo long oIoiuIh oanie up and 
snow fell 1 sent a Tilwtan uhmul to koop n ](N>k-ouL 
for water, but he did not find any till Into in tho 
afternoon, whon almut 3 iniloN north of our limt 
a froson stream wtiu discuverod, wlnwe oounio whm 
towards a lake on tho uin’th'WUHt ; under Uio ice a 
little water was teuiid, but not nearly enough. The 
animals wore having a very bad time — intoiise f*oId, 
hard work, soauty grawi, and a little watiw onra a 
day ; their knooking-up was not to lie woudariNl at. 
Our roocliiug an inhabited oountry Iwfoni they nil 
Buocumbed was getting doubtful. Dr. Tliotold and 
myself were much annoyed by tho irritniilo state our 
sldn had got into, and put it down to the intoiMo 
diynoBB of tho atmosphoro, but Hubsoquently it strook 
118 that the irritability had boon unknown previous to 
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iho advont of tho Tibetan guides ; zuosoning on tlds 
basis, the core was promptly disooverod — insoet 
powder, on ortiole that proTions experience hod led 
me to cansider obsolntely indispensablo in Asiatie 
travel. The guides now united in saying that in 
four days wo should begin to dosoond, but whether 
they know or nut was doubtful; and, in any cose, 
they were snoh liars that it was imposidble to beliuvo 
anything tlu^ soul. 

Mh Novendter, Ocei}i^ 77; 11 milen, feet . — 

After tho mardi the Tilxttuns mtule out that wo 
would have to do another dvo mordies before begin- 
ning to doseond. 

CUhNbwmber, Ctiinifj) 7H; 11 miUph, Hl,14ii feet.-- 
About 5 miloH of the uiarcli ky along a rotul that 
oomoH firom Tuiuon Oliaica ; after leaving it wo went 
about G miloN to a i)koo wheru there was a pool 
of water not quite fcosou to tho bottom, and 
comped. 

Otlt Nwemhert 711 1 13 tnUcM, 1(/,1UU Jwb . — 
After leaving tho lost camp wo ascended a sm^ and 
easy pass, and doscondod into a wide open valley in 
which some yak wore gnudng. To tho north-east a 
tongo of mountains with some fino snowy poaks, 
evidently tho Dang La rango^ was soon, and in tho 
valh^ a Btroam was flowing in an oast-south-oast 
dirootion. 

7£h Nonmnibar, Qmp 80; 14 huZm, 18^080 Jeet^ 
A slight dosoont all tho way. Every one muoh 
oxonsBod in thoir minds as to whethor wo wore at 
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lost to commonco doscondiiig from thu groat Tibutui 
plateau. 

SiJiNovembcrt Cmuxi Hi: 10 tmles, IS^JOfuct . — 
Tho first port of tlio miu'ch vrais down tliu bud of tlio 
same stream, tlio Song Po, oud thou crossiug on 
tho ico (a diffioult oponitioii, us it was very tdippory, 
end sand hod to bo jdoiitifally Hiiriiiklcd ou tlio hul'- 
fiuo before the animals could gut over), wo nwxiiidud 
a pass. Tho hills wore of a snudy uutoru witli 
uumbors of springs, oud ouamo grass was i»loiitilh1. 
Whou wo oom^iod I docidod to halt for u day iu onlor 
to givo tho oninuils a tost 

Tho ruvons iu those high rugions nru a grunt 
puado; horo uuinhom wura always round our onntii^ 
(Uid in thu most sturilo isirts of tlia Chiuig, if any 
unuuttl was being out up, a fuw always npiiuarud to 
chvim tlioir share; what thi^ livotl on was Uio 
morvuL They itro a ijuorrulHomu ill-imturod lot ; whou 
two aro gatliorcd togoUior u fight is always sure to 
bo going ou. A hunmuigoir was circling round tlio 
oamp most of tho day. They oro birds Umt^ though 
jdemtifal nearly all ovor thu Jliniahtyas, avoid ^o 
very high plateau of Central Tibet 

As water wos almndaut, I wiuihod~-«iu ocountrieity 
on my port that ahsolutidy hoirifioil tlio eoinp- 
followers. 

A thonnomotor atuole in a sholtorod oornor with 
tho sun shining on it went up to +C6*, but in the 
ni^t it wont down to >14*, lieiug a xnngo of 80". 
lOih, ATcwmOop, Ckmp mt; tlio 
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night, wolves got at the sheep and killed seven; 
several more were so badly mauled that they had 
to be slaughtered. The brutes managed to commit 
their depredation without disturbing any one in 
the camp. 

In the afternoon I put the guides through a long 
cross-examination, the result being to leave mo in 
as great doubt as ovor os to whether they were 
absolatoly ignorant or not of all knowledge of the 
country. 

llthNovnuhw^ Oan^p HA; lOnvUett, fiet . — 

After crossing a small ridge, wo came to a lorginh 
stream, about 80 yards wide ; wo had to follow it up 
a littlo distance before finding u place to cross, where 
it was oomidotoly ftozon over. The guides colled it 
the Qslug To ; the same name they had given to the 
Btream wo had crossed two days jirovionsly,' though 
obviously the two could nut bo the same. After 
crossing it, some men wera seen in the dutonce; 
they eircLod round and tlrou advanced to moot ns ; 
ih(^ turned out to bo a party of Chukpas on a 
marauding expedition; every man carried match- 
lock, sword, and a very long speox^His unpropossoss- 
ing-looking a lot of ruffians as any one could wish to 
meet They began abusing the guides for bringing 
strangers into the oountzy, but 1 put a stop to that 
and we rode on. Th^ were mounted on very good 
sturdy little ismiei^ and two additional ones oaniod 
the baggage of the party. 

117111116 we vrere pitching our tents, two more men 
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■wete Been in the dutance and shortly afterwards one 
of them rode into the comp ; ho described himself ns 
a Nakchu man, and said ho had come to this place to 
hnnt yah. The district ho called Bongro, and the 
river we had erossed, which was the boundary of 
the Deva Zhang's territory, ho called Chang Sakia 
Sang Fo. 

He said the Ghuhpos did not as a rnlo commit 
vobberies so far east, but it wonhl bo as well to keep 
a look-out during the night, ns after wo harl jiortod 
them ho hod noticed that th<^ hud circled round 
were now somewhere in the neighliouri^g hills 
Etching our camp. I sent out a patrol, wlio returned 
A^ng seen nothing, Imt a sentry for the night wan 
^^rted, as it is always well to bo on the safe side, 
lOngh the probabilities of their attacking woto not

country round about, though 1000 foot lower, is 
_ mueh the same chataetor os the diang, the rivers 
Mwing in any and every diroetion. The teaeks of a 
Wiar wore most distinctly seen, but they were very 
iU. Wolves kq>t prowling aliout the campt very 
Ihpdent but very wary; it was almost impossiblo 
)li|or to gst a shot at ono. 

' ISik JVouember, Oam^ 8Ci 17 mUfH, IS, OH 
Hero we found ourselves in an faiiairfiwd 
Ltry. Nomadi^ black tents wore scattered about 
volleys, and on tire hiU-sidos herds and flodn 
grating. The district, which is bollod Amdo, 
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is said to hold tiro hondied tents. Zama is four days 
distant in a north-easterly direction, the Dang Lo 
Pass iras six days, and Shiabden aouth-sonth-easl 
three days. Ta Ohen Ln was said to be five months 
on obyions exaggeration ; it could not wdl be more* 
than two and a hal£ 

14ih Nomnher, Oomp 80; IG 16,488 

feet. — After proceeding for a mile or two wo oomu 
to a tent, whore we stopped to ask the way. The 
good man was out, bat his wife sent her son, a boy 
of about twelve, to show the rood ; he took us over r 
X)osB, then down to a river colled the Thoga Long Fa . 
Gin, which was a mass of rotten and half-rotboii ico, 
and gave us some difBcolty ctosBing; then over another^ 
pass called the Buntsu Lo, and down by a nonowj 
ravine into a wide valley ; towards the west end ol< 
which was a lake called Ohonak Gio ; several tents 
were to bo seen soattered about. Our youlhful gaidc\| 
deserted somewhere in the intricacies of the ravino'! 
It snowed off and on all day — a most serious matter' 
for the ponies— os with snow on the ground it was 
almost impoBsiblo for them to pidc up a living.

Wit 
hiul u groat palaver, tlio uiwhot of whioh wan that ho 
would anpply uh with guidon ami yak iih far tut tho 
frontior of Ohiuom Tibet, whioli whm two monthtw 
diatout^ bat bo ounld not got tlio ouinuila all at onrx*, 
HO it waa noocBnaxy tliat wo altoubl bolt a oonplo of 
dayn to givo him thno to oolloot tboiu. Thw wiw 
a rud-lottor day with uh for two rottwinH— fimUy, 
wo woto bolow 15,000 ihot, and miooiidly, wo had 
now airivod in a country wboro tranHport wiw {iro- 
ourablo, and wo no longer worn doimiubuit on our 
own oxbauatod lUiimalH. Next day alK>ut midday 
tho headman tamod u^), bringing tho promuiod tnina* 
port. l£o aaid tliat tho yoor liefbro two Uuropmnn, 
evidontly M. BonvalOt and Prinno Honri of Orloann, 
bod como from tlio north ovor tho Dang La Pohh, 
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and thence had entered Namin, where tlu^ had boon 
Btopped. 

Vtih NoombeTt Camp 88; 19 nuZu, 14,740 fitt. 
— ^ITp a valley with umumerable qninge and boggy 
ground, which fortunately was all firoaon. The men 
said they saw a boar, bnt 1 was oheod of the caravan 
at the time and did not see it. A mule nnablo to 
keep up had to be abandoned. 

18th Noomhw, Cmp 89; 17 miim, 14,9ES fwt. 
— ^Before Btorting, some men wuro discovered in a 
valley cloeo by. I sent a caravan driver to find out 
who th (7 wore, and obtain as much information 
about tho roads, eta, as ho could. Ho letnmoil 
saying they woro a party of morohants fimm Ta Ohon 
Lu, bringing tea and tobacco. Samples of both were 
produced ; the tea was utter rubbish, and os fhr the 
tobacco neither in appearance nor flavour did it 1)onr 
any rosomblanco whatever to tho frognint loaf, but 
seemed to bo made out of a sort of touchwood. They 
said there woro two roods to Ta Chon Im ; they had 
como by tho easier, and hod boon two monUis and 
eleven days over it. 

ITor some days wo had boon marehing over a 
country with bright rod rocks and soil, Imt now 
we entered a typical granitio coonta^ ; huge boulders 
were lying about, and horo and tiieio were large 
patdioe of boggy ground with tussooky gnus; there 
was a great doal of it about tho place we camped 
in. Olid as it takes much snow to quite cover it, sueb 
plaoes are utilised by the nomads os winter quarters. 
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Near ns there woe a large camp of tiicm. They hoilil 
a waJl of aigols round the went Edrloe of the luutB ua a 
protection against the jiroviuling nv'ind, nnrl make 
sheep-pens of the some materiul. Outsitle each tent 
several large stadES of it wore to he soon. F sent 
over to coll the hoadmun and ask for trniisitoK ; in 
rejdy a yonth eame, who siiul that the lieailniuu livcil 
half a day’s march distant, luid witliuut an order from 
him nothing could bo done, Imt ho would Find out- 
and bring on answra boffme inumiiig. f asked hun if 
this country was under Uhina or Ijliiim ; he said that 
wo wore now in Ohiuose lunitory, and Uiat the 
inhabitants worn in no way uudttr tlio Deva Zliuiig. 

Tho sun WON losing mndi of its jsiwer, and even 
in the day-titno t(‘a iMinrod inl4» a eiip froxe very 
cjuickly, 

IMh Nawmlbert IW . — As in the evening I 

hod discovored that it was all a fabrication almut the 
headman living half a da/s march distant, but tliat 
in roalily ho only lived a milo off, when day F»mko 
we moved over and, pitching our eump beside his, 
sent a man to call him ; a youth, who tnmod out to 
bo his son, oumo over, Imt I feigned anger at the big 
man’s not coning himself, and refused to irctat with 
the youth. lie deported modi eowial, and Hut head- 
man himself qniekly ap|)oaiod. After Itoiug seated 
in my tent ho asked to see tho passport, and wlien it 
WHS inodnoed boeome quittt friendly, and pmmiiwd 
txaiuport and guidoB to tho next hoadmaa’s tents. Ue 
eould not rood a word ; thetoforo an old newspaper 
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or bill would cqucdly woU have poBSod muator. 1 
tried to moke an arrangement with liim for trails- 
port and guidoB as fiir (u Ta Clum Ln, bnt althongli 1 
ofiGarod good pay he would hove nothing to uay to it, 
though ho said he would bo glad enough to HU])ply 
caziiage free aa fsT os his district wont, and that all 
the way to Ta Chen Lu tho hoiulnuai, of whom tliero 
wore 1hirtjy>nino, would do tho fuuna Tho fact was 
that ho was rather shy of getting into trouhlo for 
having dealings with strangers, but at tho somo tisnt 
was anxious to soo us out of his domains. After a 
pretty long sojouni in tho East 1 don’t htwtato to 
rank tho Tibotaus os lioxs abuvo oil pooplo I have mot. 
Erum about a dozen men 1 asked tho iionin of this 
place, and roouivod a dilForont answer in (suili case. 
The right uomo X am inclined to think is Atuk 
Thomor, as that was what it was oidlod by pofiplo 
two stages 1)aok. 

HOUh JfumHber, CVft/i/; ffJ ; Hi nulcn, 

— Thu immiisud yaks did nut turn up until al)Out 
9 AM., which involved rather n lato start Tho 
going all day was exoeodingly bod, os tho whulu 
country was covered, oknost to tho Hunimits of tlto 
hills, with tusHodey gnus, with a hole nmuil oach 
tussock about a foot doop. 

The four Dova Zhang’s men were very anxious to 
leave us, os they saul the Uiato (Ohiuose subjitcts) 
hud threatened to out off their heads for luringing 
Enroposns into tho oouutcy, but I refused to lot them 
go, as their proBouco in tho camp woe a proof that 
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tliiugB luid been amicably nrrangerl with tlic LbtiMi 
anthoiitieB ; and boaulcs the 1)ond wub thiit tlu‘y wen* 
to be diedbotged on onr loadiiiig Ta Clicii Lii iiml not 
befora 

In tho night our only xninininni tlicmomctci' wim 
broken by a yak. It was n great low, and the only 
way left to oacortaiii how low tbo tliomu 1010101' went 
woB to look at an ordiiuuy 0110 jiwt lN>fnro Huiiriw 
OYoty morning. 

Sl«t Ntyoember, Ormtft tUi 
— OcoNsing a auiall pmu, and doaoending tho ImnI of 
a Mtrooui, wo roaoliod thu luawlijiuirtcm of miothor 
iiomoda’ district. Tho puiiHung, or hradnuiii, raiiiio 
over to fKHi tiH, and itnaniaod to niuki* all arninga* 
meuts for oarriago on. After I'oturuitig t4> Ida tent 
ho sent a proaoiit of a ]HulfuI of milk, which waa \'cry 
aoooptablo laith na an uiiwontod luxury and aa a 
proof of his gCKKl>will. AoiNinUng to him iliara won* 
two rowls to Ta Chon Ln ; one, thn mom northerly, 
went by Qyakundo, and tho other through (ihianulo 
and Bathang. At Ta Chon Lu thc‘mt wt>rc KuroiMtun 
xnocehantB and misfdonarioH, who had built bouwiN 
with glam windows. 

slfSnd Nbmnher, Chmj* Oft ; B Jivi. 

■~>Tn tho morning tho |NUiNang turned up, hringing 
six yaks, and upologisuig for tho delay in hringing 
tho restk os they wore gnudiig at a phioo somo diatiiiuio 
cdF, An I suspoetod, it was only a jdaii to delay us. 
Wo loaded tho six yaks, and loft soaut gnuii and 
taampa in oibaxge of a oouplu of mon to bo brougiit on 
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afterwards. There waa one thing in the poiuiang^B 
&youi : he was the only Tibetan who had given 
information flavonied with a probability of eoutiiiii- 
ing a certain amonnt of truth. 

The metliod employed to reduce on iutractahlo yak 
to Bubmuaion was for two men to each Hoizo a horn 
and jerk outwards with oil the strength they could 
muster; every jerk it looked os if tlio boms would 
port turn their Hodeets, but no such colamity huiiiieuod, 
and on being released the animal was (juitc cowed, and 
stood perfbotly still to allow himself to bo loaded. 

Alxmt two miles after starting wo crossed a well- 
worn rood, which runs from Lhasa to Siring, with 
a Inanch going over the Dang La pass. The country 
was fiiirly thiddy populated, ond, so fiur as wo had 
soon in Ohineso Tibet, the population was thicker 
thou in independent Tibet But of course the roasfm 
was that since leaving the Deva Zhang's frontier we 
hod IsMm gradually dcseondhig, and cons(M|uoutly the 
country had been becoming more habitable. The 
things loft behind were brou^it on in the aftomooii 
with a message from the pausong tliat if wo had luiy 
difficulties about getting yaks wo shouhl seise them and 
boat the people if th^ objected What is known in 
India as sttbhunkMrti is evidently not unknown in 
Tibet 

The headman of the place wo had oxiivod at paid 
us a visit, presenting, in addition to the inevitable 
khatog, or scarf of greeting, some milk. IlepKonised 
to supply yaks in the morning. As I had heard that 
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thero were many thieves abontk X impressod ujion him 
that he would be held reqionsildo for luiythiii^ 
stolen. He did not like tlio idea, Imt sooinod to ]n<»k 
upon it as just. 

A grateful patient who had Ixion phymokod by JJr. 
Thorold presented some butter of really cxcselluut 
quality, a great treat after the rancid filth wu had 
been occuKtomod to. 

E^rd Nowmbfv, 04 ; 10 Miltv, 

— The promised yaks turned up bofi>ro daylight^ ao 
there was no need to put into execution tlm {Mtisang 
of Memar Atnk’s advice about l)ciitiiig the priuci|Ni! 
iuliabitaiita. The road ran over peaty ground inoKt 
of the way, and then down t«» a riv<»r tluit wiut only 
just fiirdable. When the siiowh are incltjng it iniMl 
bo quite im^NMiHalilo. Another puny gave np and boil 
to be shot ; it was becoming a regular routine priu- 
tioo liaving to shoot one, and somotinioH more, eveiy 
day. On the rood some wolf •traps were imwho( 1. 
They consist of a hollow dug out under the ground. 
The mouth is closed by a board, which if pressed 
upon gives way, thus lehsasiDg a stone whicdi 1dght(»w 
a noose placed round the nock of the hole. 

Wolves are a regular soourgo in those partly com- 
mitting groat depr^iions amongst the fiocks, tiio 
solo wealth of the poojdo. 

Tlie way the camp-fbllowois proceeded on the 
Anatio motto of "Never do your work if you 
oan get somebody dee to do it,** was strikingly 
oxomplifiod. Loading up, striking tents, ouUeetiug 
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fiiel, or wliateyer else was to be done, they invambly 
mnoagod to induce eome Tibetan who had come to 
gasse at the stcanger to aaaut, — a {dan that had luy 
heaitieBt support as discouraging curiosily and accelciv 
ating work. 

S4th> November, Camp DC’, 10 mUee, 14,02B feet. 
— ^The four Tibetans supplied by the Lhasa iiooplo 
were clamouibig to be allowed to letum, saying they 
were certain to have their heads cut off by Giiiiosc 
subjects if tlioy went ou any &rthor ; but I had heard 
too much about the decapitation bushioHS. It luid 
become a cry of wolf, and had ceased to bo impres- 
aivc, BO they were told it was in the bond that they 
were to go to Ta Gheu Lu, and to Ta Chon Lu they 
wouhl have to go. 

Having assomlilod all the princi|)al irdiabitants, 
I tried to get some infoimatioQ out of them about 
the road and country, lint it was no use. They pfo- 
fessod ignorance and told lies, leaving mo us wise as 
over, but they loomisod to supply carriage ou in tlio 
morning, which was a matter of much more moment 
than obtaining the infbrmation. 

However, later in the evening it was discovered 
that, owing to my having spoken civilly to them — a 
great mistake dealing with either Chinese or THietans 
— thqr htul got a bit above themselves, and had lieeii 
tolling the men that had come with us, ** You brooglit 
these foreigners into the country ; yon con toko thorn 
where you like, but they will got no help from us." 
1 at once summoned them and ipoke to them, 
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par iiimilaT care to avoid my farmer orrur of too much 
politeness. The result vros that the yaks aud poiiius 
previously promised wore hroug'ht in within a conj^ile 
of hours. It is a long time before one thorouglily 
understands what a mistake it is over to bo polite, or 
assume any affectation of friondliness, with Tibetans 
or dunesu. Even after being taught by eximrioiicu* 
the folly of it, I have uucottHaiously often treated 
them with oouitesy and uouHidt^mtiou, only to find in 
return that, while possibly sliowing politoness out- 
wardly, they would lay tliemsolves out to novertjy 
degrade one in the eyes of tlie people by iusnlts so 
for-rctelied os ofhui to be quite uiqswiiivod at tlin 
time, nnd would invariably ntaiingit to sbuflla out of 
any compact. By taking a high toius civility, and ns 
much honesty as tiioir natures are capable, (»f, am 
iuBurod. 

Nowikbfrf Qmji UO ; tR jWt, 

— Wo rose very early intending to make a long 
march, but much sooner than wa expected orrivsil at 
Nakohu fiatuk, where the big man, who was to give 
us tauuq^rt, rosidod. As soon as touts wore pitchwl, 
I sent a oaravon driver to call him ; in rmjMinse a 
man came over, and, apologising for tlie great man's 
absoneo, said he was acting for him, and wouht isi 
happy to do anything we wanted. 1 usktsl for 
oarrioge and guidM, to which ho nulled tliat tlio men 
who had brought us, oooording to Uio custom of the 
country, should toke us a few miles farther on, and 
that feom that place ho would bo responsible; and 
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that if we went thece in the morning he would have 
evuiTthing teady, ao that wo could change the loads 
from one lot of MiTnalw on to another, ond there 
would he no delay. I agreed to this, exhorting him 
not to fril in his promise, and ho dei>arted, protesting 
that if we did not find the animals waiting for us we 
would bo at liberty to cut off bis head. But, alas, he 
protested too mudi 1 

Two Tibetans came riding past the camp. [ told 
one of the men to call them, but they rode off as hard 
as their ponies could go. The fear of strangers seems 
universal in tliose pturts, and is not only extended to 
foreigners, but all Tibetans seem frightened of oodi 
other. 

UOth Nornnher^ Oamp 07 ; 7 tmUut, J4,4G0 fifU 
— Got up in the morning before dawn, wishing to 
moke an early start, and proceeded to awake the 
comp. It was bitterly cold, and aovenil indies of 
snow lay on the ground, so it is not to bo wondered 
at that no one showed any foverish haste in respond- 
ing to the calL Tho Hindustoui cook comfortably in 
bod oalled out from the iiudde of a tent that lie was 
up and getting things ready ; holf-on-hour afterwards, 
hearing nothing, I looked in and found ho had gone 
off to deep again. I. thoroughly awoke him that 
time. 

Wo started just as the sun was getting up, but 
tho combination of snow and tussodiy grass was very 
bod going, and it was midday boforo wo xeaohed the 
place where we were to bo mot by tho relief of 
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baggage animals; but on aniyal tbme, instead of 
seeing the animals, we found out loudly-piotosting 
fciend with a squad of women doaring the snow away 
from a place for us to pitch our tents in. WheuIaHkoil 
about the yaks, he said that there were two other 
headmen in the place, and as yet they had not sent 
their quota, but they would arrive soon, and in the 
meanwhile we had bettor halt for the day ; though 
much annoyed, tliorc was nothing to do but tiequic'scp. 
At least a thousand yaks wore to Ik) seen, but ho said 
they were all milk ones, mul in eonllrnmtioti tlmreof 
gave us a poilfol of milk ; he nlso was good enough 
to give us a couple of Hacks of diy aigolH. With 
the ground covered with miow it would have lieon 
imposHiblo to got any for ountelviis, ho wo felt duly 
giatefiil for his thoughtfuliiesa During the day 
the snow showed no signs of melting; tliero is no 
doubt it was rather too late in the scawm to bo at 
those altitudeSk As the aftenumu was jauwing with* 
out any signs of the dofoultiiig headman or tlioir 
animals, I sent Kalliok to look for them, ami find out 
whether they really meant to lot us have animals or 
not By nightfoll ho htul not rutnnied, and 1 iMcomo 
uneasy alwnt him, but there was nothing to bo done 
as the night was vary dark, and it wouhl liavo been 
useless to start to look for him with only a genenil 
idea of the dirooidon in which ho hod gone. 

S7lh Afouemher, (3bn^> m ,* 17nulait 14,9110 /ht, 
—When wo got up in the morning, then wera still 
no signs of Kalliok, and 1 was meditating cm the 
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adTuabilily of startiiig to follow up his trades in tho 
snow, when some yolEs and ponies were poroei^ 
on a hiU-side being driren towards the camp. On 
getting a fiold-glasB to bear, Ejillidc was discovered 
to be with them. 

When he arrived in oomp ho said that tho head- 
man’s tent was a long way off, and when ho got thoro 
every one was in bod ; however, by dint of shouting, 
they were aroused, and tho headman coming to the 
door began epoaldng in a most haughly manner, 
asking, “ Who ore you and what do you wont hero? 
You slian’t get any assistauco hrom me, and tho sooner 
you get out of the country the better for yonr> 
sdves.” To this was added a lot of abuse. KoUick’s 
fatiA was bluff ; at that game ho was a matcli for any 
Tibetan. They appeared to have had a regular com- 
petition in xirofimity, tho result being a total victory 
for Kollksk, and tho prodnotion of tho Miimiila. 

Soon after starting, wo struck a broad trail loading 
to LIumo, on whidi wo mot numbors of Tiljotons 
taking yaks laden witli butter to marimt 

Our ponies woro absolutoly fawniaTiing^ and Ix^fan 
eating any filth found on tho rood. Sovoral of them 
knoednd up; it was heart-breaking having to abandon 
or shoot animals that hod done ns such good service, 
but whenever we happened to be near a tent 1 gave 
any animal that had no ohance of getting on to tho 
inhabitants in tho hqpo that with cate they might 
bring it round. 

Our barley had nearly mu out ; only enough for 
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two nwiiLn feeils xomaincd, lint it wun Hpan <mt by tlio 
addition of tfiampa, of whidi we hod a fair wnpply, mid 
moro was piocurablu. 

iVotw/iftf'i*, CSswMp iifi ; M feet. 

— K olondy night, during wbiidi one laniy died; 
daring the day snow fell, thus making the (diuiicuH of 
the ponies getting any gRisH worse than ovtw. For* 
tunatoly, at the iilono whore wc aiin]K‘d there arus a 
sort of wood growing 011 a steep Isink where tlie snow 
eould not And a footing; there was not mutdi of it, 
Init enough to give them a scanty feetL The only 
elmtK'O of any of them living hiy in the hope of our 
roaeliing a less inhospitable isnintry within the next 
few days. The cook ilid not amve in eiiinp with us, 
HO I sent two nicMi Isiek t<o hsik for him ; they ndiirned 
reporting no signs of Iiitii, so I si>nt oiftwo iiu»re men, 
giving tliem some Assl and all our a'ine, eonHisling 
of about a couple of glnsses of |H>rt which vrere ki^pt 
in the medieino eliost in (wso of onu^rgeney. 

Next morning tiiera wore still no signs of Iho 
missing man, and tlie men who lind gene to look for 
liim hod not returned ; however, nlsnit 2 p.m. they 
all turned up. The cook’s story was tlwt he had Ikk'Ii 
following Isdtiml the earaviui when his {smy lay down 
and died ; ho hail tried to imtch up tlie earavati on 
A)ot« Imt was too weak, so hail sat down and iMissed 
the night on the hill-side. Fortunately ho hail a 
shoopHkin robe, a Mimket, and tlie tliick padded 
sadilliHiloth tliat was on the pony, otherwise ho would 
MMurodiy have perished. As it was, his ssoeping 
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without beizig froat-bitten was a marvel, os it was a 
wind 7 night and some little time after day had broke 
the thermometer stood at 2". 

During the night I had taken observationB for 
latitude — a terrible business fiddling about tho 
screws of a very small theodolito with numbed 
fingers. The taking of observations all along was 
a great tax, and I did not get nearly as many as I 
should have liked to, as sometunes for days and oven 
wedfs together the sky was obscured, or tho wind 
was so strong that a lamp would not bum. As we 
were always marching in the day>timo, it was im- 
possiblo to toko solar observationa 

SdUi November, Camp 100 1 SS 14,0B0 
fseL — ^Very rough travdling all day over a country 
much cut tqp by ravines in which there were small 
streams running into a larger one, called tho Lumng 
Qhn, whidi had a general south-east direction. 
Throe days* mardi down it there is said to bo a 
country called Bong, in which troes are found; it 
is very possible, os on tho moroh many liushos wore 
soon, which lobkod as if wo wore going to come to 
trees soon. 

On the road I shot a bear; tho genus Unw are 
not, as a rule, renowned fbr intelligence, but this 
was the biggest fool I have ever seen. Whoa 
discovered. Dr. Thorold and myself with our ponies 
were full in his sight, about 200 yards off, with 
the wind blowing straight towards him. I fired 
a shotk tho bullet going close over his back, but ho 
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only lookeil up, aurl thou quiotly fitntiniioil hitt wuiroli 
for food, appaxoutly quite uumove«1 ; linu'uvur, oiiit 
through hifl back awl auutli(‘r th»nigh Ithi hip 
dispoBod of him. Thu fact ia they are nccuritomud 
to BOO Tibotans, who aro vury friglitiaiuil of tliuiii; 
and uuliko the blank buck of Tiidin, they havn not. 
loamt to diBcriminato botwuoii BuiviiicniiK awl iiutivuH. 
Tlio guidufl told UH ihny ortcii ultookud peoplo — 
mauling them about thu fiuai in lint aaino way that 
tho Himalayan blank buant do. 
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Ut jDecem&rr, Ckm^ JOl i 0 n^XleUt ISfilO feel; 
DniJi Sun JDotuf Oontf. — A long but ooay oscont to 
tlio top of tho Tag La pass, on whioli woa an **obo"’' 
gaily deooiated with bright-eoloDxed laga and flags, 
on which wcote pxinted pzayata. On loadiing it 
tho Tibotons all dioutod, and then foil to mnttoiring 
prayon os hand as they could The deaoent was 
mostly OTQV snow, and was vozy sto^ ; some of the 
yahs and panics foil, bnt» manroUous to zolate, in 
Gvacy case their fall fortunately was azzosted befcoo 
they got fiir. Looking at the dosoont either from 
above or below, it appealed that if any animal 
slipped, nothing would stop him until ho had gone 
aovezal thousand feet ; and what would be the ihto of 
a theodolite and other instnunonts on tho bock of an 
animal taking a flight through qpaoo of that distance 
and landing on jagged rooks! Aflnr getting over, we 
congratnlatod onzsolves on having crossed from the 
side wo did; had our fate led ns to cross ficom 

^ Hlei of rianM ufnammitod vifh nggod flag* flmiid oB fho 
naata of Oill tho pcinaipal paMaa la Tilmt 
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the other, the steep snowy side, the puss w'onld huvo 
been a yeiy tconUeBozne obstacle. After leaving the 
snow, we entered a xuinow volley, in whidi a hcnl of 
bturhd were gcasijig, and some distiuioo off, in some 
scrub jun^o, I caught a glimpse of animals uncom- 
monly like pwoJ (Himalayan chamois, Nmionimhw 
fjoral)^ but as it was a considerable distanrso and they 
were not long enough in siglit to (pvo mo n chance 
of using a field-gloss, they might possibly have been 
musk-dcor->an aninud one would moro naturally 
oipoot to moot — but 1 rmuombor distiuctly at the 
time thinking that they wore not musk-deer. 

Taming to the south, down the valley of tlio Hok 
Chu, tlie monastery nr gombit of 'IVuk Kun Dong 
Ck>ng suddenly came in sight, iientlied on iui isolated 
rock. On apjivoaching it, tlio villagu — a uiisi'rable 
eoUcction of mud huts clustered at tiie foot of the 
rock—- was seen. The whole tiling exemidifies well 
the state of offiiits in Tibet; the eomfbrtablo stately 
monastery in whioh the woUribd, wdl-drosaed, priestly 
craft reside, and the miseraldo huts ocenitied by the 
poverty-strioken peosantt, soul and body the slaves 
of the monks, erouohiug at the foot. The only chance 
of redemption fior Tibet lies iu foraigu intotoouno, 
and against such intercourse Ijomas and dhinese will 
fight tooth and nail, well knowing that in the one 
ease the iron rod with wliioh thiqr rule the people 
would shiver in thdr hands onco foreigners apiiesced, 
and that in the other the ononnous tmde in tsdgs 
and waste fidiage dignified with the name of tea 
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would cease the day that free communicatbn with 
the gaideus of Assam and Dogiling was thrown 
open. 

On first aightiTig the monastery no such thoughts 
crossed oui minds, but sim^y pure joy at coming 
across the sight of a Aoum once more after seeing 
nothing more substantial than nomads^ tents for so 
long ; the joy was heightened by some cultivation, 
and the only thing wanting to make the scone com- 
plete was trees. They were, doubtless, to bo found 
somewhere dose by, as amongst some fud sent us 
were bits of what I took to be Junipenui easceha. 

After wo hod pitched our camp a man came over 
from the monastory to oak who we were and what wo 
wanted ; but as he was evidently a man of no rank, I 
sent him off, saying that if the headman of the place 
oared to oome over, I should be ddightod to have a 
tdk with him, but I was not going to bo eross- 
ozaminod I7 every casnd understrapper. This had 
the desired effijct, and the big man speedily oame 
over, apologismg most profoady for his subindinato’s 
conduct^ and hoping that I was not angry. I told 
him I was not angry, but when businoBS had to be 
done between two men, it was much bettor done 
without the intervention of a third party. He then 
adeed the usual questions as to where wo had come 
ftom and whore we were going, suddenly breaking 
off to ask our ages. On being told, ho was mudh 
astonished at our youth, as, in common with most 
orientals not aoeustomed to meet Earqpoaus, ho could 
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not distingoidi between a iiiir and a gray np])oaT- 
anee. 

After that, I asked liim for transport animals, llu 
agreed to give them, and promised to send mun at 
once to collect them. Tins was very sntiHfactnry, 
and with many bows lie took his b'avc. 

Afterwards Dr. Thorold went to the monastery, in 
the hope of being allowed to gf> over it, imt was told 
that tlie only gai.e that it would Is; dignifiiMl fur him 
to enter by was one which it was fiH'biddcn to <»pim, 
08 this would h«vo the cfluoL of causing tlio Ytig La 
pass to become iiennnnently dosed. Tjumns objeol 
to the inside of their nioiiastcrieH being himmi, priii- 
oiiMilIy, L think, on luicount of ii not umudunil disin- 
clination to allow the wetdilt they conluin bi>ing 
known. 

Bound the monastery, and on the walls and 
ohimiuiys of piivate houses, Uio horns f»f the Hhoor 
U'ohu, or IMlsitun stag, wore to Is) seen. Tho natives 
said that they wore to Ira found in ^mn, Nakehu and 
on the road to Gyakundo, and that they live just 
above tho trew lino, not in tlie forewts with which tho 
lower parts of tho hills are doUicd. 

»mI DecrmiiWf Ctmjt ton f tfi wUm, fM, 
■—In tlie morning a iraor misorablo-loriking Iraggar, 
dressed in tags, emno to our touts und salutiKl mo 
witli tho Mahomoilan salutation of mfwm (Unkim 
(peooo bo with you t), JMudi ostouislied, 1 gave tho 
xoi>ly, itftdfihim m mktam (anil with you Ira penira t), 
and calling to a caravan driver to intor|irott iwkeil 
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who he was. He said he was a dhinese Massuhnan, 
and had come into the coantiy in the service of a 
mandarin ; hut they had been attacked by robbers. 
The others had managed to escape, but ho hod been 
tnlmTi prisoner. A&ec plundering him of everything, 
cvon to the dothea on his back, the robbers hod 
rdoaaed him, ond ever since ho hod 
been sabeisting on the Tibetans’ 
obority, but was very anxious to get 
out of the country. I told him that 
if ho came with us, ond wos willing 
nMBrAM uMh work, he would receive food and 

olothus. He joyfully assented and was promptly en- 
listed. 


Soon afterwards the headman turned up, bringing 
a present of fbur sheep, a brick of tea, a little gur, 
some butter, and a small piece of very inferior 
European doth. In return I gave liim some coxal, 
a Ktislinuj' cup, two silk lioudkorchiofis, some clotli, 
and ten rupees. Ho demurred a good deal to taking 
thoni, on the score that it was not right to take any- 
thing from a guest, and wo wore guests in the country. 
It was all jdayfor the gallery; his aeruplos were 
easily overcomo. 

Wo mode a very late starts as the promised yaks 
did not tom up till midday, and it was another hour 
befbre they were all loaded up. There arotwo biidgas 
over the river at this plaoe, one of the pattern com- 
mon in die Himalayas, consisting of a succession of 
beams weighted down with stones stiddng out from 
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the ban]^ the lowest onos being the shoTtest and the 
top ones meeting. The other was made of iron chains 
fonned of very long linhs without any cross bar. 
Both were out of repair, so we crossed on the ioo. 

The route lay up a Talley caBod Ita, in whidi 
there is a river as large as the Tweed at Mclrostt, 
flowing into the Sok Ghu. Owing to tlio late start, 
the sun was setting before we liad eurerod 15 miles 
and readied the camx»ing ground. 

•9r(2 IhKvmZief', Chm^ 10ft: 0 nuZes, Itt^OO fwi. 
— k very easy march to a place where there were a 
few huts situated dose to the gumlia or muuustury of 
Paohung. These huts were built of stone, flat-inofiNl, 
and of a very substaiitiul ty^iou From this phuio 
two roads lunuidiwl, one a noriliitrii one and the other 
a soutliem one. Tlie evuloiiee was most conllietiiig as 
to which of them was the liettor. The potiplo tliut 
hod come from Tank Hun Dong (long niainttuiied 
that Uie northern one was the liotter, and when put on 
oath, studk to it ; while tlto peo^ile hero were as ready 
to fxedy swear that the nortliein route was almost 
imptaotioalile, and the southern one was oxcdlont, 1 
do^od to bditive the people on the spot, Ibr two 
reasons — one was that I thought it very prolNible dial 
the Tsuk Hun Dong Gong jtooplo had been told by 
tho monks to try and induce us to keep os fiir away 
firam Lhasa territory as posaihlo, tho odior, that both 
parties allowotl that wild yak and kiang won found 
on tho northern route— « ioEt which pointed to gnat 
elevation and intense ooldL 
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4^ December, Camp 104: 7 males, 1S,82B feet . — 
The Take that we had been promised the pieTions 
evening did not tom up in the morning, but while 
we were broak&sting, the headman appeared, and 
approaching with miony genufloctionB, presented the 
usnal scarf of greeting, and in addition a brick of tea 
and a piece of clotli. Ho was a much mom courtly old 
gontlemau than most of his doss, and after being seated, 
said ho hoped wo had not safiered many liardships on 
the mod; to whicli I relied that although it liad 
been very unplottsont on the Gbong, now that we hud 
arrived amongst a frieudly people, our troubles were 
forgotten. Wo luid more of the same stylo of profit- 
aide and edifying conversation, but at lost 1 got liirn 
to bnHiuoHB, and he said the inYmiisod yaks had been 
sent for and might arrive any minute. He also was 
kind enough to promise to send on on order that 
uv(>iything might lie ready for ns at the next stage. 
However tlu^ did not oirivo until about one o’dock, 
when wo continued our journey up the some volley, 
wlueb is fairly thickly populated, the people living 
piutly in houses and partly in tents. 

Rih, Deeemim, Camp lOR; HR miles, 14,000 feet, 
—Though a long moteh, it was by no moans a tire- 
some one, as wo did it very comfortalily. The yaks 
wore all loaded in the dar^ and with the first streak 
of light wore started ; then wo hod our Inookfust, and 
the cooking things wore sent off. On our x>onieB wo 
cauglit up the caravan, and passing it, came to a 
slioltorod sunny ravine in wliieh we hod tea, and then 
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thiowing oanelves down, smoked the pipe of peace, 
while the caravan came np and passed on. .After 
allowing it to get well ahead, we monnted and 
followed, catching it up just as the camping ground 
was readied. 

Two tents had been pitched for us, a lot of fiid 
collected, and tho inhabitants bowing and stidung 
outtheiT tongues wdeomed us, while tho chief amongst 
them come forward with a scarf of greeting, l^e 
pansong of Ita had evidently been as good as his 
word in regard to sending on a letter directing that 
we diould bo treated with honour. 

This wiiB a moat agreeable change after travelling 
through u country in whidi every stronger was re- 
garded not only as a possilde, but a very invbablo 
(memy. Those people wore anxious to know in what 
way they might bo of usn, and liusUed round, hdp- 
ittg to unload animals, pitching tents, and lighting 
fires. Tho dimoto had also become mudi milder, 
which added oonaiderably to tho amenities of tmvd- 
ling. During the nif^t the thermomotor did not go 
below aero, and there was little wind ; it aoemod as 
BO far as wo oursdvoa wore ooncomed, the worst 
was over; but tho poor ponies were still sufTeting ; 
two having died on fho maieh. Tho appearance of tho 
oountiy had ontirdy ohnngod, stoop valleys and snowy 
peaks toldzig tho place of tho low rounded hills that 
booomo monotonous to the travdler on the high 
plateaux 

Wo got into camp about 4 f . ii ., and as tho 
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nativea saidtheie were beaoB about, Dr. Thorold went 
out to look for one ; he saw no bean but was luoby 
enough to find a herd of six Shoa-u-chu stags, and 
killed one and wounded another; so we decided to 
holt for a day in order to follow up tho wounded one, 
hoping some more would also be found. Dr. Thorold 
hod a long day’s trodcing in the snow before eonung 
on tho wounded one he was after, but ho got 
it all right r trudgc'd about the whde day over 
hills covered with bushes and a foot of snow, without 
oven seeing tho tracks of one ; so 1 fancy they are 
pretty rare.

— ^Troos at hist As wo descended tho valley, wo 
found tlio sides wdl clothed with frwim, 

many of them of Inigo siso ; tlio whole caravan v'oro 
delighted ; since leaving tho Indus volley in June 
we h(ul not soon a single tree, niul it soomod now as 
if our troubles wore over. With water in tho valleys 
ami fuel that tho snow could not hido on the hill- 
sidoe^ there was nothing to fear. 

A new lot of bixds were also to bo soon; tho 
ravens hod disappoarod, and in their place tho 
equally ruffianly magpies wore hopping alraut^ while 
water ousels and robins wore plenla^ 

Tho comp tents were jdtehod JGui ns ; thc^ were 
of tho ordinary Tibetan pattern, made of rough black 
sacking, on extremely porous moteiiol, and os they 
were uncommonly ragged, having hdes big enough 
lor a man to crawl through, except for tho honour 
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and gloiy of tho thing, one might aa well have boon 
in the open. The one in which I alopt had a furze 
bnah thrust into the biggest hole — a poor protootiou 
against a Tibetan wind. 

As we arrived early. Dr. Thorold and myaolf, 
taking a couple of Tibetans with us, went out to look 
for stags, but fiiiled to find any. 

8 tk DeoenJbeTf Comqt 107 ^ JUcIueuIo; US ttuYf's, 
13JSSB JteL — ^Befinro we lofl^ the pansong turned up 
and asked for a letter, stating that ho hod given our 
party oU the assiatauee required. 1 did ao, and ho 
insisted on my annexing my seal to it. Ho then 
began a long story about how the ueJf^bouring 
ponaanga wore a grade highor in rank tlian ho was, 
and what an iujustioo it wuc^ and would I uao my 
influouco to luvvo it romoiliodlf It was no two 
explaining that J was not tlio donor of rank in tluiao 
parts; ho insisted upon it thut^ when I rooohed 
China, I hod only to say the word and ovoxything 
would be rectified. Another of hia grievuncos was 
that tho Dova Zhung^s pooplu wore continually 
onoroabhing and soiaing tonitoiy that by rights 
bclongod to Chinese subjoets in his district; two 
valh^ had thus boon ounoxod It was no use 
appealing to tho Ambon at Lhasa, as he was oom- 
plotely in the ha nd s of the Tibetans, and noitluur 
could nor would do anything. The mystorious 
power that Asiatics in out-of-the-way places attributo 
to Europeans is a curious study, and aooounts for 
the suooeas that has often attended odventurots. 
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From this jdace a road runa south through a place 
called Gya Bong, in whidi there axe said to be 
Chinese shc^, and rejoins the Ghiamdo road, two 
mardies further on; it was said to be much easier 
than the one we elected to take os beLag the ahortest. 

0th DecembeTt Camg^ 108^ Ptsta SaniAo; SI miZea, 
10,SSB feet . — ^Tho Biehondo people said that on this 
march there were two passes, both very difficult; 
there cortainly were two passes, but no ono aceas< 
tomod to the passes of tho VITostern Himalayas would 
for a moment eonsidor thorn difficult. At Pata 
Samdo, whidi is situated on tho banks of tlio Mo 
Chu, there wore a fsw houses, outside ei whidi thoro 
were sooilbldings decorated with hay made into ropes 
to bo used os fodder for the animals when the ground 
was under snow. Tho poc^ cemtrasted very un- 
fovourably with those wo hod left behind in tho Ita 
vulh^; in insolonco and in«j[uisi1ivono8s they woro 
nearly os Imd os thdr Ohinoso brethren. Tho dder 
men apparently hid thomadvcf^ and tho younger 
ones displayed a mixtuxo of affected good-followahip 
and buffooneiy that was nothing but shoot insolonco. 
Dignity, whi^ is so marked a fbaturo in most 
orientals, was utterly wanting. To odd to tho 
amenities of travd, as tho oonntiy become more 
dvilisod, beggars appeared pestering us at ovciy 
camp. 

For some mysterious reason they seemed deter- 
mined to hide £com us oil informataon about the 
sport to bo got in tho country ; ono man was tdling 
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a caravaa driver riiat there vote many beats 
about, when another man coming up said, “Don’t 
tdl him anything about them.” The original 
qpeaker then in the moat barefaced manner denied, 
all he had said, and promptly swore there was not 
a bear in the country, and all subsequent inquiries 
were met by the invariable negative Mari, How- 
ever, we determined to holt for a day, in order to 
give the ponioa a rest) and q>ond it looking for game. 

The first thing to do — after announcing our 
intention of halting in any case, so that there could 
1)0 no posaiblo ineentivo to lie, in the hopes of 
making us move on — was to make inquiries, holding 
out hopes of substantial rewards bring forthcoming 
in tlio event of game liring sliown. Wo certainly 
tliought tbo idea of reward luul done tlio needful, os 
some men came forward and [iromised to idiow us 
stags, and it was dearly ozidaiued to them that we 
did not want and would not fire at musk-deer ; they 
soid th(^ understood, and would show us stags. 
Dr. Thordd then started down tho valley witli a 
oouplo of men, and I started up, passing some 
scattered hamlets, out of wlueh some big dogs mdiod 
barking and snapping; that tlio art of throwing 
stones had boon neglected in my edneation was a 
Bouroo of much n^gret. Having learned by oxperi- 
eneo that stones did not pay, I armed mysdf with 
a powerful oudgd; and it was fortunate I did so^ 
as on approaohing tho next hamlet a pack rushed 
out, headed a brute tho porfbet imago of a wolf. 
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He differed firom the others in having a fixed de- 
termination to nuke his charge good, and came tight 
in on me ; hat a cat across the snoat as he made a 
qning reduced his acdoor, and as we puisned our way 
his howls reverberated through the valley. 

When we reached the head of the main valley, 
the goides turned up a aTnall side one, in which there 
were some huts and obviously no stags. 1 told them 
that this nullah could not possibly hold stags; they 
said, "Certainly it docs not, but there are plenty 
of musk-door." What was to Ije done with'poq)lo 
of that sorti Bofino leaving comp it hod boon 
carefully orplainod to thorn that 1 did not want, 
and would not fire at, mask-door, and they had 
fidthfhUy promisod to take mo to stag ground, and 
now tliey denied the wholo thing. I rotumod to 
oomp and wont in for onotlier cross - oxamination. 
Most of the pooplo said that stags only camo in 
summor, and at this time of year there won none 
anywhon near, but one man said ho know a valley 
not fiir off in whudi tluno might bo some. Dotor- 
minod not to loayo a stono ontumod, 1 startod o£^ 
taking two mon with mo. On reaching it wo followed 
it up as &r as tho unbrbkon snow, without seeing 
anything oxcopt a musk-door, wliieh 1 rofiuod to 
fin at Just when tho vegetation ondod wo sat 
down, lit a fin and had somo tea, after wbioh we 
ntracod our stq» to camp, getting in just at dork, 
not having oven soon a stag’s tracks ; they must be 
Bomewhoro, but when tho natives either cannot or 
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will not giyo any asBiatanco, it takes timo tii find out 
whero that snmowhero is, and timo is jnst tlio thinp; 
above all otbora wo could iiut affnni to wosto; the 
middlo of Docomlior was lato to 1ki amungst tlicso 
mountains. 

IHh Decernher, Camp JOP; 21 mihn, 14,1 PP 
fveL — Tho road lod through a i>ori!uct maze of 
monntainB and over two passot^ iiuitliov of w'hich, 
howovor, was very diflicnlt On tho road wo mol 
an onormuus nnnibor r>f pilgrims going to Lhasa; 
all of thorn, mon, womon, and chi1dn‘n, wore on fooli, 
with thoir liolnngings on their bneks, and very heavy 
loads thoy aiipoanxl to l)a Many of them eariitai 
flags, on whieli irmynrs wore writton, and in evory 
man's hand was a spcfir. 

Wo pitiod tJio iM)or littlo mitos of childivii, and 
woiidorod how tlioy ovor could aoconiplisli tlie long 
and didieult journoy iKiforo tliom ; but faith is a groat 
factor, and in thoir oaso wo hojiod it would romovo 
moantains. I oxpoct» if tlio truth was known, tlie 
mortality on tho road amongst thorn is sometliiiig 
ononnouiL 

110; li) tniifH, l2,0iU 
Jht — 8<m Twi» other imsses, but like the 

fonnuw onoH fiurly easy, raid thou into tho volley of 
tho So Clin, a fairly largo stroani, which in suminor 
must bo quite unfbrdablo. Tliovo wore tho nnnniiis 
of a biidgo, but qnito out of nqNur. Two dn 3 m* 
moroh up tho rivor tlioro nro said to bo jiooplo who own 
alloginncn iinithra* t.o (fhina nor IJiosa, and boyond 
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tliem is bho Cluing. The village of Son Samdu io 
situated at the junction of throe volloyR ; the hill-sides 
are covered vitii patdies of cultivation and Hmall 
hamlets, many of which ore situated very high up. 
The limit of cultivation seems gcuortilly to ho about 
1 3,500 foot 

Tliero were some Zlins, hybriils between cows and 
yaks, about, and also a largo numlter of ordinary 
cattle, n groat I'Jiango in tlio fauna. Wo numtigod to 
get some, chopped straw fur tlin ]>onioH, whii^h was a 
great tbuig, as insufiiHunt initnmuut was what was 
killing them. Once more it was deinonstratud to me 
Hint civility is tliniwn away on Tibetans. 1 asked 
Ihoni to sell sumo iirst of all, iiroinising n goinl price, 
and only received imiiertinmiee in cxclituigii. 1 tlion 
doniandeil in an iinpeiions tone that it lie sniiplied at 
uiicu; the result was that tbeir whole tone diangod, 
and it was promptly pindueoil. Thu only way to got 
things ill Tibet is by bullying, and in the inurniug, 
tlie Inst thing 1io£*i'e starting, hand ovor a liberal 
amount os payment; directly they receive payment 
they at once begin tu think you are weak and become 
imiicrtinont, so it must lie postponed till tlie last 
niumenh Ilut it must nut be Hupposed that we 
never roeolved civility in Tilait^ — os 1 have sliown, 
in Home places the people were very nice and oxcoofl- 
ingly attentive, Imb going luist tliey seem to be 
strongly infectn<l with somo of tlio worot traits in 
tbo Chinese oliai'imter, and iHohiied villagers here 
and there wero particularly bad. 
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A great misfortune happened to os in a tout 
being blown down, thus breaking a thermometer 
and leaying only one, whieh I deteimined to keep 
secordy locked up to bo only used for astronomical 
and boiling-point observations. 

ISQh Decemher, Ckmji ill; 10 mUcm . — Down 
the easternmost of the tlivee x'alluys meutiug at Huri 
Samdu a fairly broad stream flowed, ctarryiug lumps 
of ice; it was curious to see Hudi a kirgi) strutun 
flo^g in a westerly direction, but somewhere below 
Sari Samdu it must take a turn in a suutli-etwierly 
direction. 

The rood wns the first wu hod seen to which 
anytliing Iwd been done by the haiul (»f miui. The 
few roods and iniUm hithurlo come anroHS only owuil 
thoir oxistouco to Uut ofliMtt piudneud on the soil 
by the feet of men and luiimals, but hero wtw oiio 
witli evident signs of a cousidotublo amount of labour 
having been oxiioudod on it At the curves the hills 
had 1)oou dug out, and where there were fields on 
either baud it ran IsJtwoon stonu walls: hero aiul 
there it bifiireatos whore a mold or lusip of stunos 
with sacred inseriptious is mot, so us to allow jwople 
oomiug fcom oitlior direction to laws, leaving it on 
whiehovor sulo is aeoordant wiUi their belief. The 
Sari Samdu pec^lo Iraloug to tlio Pombu stait, and 
always leave one on thoir lull, thus (litrering from the 
liidakhis, who leave one on their light. They also 
tom their prayer -whoohi in tlio reverse direction. 
Tibet is a good deal split up amongst these rival 
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Bucta iA Pombu und Pindali; uftuu uuo id iu iho 
inomiug amongst people of ouo kind aud in tbu 
ovoniug amongst tlio otlicr. Tlioi'o is a good deal 
of I'ivtdry aud bad feoliug bctwoeii tbuiu. 

So for as troos wont wo wum impraviug, and 
OUT camp was a luilcli of what arc callud 
TuiigHuig iu Ludukbi aud ill iu UiuduHluui ; a Burl 
uf lir. 

A litiupu uf profumiuiuil duuoetB gavo uh a pui>- 
funnuiKc. Tlic firnl part wiih luurJi the huiuo an the 
iiiuBkud dmiRu at IleiiiiH bul without lliu iniwks. 
Tluiy begun by walking nmiid in alow tiino, Hlrikiiig 
a (Iruin aud cluuiling a niouniful dirgit, iliuii Iho time 
(piickuiiuil, tuid I'ouud aud iimud Uny wliirlud iu into 
daiiciug dui’vwh Htylo till Uiuy luul to Rtop for want 
uf bruaUi. They ihuu daiitHHl a variety of the hiuuo 
iiguro, in wliiuh onu uf them had two Hwonla in eaesh 
lunid luul tuiiiud HoiimrwudtH ; aud iu thu tliinl act, 
onu of tliein luul a fivc-Htring(>d Imujo, ou which he 
playwl a tuiiu with ruiuarkubly few uutuH iu it. After 
they luul been rewarded and hud de|)artud, anuthor 
troupe, coiiMUttiiig of two men luid a Ijoy, uat down iu 
front of Uio tonbt, tuid rmnoviug tlie covm* with much 
Holemnity, dhieluBud to view lui umbreliurlike arronge- 
mout docoratod with bright InmuIh aud lumj[)H of Ik>uo. 
This wiw slowly turned rouud, while a terribly 
mournful nouud — tuuo 1 oaiiuut call it— was given 
fortli by the eomj[Miuy; they wore hiuitily rewordod 
ouil roqwwiod to move ou. Tho reward was piu>> 
poHuly fixed ou a low Hoale to diHcouroge othon, Imt 
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still it must have boon too high, as no sooner hod 
thoy gone thou on ugly old woman took thoir place, 
and disclosiiig mmilnr parax»httinah'a, began, in the 
most unmusical voico I have ever hoard, to clioiit 
u dirge appalling in its muumluhioss ; sho also was 
hastily induced to move on, and os her song cuosud, 
we felt a loiiuf like the suddeiL uussatioii of (Kiiu.

Amn wo hurl Ivfb fijiui Stiuidu iliu four Tibotuiio of 
mnuli-vauiitod faitlifuliioHS, by tliu Lluiaa 

poiiplu to aocuiMpany ua to 'fa Cliuji Lu, managed 
to luiikd tliuir (W(‘apu, taking with thoiii olovoii jiouioR 
niul a few other imuoUHiilered trilluM. 'J’huir dufuo* 
tiuii wiiH not diNRuveml foi’ aoino time; ho they 
managed to gut a good nturt. When it wan diu- 
oovoKxl I Hunt four mraviui drivunt to follow them 
ii]), but they litui tho iM^nt of thoir purHUom, oh, 
having bo lutuiy ponioH, tlu^y w(U?e able to tide ou 
four and drive the otliont and wluuiover a ruldon 
one knocked up ih(‘y mouubNl luiotlior and aban* 
donud tho one that wiih dime u]>. Om: luou woro 
out all tliat day and tho following night, without 
MUKXwding in ovortnkiiig them. Defora giving up 
tho Hoamli they imlueed Home Tibotami liy ofTon of 
a big' roward to continue it, and thou retui'ued to 
camp miudi oxhauntod They had roeovoiod eight 
ponioH, fouml alumdonod, and lofb them at a 
'nbotau’H liuuHO to bo fed and Itrought on as Boon 
aa they had Bufiieioutly rostod to bo ablo to maroh. 
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The Tibetane who coutinuoil the eearch rumu 
upon the rleaerteis, forced thorn to abnuduu all their 
property — not only the tliroo iK>nioB bulougiiig to 
UB, but four that were Ihoir own — and take to tlio 
mountains with nothing but tho ulothes tlioy htul 
on and thoir matchlocks and swords. Misguided 
men, thi^ had been pi’omisod not oidy gttod jwy 
on reaching Ta Chon Lu, but couipouBatiun for any 
pony tlioy might loao on tho way. Now they hiul 
boon stripped of ovorything uud wero loft to wander 
in tho mountuiuH without food, niouoyi ti'iits, or 
homos, illthnugh they Iiad coiumitfod a diHiiiiet 
crimo in stouliiig tho uuimnlH, uud shown dolilienib’ 
uuraithiuluoHH, still 1 tstultl not help fueling sorry for 
tho plight they were loft in, uud hoped that by 
soiling thoir HW'onls and niutehloi'ks they wouhl 
inoliHo suiKciout to enable them to n^aoh tJieir 
hiimoH. 

Two of thorn, I lioliovo, had at one tinm douu a 
liltlo in tho CUuk£)a lino of busiuosH, moru in an 
omatour tliou profuBshmui way, and ouo of tliuni 
hat! Iioou oaught niid got olf nflor Itaving to dls- 
gorgo half his plunder, a ratlier jiisuflioiviit punish* 
mout and Boiiro(‘ly likuly to act ]K)W«‘rfiilly as a 
dotorrout. 

inth DtwmAer^ damp lUi H miietti UfHiM 

— ^Im/w -During tho night oiio iiiulo and 

two ][K)moa wore stolon. Tho ik!0]i1o triod to muko 
out that they had stcuyoil, but thoir rojies had most 
unmistakably boon out with a knifo. Tho puuios 
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w<jru uu grout lout), but luuiug thu mule was u 
Burionu matter; it wau ouu of tbo bout nuimalu iu 
tbo caravan. 

Tbo itrumisud transport was a lung timu turuiug 
ux*, BO it woft very lulo boforo vru Htorted, but tbo 
luorcb, wliicb woa u^t a volloy fairly vrull jtujtu- 
lutud, wou u abort uuc, uu it tliil uot iiuioli 
iiiuttiur. 

Tbo uiuu]) vroH at the villogu of Tiwbi Ling, oluuu 
til u inoiiiwtory jiurcliuil on u rui'k. 

Tbo puoxilu wci'u u.m>urliiig1y tniubloHuiao, iuoIh 
buig iiH iu regular iibiiiuBo fnHbioji, unil (1iH|ibiying 
n HtublNirii sort of iiiHoluiuju. Ouu of tliuiii, wlioiii 
Or. Tliorolil suikod to stux) Ixiuk, draw u uword and 
lookud liko UHUig it. Tborukl, wlio wuu tuuinuiHl, 
XiniuixiUy Htruuk biiu with bin imlu ; for a fuur 
HOtsuiidH it luoktid on if tburo wuh gvtiiig to liu u frou 
figbt. StuiiuH and cdodH of liard oi^rtb wont tbiiiwii 
iuto tbo iNunii, wbilo Huow-HunixnirH, wbiisb wuru lying 
nbout^ wuru xiromxitly Hoisud by tbow) wlu> biul no 
iMttur aiiiiM. Then tberu wuh a x^^uho, luid Iwtli 
partiuu hUnmI looking at uaub other; we huHituted 
to uue lireoub-liNuluni, kiiowuig the dmidrul oireot 
tliuy would buvo uu a crowd of XHXiplu, uiid they 
eviduntly did not like the idun of aUonix>ting to 
ruHb thu oamx), uo it ended XHtocoably, which wuh 
fortunutu ftn* all uotieunied. 'llio lieiulnuai of the 
village woH x>n>iKmt at tlio Ihnu, but liu axtiieorwl to 
have no iniluuuou whatever, though hiu iutunUouH 
woiH) of the beat. 
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The headman of the dietriut, who wiut iu thu 
village, had sent a scuf of welcome and on iiou vobboI 
fiill of chang,* with an apology fm* not coming himaoLf, 
as ho was too drunk, but would come in the moEuiiig. 
It appeoTB thoEO was oIbo another headman, who BCiit 
an cmisaory to proeuro a cmiaficatu atatiug tluit we 
hod been well treated iu the dUilriet, to which I 
replied that his district I believed exleudod lor two 
days’ mordi more, and on reiudiiiig the boundary he 
would get a certificato ucoordiiig to the way we were 
treated. The genilia or moimstery iu Huid te bo 
under the Dova Zhung, but the people are under 
China ; it is only a iiumiiial rule, and praetically thoy 
may Iw Haul to be indeiMiiidout.

fiet . — ^Aftor Htriking our tentH wo Hiit for a long time 
on our Ixiggage waiting fur the ptoiuisod tmuHpoii, 
wliilu a crowd of ]jee][du Btarud at tis. They brought 
a great nnuiy rnuuk ikmIs for sale, ninny of which 
wore obvieuidy odultomtod. At lust the transport 
animals arrived, and wo started, very glad to got out 
of a plaoe in which it was so diflioult to uvoul getting 
uitu a row. Tho road, whudi was over a j[MUSi and 
down a valley, was very liad gohig, niul os we were 
benighted long before reaching our destinution, it 
was a very trying march. 

On approaehing tho village of Tiucliin, whicsh is 
situated on a hill and proseuts a very fort- like 
aiipoaraneo, wo wore mot by men oanyiug fliuniug 
^ A Kfft (if Immit much lUiiuk in Tibet 
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]Ane liraixcheB, who lod us- through tho village to an 
open patch of ground whoro we wore to comp. Tho 
mob were annoying, crowding round uh, and oven 
when wo got our tonta up ond wont into thorn we 
wore not loft alone. However they were good- 
natured, imd if it hud not been that tliey were 
continually trying to olip away with thuigs and 
actually did manage to atotvL n couple of laigH con- 
taining dothcB, wo ahonld not have much minded 
them. 

Aninngnt tlio cniwd iliort) wui'o two (hiiuunctn, 
the iiml wo luul Hiu>n, and in the villugit tlioro were 
HOiiLc pigH, — ^wheru tlio Cliinuiuuu w found there ia 
tho pig oIho. 

A very Htiikiug feature in tlet village wiw tho 
nuniber of cliildmi. In W(‘Hti‘rn Tibet the ulwuni’o 
of liltildreii, which ia owing to tho prevulouee of 
|K)lyaiiiliy, ih very noticenbht, but in thoHe iMurtH 
polyandry ih not pnuitiHod, and uh a (»UHO(pioiuMt 
tlio vilhigeH are uh full of diildrun tw nro thoBu in 
Indio. 

17th /Amnbcr, Cmip llA: A mtfw, 1si,70J!f/«et. 
— A lidiculouHly HUinll umndi, not enough for a dAuteut 
aftonuiuu Htroll ; it woh very annoying, on wo wanted to 
got tlirough tho bolt of country nmnixned by thoMo ox- 
(HUHliugly diBogrouablo people lut (j[uickly uh poMublo. 
Tlio (»ily way to march with any dogvoe of iximfort 
wouhl Ik) to leave ono comp iKiforo (kylight and roach 
the next alter diwk ; gotUug in ourly, ono in oaqtOMod to 
anuoyoucoB Iroma particularly duugrooable mob as long 
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as daylight lasts. It was no nso speaking to them good- 
natniodly, as the only rosponBO 'wos shouts of hinghtt^r 
and abuse, and, bravo in their nirnibers and innoennt 
of the pover of our Areanus, on being spoken roughly 
to they would promptly fly to ams. 

Their headmen appeared to 1)0 i|iiilu powerless 
with them. 

ISHh DecnaJier, Cnmjt ilo; /»/ tw/Aw, tJjHjn 
fe ^. — Before leaving, 1 nuiiingr*<1 to i‘xelinngit four 
worn-out ponies for two well-eondilioiied it 

was a good bargain for iNtili pnrti(‘s > for nio ns t.lie 
ponies could not iKMsibly have gone iniicli fnrtlior, 
and for the Tilsitans ns they got four |s>niiMlhut with 
a couple of months’ rust ntid good AmmI would Is; at 
least as good ns tliose they gave. 

As at Tttshi Ling, great quuntitiiw of imisk were 
brought for sale; they iM^giui by asking twenty 
rupees a ]>ud, but (tveiitunlly rauno down to t.hn?e 
IkmIs for seven rupees. 

After loading rip we staiieil amidst a gtmonil 
clamour fur baksheesh from p(M>plu who luul done 
notliing but annoy ns. Our course fltr n mile (»r two 
lay down the sulo of u rivor, and then crossing it by 
a wouden bridge and b(>tu'ing away to the oust, Ikirii, 
at wltich there is a most pietun«H(iuo inc»nastc<iy 011 
the top of a very stiKsp isolatiMl iiill, was reiwhcMl. 
There wo chaugud animals and went on for anotlior 
five miles. As wo approached thn village at whkdt 
wo were to holt, a number of men u2>p(MU'od. who 
hod come to iudueo us to go somewhere else. To 
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Btiungthon thdr argamontB tiioy had broaght gunn 
with thorn, Imt ovorTthisg was aottlod peaceably, and 
wo were allowed to proceed. 

The whole march won through magnificent 
aoonoiy, a wide yolloy in which monaaterioH and 
villngua wore scattered about, some of tliom high 
up on the mountains, perdiod in places appaamitly 
inaccoflsiblo to anything witliout wings. Onltivation 
oxtondcrl to a considerable height on Initli sides, and 
behind a glorious pimomma of snowy peaks foimod 
a Imckground, Man alone was vile ; wliorovor wo 
wont we wore mobixxl, and ns every man was a 
tliief, it WHS impossible to i)rovont things being 
while lending or nnhsuling the animals. The 
utmost we could do was to koe[» a good look-out 
on the boxes cuulaining monuy, lieoks, and instrn- 
nionts, 

liUU DfcenJiffi't Ormp lid: tS mUcH, 1 Si JSC 
fveH . — Tlio custom about tlieso pnrts in, for each 
village of a certain sise to Hujiply tranqiorl to the 
next one, a ])lan tliat is liable to involve very small 
maicliOH : but on this ocension, when wo arrived at 
the changing plme, animids wore roiuly for us, and 
the i»oople havuig luuird tliat wo wove a strong well- 
armed iMurty, were only too willing to i)aHs ns on as 
quickly as j^Mwniblo, fbaring wo should lay them under 
contrilmtiotts aeeording to Eastorii ihsliion. Had 
they known tliat tlioro wore only five gnus in the 
party, ismsibly they would not havo been so prompt 
in nniqilying transimrii. It is needless to nay wo hod 
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no wuh to inflict our com^Miny on them moro than 
wo conld holp. 

At night, about 11 o’clock, a cnnivnn rlrivur woke 
mo up with tlio nowa that a TilNstau rilingor lind 
rqiortod aovon omod men in a rnTinc clone liy, who 
woTo ovidontly watching the camp with Ihu iiitontioii 
of attacking it when every nno wiih tinloop. I noiit 
out Bomo men to aoarch tho nullahs, anil they 
TotuTnorl Toporting having necn thirty mnn, all 
ni’mod, lying clone by. 

Tho flint tiling to do wan to nno that armn and 
ammunition worn nil handy. Our linttory ooiiHiHted 
of two doublo ‘iSOO RxirnwH nflon, two Marliini-rieiiry 
cavalry ciubinrn, and one fowliiig'pioiti*, r|ni(o (‘iiougli 
to manage thirty Tibetann with, if we were not taken 
by Huriirino; but that won tho fear, and HtrnU^gicnlly, 
tho ponition of our r»mp won InuI, iNiing iiuit« in 
tho ojMui, and from whatovor nido Iho nntuulaiilH 
approochod, they would havu covtw, OIoho by thnro 
won a wallod ondtonuro, a faulty ponition nlm>, nn it 
woB nommandod by tho mofn of nomo noighlMniring 
houHQB — a docidodly InuI banimiSB if tlio villagom 
woro in looguo with tlio OHBnilantH, but nn they litul 
givon tho information, it looki'd iw if tluiy wore not 
dispoHod to turn ogainnl un. lint evmi if we liiul hiul 
lorn ruoBon to boliovo tho vilhigum roliablo, tho «n- 
oloBUTo WON tho only place wo could gut covor for 
both hoTHQB and mon, and, bod oh it w«m, it wiw tlio 
boHt tho eountiy ofTorod, bo wo movod ovorything into 
it, and after iNmting a couplu of mntrioB, wont to Ninop, 
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SOth Decemlm’, Omnp 117, Mnru; 16 mileit, 
tfi^60fee1. — ^Tho Chakpas, or wlioovor tho gontlemcn 
wore who hod boon stalking us, cviiloutly cUil not 
dare to attack onr position with no olianco of taking 
us by Rurpriso, so wo wore loft undiHturltod. 

A fow hnlf-HtaiTod oattlo tnmod up in tliu nioniing 
to Riury our tliiiigN, and a crowd of men, women, and 
oldldrun to act ua portoi'fl. Thny fonglit tind UTiuiglitd 
amongrtt thcniRolvuH for an hour or two ovur tho 
ullotuicnt of tho piU'kageH. Tho mattor wuh en'ont- 
nolly HoUlud, lut mioli diHCUHaioim nminlly nn‘, liy 
tlio strung iiKMi walking ofl‘ willi f.lio light artielc'M, 
htnving Lho woakliutpi and womun and <'.hildrcii ti> 
bring on tho heavy ojioh. It wuh a t(‘-rrihly long day, 
and wo did not got in till diuk, tw thoy HtopiH‘d at 
uvury houHo for uhang and (tonvorMiti(»ii, and it wuh 
alwivyn dillicult t4» got thuin going ngain. TetwartU 
tho ond of tint maroh wo oi'UHHitd a bridge and ontored 
a (fonntry under tho lJuva Klning’H juriHdiotion. Tho 
ohiuigu in tho attitudn of tho ]M>opIo was at. onco 
nppannib; tho idontioni (HMipIn undtn* tho ruht of 
(ihina dilfur ononnouHly from thoHo undor Idinwi. 
Tho liluiHa Govornmout may not lio a stwnig mio 
but, cunnparod to tho Chinoso, it suoinH m ; thiovus, 
iustoad of being tho nd(», aro tho oxcoptiou, and tho 
poopio (ttin oortainly bet niutminod tmd kept in order 
by thosee in authority ovor thnin. A goml doul of it 
may Ito owing to tho foot that tho 'IHhntnu of high 
nuik ia immonsurably Huporiur to tho diinoso 
nuuidorin— >in iutolloct liiu minai, in strengtli of 
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choraateE his superior ; tlioro is n more mauly healthy 
tone about him than about tlio timo-wirving literati 
of the Celestial Empire. 

Slut Detfcmbf^'t Otmjt tlR; tU 
ffft. — ^Wo started a fprnduul ascent thn>ii(;rh finl«lH 

lor the first jiart to the Ntmi Tju Posh, mul tlicn u 
slight descent took us into a valley in wbirdi there 
were a few patches of (nilth'ution. Then ji^iidually 
ascending, just liefore dark we cnin]M‘d on a bitterly 
cold spot well above the bush level. 

Siintl DemtiJMT, Crmnit tlfl; m wi/Aw, 
fe/et. — Crossed a jsiss, on tlui north shle of which 
there was a gnmt deal of snow, but on the whole it 
was easy, oiid camisKl elostt to thi‘ b*iits (»f sitnut 
nomads who iwe CliiiicHO Hubjoets. An ofilehd who 
hod come with us fn»n Miiru, announcitig his inten- 
tion of seeing us safely to tlui iHiundury of his 
tlistrict^ wbidi was seven moniluis disbinb 
announeod that tliis was the Ismndiu'y, and ho was 
not going any fnrtliur. One of Uus tliiiigs in which 
the Dova Zhuiiff s Tibetans do not excel the Chimuie 
nbotnuB is truthfulness, Ibr luith lie oijuiilly fhmly. 
But that is not the fiiult of the (lovurument ; our 
own in India has always Imoii tlm admimtion of tlut 
world, but I never hoard that our Isiw Courts have 
done anything to promote trathfitlaess anum^t the 
pooplo. 

ftSrd DMmitnrf Oimf» itiOt Jfi hmUIw, IH/iUR 
yiste.— As we heoird stags were Ut bo got on the nsul, 
Dr. Tborold tind myi^ started off in Aont of the 
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caiavaa in the hopes of seeing some. As we de- 
scended the ’valley, the coon'tty became veiy gamey- 
lodking ; the lower parts of the hills woro covered 
-with Jwm^pwwt exceha and above were bushes in 
snow; -that is the sort of ploco -to find stags. We 
were, however, unfortnna'te in not seeing any, ’though

miuk-doer were oxooodiiigly idoiitiful, and also white 
pbeasuitH^ called “sbagga” in Tibet {(MmiKijitUon 
tibflUninm); tlicy ate largo handsome birds, bat 
toiiildy luud to kill ; the only chance of getting them 
is u ixdlot through the hood. 1 coroAilly stalked a 
flock of them, and getting close, knodcod fbothers out 
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of some moat firedy, but thoy went away apparontly 
none the wone ; following them up again I managed 
to bag one, but aoveral more wont away hit ; it waa 
YOty annoying waating cortridgus, and on^ooially aa 
in no oaao had I taken any but tho caaioat of prjt 
ahota. They woro all feeding iimongHt juniper buHlioa, 
and the ecop of tho one f got wtm full of tint iKorioH. 
Their cry ia a whining Round, vai'iiid oeeaHioiinlly by 
a ahort duck, and tlioy are geuenilly found in 
flodca of about thirty. Lower down wo ofluii found 
them in tho fiolda doau to liouHOii Ah I deaccnubMl 
from tho hilla with tho bird in my hand, I wna met by 
a number of men wiili giinH wIk» luwl («iino out to 
atop the ahouting ; they Haiti llint if any iitiimulK were 
diet, ovorybtKiy living in tlio vallt>y wi>uld botamiu 
ill 'Hioy are a titrribly HUpt'miitiimH iHioplts niul in 
tlu)ir Huporatition are apt to baratnie dangitrouH. 

One tif our l4u1nkhiH liiul u long cN>uv«nwti(»n 
with one of the guldea on tlio rood on the Hubjeet of 
inoniago in thoao jmrtH. Tho bridegroom UHually 
givea only aliout flvo ahuop for hia wife ; ruling mloH 
in the wrat are mudi higher.

AbotU St nMen iteyoml /Uurhi . — HlnrUHl by ttriNMiiig n 
paaa whidi waa a atifliah pull, and then dewuindt'd iiiUi 
a beautiful well-wooded valley in whieli tiiiniberH of 
phoaaontH wore running almuU Fruiii the tho 
town of Riuelii, aitpiurontly all tnonnatory, ih hooii ; a 
huge pagoda-like oroetion ia tho nuMt oonMpiououH 
ofajooi; while round it oro the monkH’ tfuarterH, 
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Bolid-looldng baildiiigB painted in'bri^t stripes of 
led, white, and black. On approaching the village 
or town a collection of miserable xnnd-hnts is dis- 
covered. As we neared it a man, professing to 
bo one in anthorily, mot ns, and said tlut farther 
on orrangomentB had been mode for onr rocqition. 
Believing him wo wont on, bnt after going a couple 
of mUes post the town, wo began to nnclerstand tliat 
it woB only a plan to prevent ns halting near tlio 
monastery, so I gave the order to camp. The man 
who hod met ns, however, hod got some distoneo 
ahoiicl, imd the enravaniMuhi was with him; they 
roofllied 11 village when the gnitlo soddeuly dia- 
appuaind, while the pooide tamed ont and tliroaton- 
ing the ctiiavanbashi, uud th(^ would not allow him 
to advoiieo a ynnl farther in their territory. As ho 
could not alter their determination, , ho returned to 
whore we had eamije<l. Tjater on another headman 
eoming to onr camp, I uplnaided him with the treat- 
ment wo were rocoiving, tolling him that wo wore 
only poaeoful traveUetB with no wisli to hurt any 
one ; but at tlie same time, I was earofnl not to take 
too mild a tone, knowing the bad efibet that always 
had. Ho departed promiaing that all oni wiahoa 
ahoold bo attended to. 

However, next day the promiaod yaks liad not 
tamed up in the mmening, so we wore obliged to halt — 
a thing wo were not sorry to do, as it was Chriatmas- 
day. Altogether it waa a red-letter day, for hero wo 
were in a worm sunny valley at a low altitude, with 
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a lonlor remarkably well Btodccd with tiiroo pai- 
tcidgee, two j^eaaanta, and a Hudille of veniBou ; on 
epicaro could not wuh for mura ButiidcH about two 
oz. of Bugar were diBcoverud, bo , witli thu additiou 
of some of the worst taiBiiiH T Imvo over soon, tliiit 
had boon given to us by it hotulmon Homo HtaguH Itartk, 
a idnm-pudduig won ooucoctod, iinil a ruul good pluiii- 
pudding it was. Tho colhir was iu)t so well furuiidiod 
os tho Ludor, but ])r. Tliorold luul 11 fonull fbwk of 
oooa-wino, wliioh wn drank to ‘^alwout friuiulx.'’

On tho toad wo pussod a ploou wlwm imn>Hmoli- 
ing was boing oorritMl on. Tho abuiulanixi of fool 
fumishod by tho foroBts makes it foaHiblo liore, hut 
undoubtodly thoro aro many {dacoM in Tibet wheio 
there is plenty of ortv tliough owing to Uio idMoneo of 
fool nothing can bo mado of it. 

»7tih DtwmAtir, Oemp ISH; Itt mifos, fwt 
At this plaoo thoro was a Tiliotan official, 
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who was the loal hBatlTnan of the placBi and a GhuLeae 
dnfamlnnftTit. of half a dozen or bo BaldioxB luider the 
wminiaTu^ of one of thoiz coimtxyinen, whose poaitioa 
and rank wearo equal, I snppoBt^ to about that of a 
sergeant. He came to call on us, bringing a inosont 
of a sheep, some vogotableB, and two jugs of wine ; 
the latter was of the usual Chineso kimL Uc was on 
intelligent man, and had heard of and knew a good 
deal about Calcutta and Darjiling. As his rank 
was not high— and it is always uecosHaty to Htoiul on 
one’s dignity with Ohinuso — ^Lnstotul of rutnming his 
cull, 1 Hunt a eouplo of men, after his doporture, to 
him witli a present of a gold eum in return for what 
ho Iitul given utt. lie was delighted at leuoiving it, 
tis well lie miglit bo, oousiduiing it was worth nliout 
iivu tiinuH the value of his gifts.

Bright nky, braoing air, anti lovoly 
Hoiaiory, and tho only thing wautiNl to nuiko it an 
alwoluttily porfoot oountiy to tnivol in, in a Iohh 
HUHpioioilH ]KX)]ll0. 

Ilalf-way wo Htopputl and obitngod iiniinalH, taking 
advantiigo of tho halt to havo ton. On arrival at tho 
staging plooo wo wcara acoominiKlatod in a Ohiuaman's 
houM ; it hail a wjuoro oouriyanl in tho mukths in 
which ttio horsoH stood, and having latticed wlndowH 
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pasted over with paper, was very sang ; as it was the 
fixBt time we had slqit uader a roof for over six 
numtha, we were quite dispoaod to appreciate it 
There were some rather diily mattcoBBOs about, atid 
bebg of a BUEqndooB nature, wo thought it odviBablc 
to have them removed and sleep on the boards. 

Our host presouted us with some mutton oiul 
wine; the mutton, thon^^ apparently a long time 
lolled, was not at all high, but very much dried up. 

We were told that the Amlum at Qbiamdo was 
sending a man to moot us, which was a polito way of 
saying ho wiw sending a man to stop us. The one or 
two Cliiuomeu in the ^dooe were exceedingly eivil. 
Baying, in tlie most flciondly way, that the CSiinoso 
and lihij^ah were brothers, but that the l^butans, 
who wore only savages, were quite outside the 
brotherhood, and would endoavour in every way to 
decoivo ub, though, of oouxso, oil tlio Ohinoso in the 
country would do wliat they could to help us. The 
OhincHO oooaaioiially in out-of-tho-way plaoos are very 
(dvil. 

aodhJDwmbort lEii; !tl 
— Jiogaa the march by crossing tho Niuncho La pass, 
which was a stiff pull, even fin tho yoki^ and one 
ixmy died on tho top. 

Descending wo came to a sort of a castcnn-liouso, 
whore there were several Ohinoao, one of whom oskod 
us in and gave us a dish of minood moat Tho house 
luid a veiy poaooful homely appearance, with sholveB 
on tho walls, on whioh caps wore arranged, while 
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lurnging up wore aomo braes epooui^ ^rall policdiod ; it 
hIbo boosted a tablo oud sovoral fonun. Tibetan 
udfo of the master of tho bonso, a good-looking young 
woman, was continually bustling laickwatdH oud for^ 
words, looking after the children, of whom she soemed 
' to liave a quiyurfiiL Tho most striking tiling about 
her was that die hod deported from the eustonis of 
her country sudioieutly to have washed her face. 
She gave us four eggs, wliich were a grout treat, oh 
they were tho first wo hud houu for many n long 
day. 

Nour tho village of liiuudc) theru woru two 
apblogiuK fur tents roiuly k>r us, and some chopped 
straw fur our homos. As sism as we got into the 
comp the vilhigurs, with the hoiuUniin us tluiir s^wikiii- 
man, niqKNiml, uud pnwetiling H<nne buttur, pros* 
tmtod thomsulvos on the gniuiid, and |Ktliliouu(l tliat 
1 wouhl not lay heavy ve(|uisitious on iluun, ns they 
were a very poor jioopln, and tho laud liontly fhr> 
nished sufScioiit for their wuiteiinneo. I was gro' 
cionaly ploosod to accede to tlioir rwpiesf^ and they 
deported mudh relieved and witli many oxinoHsiiaM 
of thsnkfulnosB. The relief to in» oocasionud by their 
dqMirture was no less, as the whole tiling wi'w so 
absurd that it was only with tb’fiieulty 1 ko|it my 
oonntonanoo and roficoined ficom bursting out laugh- 
ing. Tho hlea of oux unoll XNuety, whoso only whdi 
was to got through tho country as and 

quietly as xiosiiblo, laying it undw eontribatiens, was 
too ridieolous. Afbor they had gone a man arrived 
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from CShiamdo, leqneatiiig that we would take a route 
ptuamg to the north of the town, but I rofoBed to do 
80 . He then asked ns to halt for a oonido of days, 
in order that he might oommunioute with his 
Buperiors, but I would not ogroe to that oithor. 
Ho had a long story about how there wore both 
Findahs and Pombos iu the jdaco, and how oodi 
would blame the other for bringing ua in if we 
advoneod any frrther, and dutorbaneoB would bo 
Buro to onsuo. 

'6Wh Decembwt Qmvit ISit, o\itnid» (Jhiiwulo . — 
Jloforo we bud started in the morning, the Homo 
oJ&fuul came to our touts, trying hard to indwto us 
to Mtop, if only for a few boun, as some Ltunas of 
high rank were expected to arrive from Ohkmdn 
during the day ; bat 1 dodlnod to do so, os our only 
ehanoo getting to (Jliiomdo at all lay in puHliiug 
on, so wo Umdod up and marehod, oceomimniod by 
Hoverul Tibetans, whoso horses were ttoveied with 
bdHs, whieh ke])t up a oontinuul jingling. On tho 
rood wo stopped at a small village, oiul bud tea in a 
Oliiniunon’s house, and tho two Ohiuoso solduait 
acoomtHUiying ns wore (diongod for two otliors. Tho 
ones rbliovod promptly got their c^um ]iipus out^ 
and throwing thomsolvos down on a settle, ]>n)cuodod 
to enjoy the fragrant narootio. 

After wo had finifthod oar tea, wo nnnmmtod and 
eontinued rrar journey. On apprcsuiliiug Ohiomdo 
wo woro mot I7 a (dinroli dignitary, oviilently of very 
high xttulc, onayod in rod gannents onuunenttKl with 
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gold emlmndeiy and vilih a yellow cap on his hood. 
On getting near he dismounted, and prusontiiig o scarf 
of wdicomo, said that the Ambon had sent him with a 
request that wo would be good enough to halt for a 
littb at a house close 1 ogrcod to this, and ho 
galloped boc^ whence ho lind come. We proceeded 
more loisuicly, and 011 arrival at some 1>um-like build- 
lugs dose to a bridge dismounted^ and were iwliurod 
in, numboEH of Lamas crowding round \u. 

Wo wore lE0|)t waiting tliero a few minutes, and 
wore getting very im^Mitiimi at the delay, when the 
Amban ajqtoared. lie was an metrumely girlisli-IiMik- 
ing youth, ajqioarance, niauiuvs, voice, luid (‘vcrylliiug 
about him tnily faininiiie : his mincing gait as lin ud- 
viuiced holding out his haiul in a most extrivmlinury 
l)ut no doubt very fiwhionablc nionticr, i|uitc tiNik 
nio alsick. As soon os wo wen* all seated, he tiskisl 
whence we luul (wane luid wluett we wi'ni going. 
Afbor being told ho middouly rosa up and wont out, 
leaving us with the Isiinais a much more HtifT-iiectkiMl 
and dillicult lot to deid with. TIu^ wore a strikingly 
able and intcll(Mstuul*l<K>king set of inon; the two 
hoiul otuw cspiMtiully luul ftusw that would urrttst at- 
toution unywhens Hklucatiou luid the habit of ruling 
hod no doubt done a goisl deal to murk men gi(t>iNl 
by nature with talents above the onlinoiy mu of 
their fellow-countiymen. They plunged at onoo uito 
lnuunQfls,aiid said that, eomu wlmt mighty they wouhl 
not allow us to inooood along the mail to CJItina pass* 
ing through Ohiomdo, hut they would give us every

aaBistaace if wo would go by the route piuiamg to the 
north, whuh had boon foUowed M. Bonvoldt and 
his companions. £ told them I was deteiminod to go 
Btraigbt on, and would not turn to tho north for any 
ono; as for Chiamdo, that it happened to be in tho 
way was unfortunato, os I was not anxioua to soo it, 
and if they Ukod I would pcomiso not to enter any 
monastery. But wo wore going to Ohina ; this was 
tho attaint rood, and I would go by it, and no otlxor. 
Th(^ would iiot agtoo to this at all, and began throateu- 
itig, saying, "Advonoo, if you daio; wo bavo throo 
tlunisaud men with guns, and will soon stop you.” I 
said, All ri^t ; if you wont fitting, you will got it ; 
but staraightfurward wo uio going.” VoicoB wore being 
raised, both imrtios getting voiy angry ; and it lookocl 
OB if tho fighting was going to begin tlien owl thoro, 
when tho AmlNin outorod and peace was rostorod ; ho 
got the Lomas to leave the room, promising to sottlo 
tho quoHtiou with us. lie was very easy to dool 
with, and incliuod to agree to luiytliing; but was 
toixibiy afraid of tiio Lunas. It wus very evident 
that Ids authority was otdy a mere fdiadow. The 
amngomont come to with him was that wo wore not 
to enter tho town, but to skirt it, rojohuug tho road 
on tho fiirther sule. 

Soon after ho had token his dejsirturo, ho sent 
a man over saying ho would like to have a talk 
with us quietly when no ono was about, and would 
wo roeoivo him somo timo after dork 1 sout 
book a moBsago saying wo should bo delighted to 
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see him at aay time that ho cored to come. About 
9 P.U. ho came over, and after we hod seated him and 
given him tea, the conversation 1)ogaii. Ho assumed 
on extremely confidential tone, and said ho fshoiild 
like to do eveiything in his jiowur foi' us ; that the 
English and Chinese were like In’othoi's, and gi^iat 
ftionddiip existed between their mR|)oi:tivo Oovtu'n- 
monts ; but the Lamas wmt a vi‘ry tarl)uU‘iit sot, and 
ho really had no at all, oUiurwisu lie wimld 

have taken us into Chiiundo and shown all the hos- 
pitality that was in his power. He trusted that we 
would realise tlio position in which ho was pinned, luid 
pardon his aiiiianmt want of frieiidliiutss. I told him 
that it was evident wluit sort of {ssiplu he luul to deal 
witli, and wo (juitu understoisl his |Kwitioii. 

iiUi D«eni^% OriM^> liftin' daylight 

wo rocnivod a niiwsago fnmi the AmlMiii to say he was 
toady and waiting for us, so that wo might start to- 
gether. Wo hurried over a very scanty Iffoakfnst and 
rushed down to tho oourtyanl Isilow, only to find no 
sign of tho Amban, aiul a man onmo out from his 
(j^uarton to ask us to wait n little. No doubt tlm great 
man would dearly have loved to have hod us dancing 
attondanoo on his doorstep fiir half an hour or so fiv 
tho edification of tho onlookers, liut it was not (lie 
first time 1 had had doaluigs with the Chinese, or had 
tricks of tho ssmo nature tried on, so 1 sent a message 
to say wo wore going on ami he could follow when ho 
liked. 

Tho big rood orossiug the bridge runs straight 
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through the town, so we took a smaller one whidi 
runs down the right bank of the liyer, winding in 
and out along the shoulders of the mountaina After 
we had gone a fbw miles, the Ambon with a brilliant 
staff of Lamas and a few Chinamen caught us up ; he 
had had a spill from his horse on the way, but was 
not much the worse of it. 

We passod close to tho town, with nothing but 
tho river between ns and it. Tho peoplo were gathered 
on tlio flat toofii of tho houses to stare at ua As wo 
passed looking at the crowd, it appeared as if they 
wore all Lamas and Chiniunon. 

Tlio town is situated on two loclgos at the junction 
of two rivum, of which tho easternmost is tho larger, 
(hi tho liighet of tho two lodges there am two very 
flno monoKtorios with roofs Uburally odoniod with 
gilding ; tho houses, whudi ore whitewashed, ore all 
flat-roofed, and there is a general Maltose-like hxik 
about tlio plooa I idiouhl be iuclinod at a rough 
guess to estimate tho poiralation at 12,000, and aetswd- 
ing to what wo were tuld, SOOO of them uio moiika 
Just below tho town there is a Inidgo over tho river, 
but we wont flirthor down, and erossing on tho ieo 
turned up a side volli^. After going for a few miles 
wo came to tho village where we were to holt On 
dismounting wo were sliown into a room, and toa, 
milk, and some oxebllont nnlcavenod brood wero pto- 
doeed, whidb after onr long ride wo thonmghly 
approoiatoiL !Hufuro onr tilings had cinno up, the 
Ambon, who had (|uarturH in a neighbouring house, 
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«»nfl to yudt OB, Ininging a minor offidol with him ; 
the ccmyeraatioii was of the tunuil sort, eonsisting 
of continiial reiteiatioiiB of tho statamont that 
the English and Ohinoso were hrothors, and would 
always help each other, etc. fiofbro leaving ho said 
that he had something very pnrtiealar to say, said 
woold like to ])ay ns a visit later on. As ho had 
been complaining that tho ftiU fmni hia horso hiwl 
given him a slight shaking, f told him not to tniuhle 
liimsolf, as wo would go over to his rjuartum in tlio 
evening: ho said he would osteem it a groat Jiononr 
if we did so. 

A carious thing amongat the Uhiiioso in tlimi 
purls ia tho number of old Britiah n^ginieutal iiuttona 
they wear, many of Uioni Iwlonging to Ilindiiatuni and 
Punjab rugimoiits whoao naiuua liuvc long aiiuei 
vonishod from tlio Army List. On one tnan’s itoal 1 
saw throe buttons, roaiioctively HtAm]KMl Kith IM., 
5th P.L, and 12th JM. (Punjab Infantry). 

In tho ovoning wo wont over to soo tlio Amlsui, 
as wo had pcomisiKl. On entitring wo were seatiul on 
high straight-bnckiHl ohaini, and provided with tea. 
Ho iiskod what was our intention, to halt or go on in 
tlio morning. 1 said that wo would halt for a couple 
of days for tho ponies’ sake, to which ho ngrood, say- 
ing ho woold soo that arrangomonts wore made fbr our 
boiug prqiorly sup[)liod with ovorytliing iioodful during 
tho two days. Bliortly ufturwards Home Lomaa 
oatorod, and liegged him to iudnoo us to leave at oneo. 
Ho afikod us to do so, and tho [junuia rotirod to loavo 
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him to Bettle the matter mth ob. I said we would 
meet them half-waj, and onlyhaltfinr one day instead 
of two, aB had been oni original intention. Ho thought 
it quite fair, and said he would inform the Lamaa that 
it had been Bottled in that way. Wo departed after 
that^ and reaching our quortera, went to bed. Just 
as I was dosing off to aloop, the Ambon appeared in 
my room with n troop of Lomas at his hoola He 
como to soy that they would not agtoo to our halting 
for one day oven, and that wo wore to leovo with the 
oorlioBt signs of doyliroak. I told them that it hod 
been orrangod that wo woio to luilt for one day, and 
I was nut gouig to ohiiugo it now. They tlion wiueod 
inaolont, and one of them, a piuticalaidy militan t 
dignitary of tho Oliur^i, sprang to tlio front, and 
shaking his fist, said, '* 1 told yon that we hod 3000 
men with guns ; they will bo hero in tlio morning, and 
if yon ato not out of this by thou, you will boo what 
will happen.*’ J ropliod that we had thirtoon English 
guns (as a matter of foot wo had only five, but it was 
a gome of bluff), and if the 3000 men came tlu^ would 
oortainly bo suipaBod at tho reception they would xo- 
odvo. At the Bomo time I collaiod a gun ; a caravan 
driver near tho door seised another; and though I 
knew him to bo an oRant coward, on that oeoasion he 
]^yod np properly, BhoatiDg out, ” If it is going to 
bo fighting, we had better begin at once,* 

The Amban got terribly ezoited, endeavouring 
to play tho poaeemakot; as both partioB were 
only Uufiing, it was not n very difSoolt task. 
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The holt was ogrood to, and tlio distui'bura of luy 
rest departed. 

The positiuu of the ChinoBo iu those parts sucmH 
voiy poouliai'. What the status of the Ainlsui is it 
is impossible to make out ; ho is trcutMl with ^rcat 
respect so far os wo saw, but possibly n |;{ood deni of 
the bowing and scraxmig tliut went on was for our 
benefit, in order that the Ltuuas, while twisting and 
turning him os it suited their pur|>uso, might still 
keep up the force that tliey were ui every way sub- 
servient to the representative of u grout {s>wor. 

Tluit the Chinese have got a protty good fiM>thold 
ill Ohiumdo was plainly doiuouslmti‘d by thi‘ i‘norinouK 
numlsirs of them t<o lie s«usu gusiiig at us us wtt nsle 
]MWt the town. There is no iloiibt that the ('hiiiesu 
in nil parts of the world have a wonderful gift for 
ousting the natives from whatever country tluy gut a 
footing ill. The sumo tiling has happened in Chincso 
Turkistan, Tibet, and California, on^ would inoMt 
probably have happened in Australia hiul not legishi- 
tionstopiKsI in. With tlioir industrious and ucouuiiiii»l 
habits, and oonstontly being roinfomed by a Hti‘iu1y 
stream of iminigrauts from the Celestial Kiiipint, their 
fbothold in a country grows stundily, until some diiy 
the ))Ooplo, oxiuix>aratod by finding the iKiiiefits of their 
country monopolised by a race they dislike iiiifl de- 
spise (ibr a dislike of tlie (Ibinosii is very geiieml 
amongst all xMoplp thrown in cmiliuitwitli thiuii), and 
also, though to a very mucdi smaller oxtoiit, onimntiHl 
by, disgust for their immoral Iwbits and |iebty thefts, 

o 
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ike and dear the country. For a luief apauo the place 
is free of them; then once more they Login to come 
in by diiblets, and the whole stoiy is ro-enacted. 
Such is the histoiy of the Cluneae in more countries 
than one ; if no general massacre of them takes place, 
they can eat up a people against whom they would 
not stand for a moment in the open fidd — iim/c the 
history of the Mongols, the last cha 2 >to)m of which are 
now 1)oiug enacted. 

Jnt JftiLitnry J80;i, Canajt JSH; — 

Now Year’s Day. A very long way from home and 
friends, liut a groat day for us, as the Lumas Inought 
over a ijnuutity of things to sell, consisting of sugar, 
toLacuo, ton, lulsinH, flour, honey, and some mysterious 
dried Chinese fruits. 

The Ambau came over witli the Ijomns in onlor, 
os he said, to nettle any disagruumunts that might 
arise in rqgiird to the iwicos to 1)u paid However, 
there was no need for his intorvoutiou, as the j^wieos 
asked for everything, with the oxcoptiou of the sugar, 
were doddedly mudorato, and in such an oulrof-tho- 
way place one could not ozi)ect to got sugar cheap. 
It was a great haul fur us, as we hod Ijoon fat a long 
time strougon to anything in the way of luxury. Wo 
were partioularly appiodativo of the flour, as tsamisi, 
a thing one gets teniUy tired of, hod boon dm* staple 
artide of our diet for so long. 

After thiy had d<^artod a message came from the 
Amlnin to ask if 1 would sdl him any gold oeinB of 
the same pattern os one 1 hod given him. I replied 
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that 1 iGgretted exceedingly not being able to oblige 
him, as I hod very few left, and wanted them to give 
to people who might give osBiatanco farther on. IIu 
was not in the slightest discouraged, but sunt another 
man with fifteen rupees to get one. As tliuy hud cost 
twenty-four rupees each, I did not feel much iucliiutd 
to give them for loss, and tolil Uiu nicHfUiiigur wj; 
after that ho stopiiod his solicitatious, luul 1 liuiinl 
nothing more about the matter. A poor inuuditatnt 
monk, who had oceompaniud us fur Hcvcnd iiuiruhiw, 
promised to come to our (|uartorB after dark, uiid tell 
ns whether wo wore being shown the right nsid. 
Ho kept his promise, and when ho euuiti said the nsid 
we wmti being shown was the Irast one to Ihilhung. 
1 was very pleased to hear It, as I ennsidi‘K>d Ihnf. tlie 
Lomus would eortauily slmw us the rouil that it suited 
them best that we sliould take, utterly ntganlhwH (»f 
whore it led to or wliat sort of travelling it was, 1 
gave the inlbxmaut a prusont of our solo ruinaiiiiiig 
donkey. Poor beast, ho had liuon marched oif his 
legs, but luul done us right ruynl sovvice, nuil it woh 
like paitiiig with an old friend. Like most of liis nww 
ho was fiill of charaotor, and the way ho usisl tc» emtut 
strolling into eamp towards dark and take up his 
position el(S(o to the tent after the fate tliat Itefull IiIh 
’ brethren (who, straying to some distaiieu at night, hnil 
Ijoen snapped up by wolves), was a pnMif, if any was 
wanted, tliat the iknikoy is one of the uumt iutolligittit 
of animals, and infinitely the HU|Nirior in that rasiioet 
of the horse. 
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On the top of our house there was a soit of open 
oourlTaxd-liko ploco with sheds all round, used for 
storing chopped straw — a verj cominou arrangement 
in Tibetan houses. 1 thought it a good plan to utilise 
tluB place in order to take observations for latitude, 
us it was well screened from view, and I knew that 
the si^t of a theodolite and a bnirs-eyo lantern 
would most assuredly have aroused the superstitious 
feats of the people. Some one, however, must have 
been watdiiug, os while engaged at it several stones 
aud dods of earth wore thrown at mo. I immediately 
sent a man over to tuk tlio bead Lama what was 
the meaning of this interruption in my devotions 
in honour of the Now Year. The answer was that ho 
much regretted tliat L Itod been interfered with, and 
if tlio culprit could bo caught he should be promptly 
floggwl in my pruseiice. Not (iontont with sending 
the inessago by one of our men, ho sent one of his 
own afterwanlH to rujioat it, with the addition that to 
prevent my being annoyed again he had had oil the 
inluibitants locked up for tlio night, — on extreme 
measure which 1 liatdly expected liim to toko. 

fh\d t/untKsry, Qwm^ Ifiit ; US milea, ijIfiOO JtaA, 
Pandwar.x— At daybreak, a Tibetan woman was seen 
outsido our quarters lighting a iiro in a fhmaeo-liko 
lumuigemout on the roof. We watched her with 
much interest ; first of all she got a good bright fire, 
Uum slio put in some twigs which gave out on 
enermous volume of smoko, and on the top she 
IMiurod u lot <»f groin and a little water. We were 
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told it was a aoit of votive oflbriiig to ilic tinncHtrul 
manes. 

Just OB we were finieliiug oni breakfimt tbi‘ Lanuw 
arrived to say good-bye. Wo acntcrl them on 1 m)xcr 
all round the ro<nu, and a desultory convcrRaticm of 
on exceedingly polite description wns stnrtuil. Hiid- 
donly they oil rose, and making an obcirvuii'o in 
Qhinoso fashion, stud that the head of the inoiiiiHh>r}' 
sent his compliments and wanted a reward for the 
assistance given. It wns rather diiKeiili to see what 
oBsiatancc had been given, ns the ehirieal ermtintinily 
hod done nil they could to lat nlMtni(‘ti\i*. 'I'lit* 
bellicoBO gcuthminn who hail l.lm»ii(tni‘d us with ttOOO 
muskotcotM IooIomI rather out. of pliiee Holicitiiig laik- 
slinosh, and 1 did not at timt fi^el umeh inelined t<o 
give any, but thinking it over 1 eaino to the eoiielu- 
sion tlint it would lie advisahln to gi,‘t their gooil-will. 
Nothing etui bo dime in 'I'ilwt except tlirough the 
monks' ussistanoo, so 1 gave them soma silver iiiid a 
gold coin for the hoatl monk. f)f emitso, thc^ miule 
it out that tlioy hiwl supplied the e.hopped straw that 
had been provi<lod for our horsas, and that they wen* 
the people who ought to nieeive iNiyineiit; hut I 
know well that of whatever wiw given to them not a 
sou would find its way into tho jiockets of tlui un^o^ 
tunato peasants from whom the things had lK><*n 
roquisitionod 1 always fbnnd out, whenever it was 
fbasible, who had really supplied anythiug, and 
rewarded tliom separately, ns 1 did cm this occasion. 

As regards tronsiMii't, the oustom of Tiliet is that 
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the people living along tiie rood to Cliina aio bonnd 
to supply travdleiB with caniage to the next place 
where animals arc juroourable. I presume they receive 
some sort of compensation in the way of immunity from 
taxes, but however that may bo, T always ibstrilmted 
some money amongst the men who came with the 
animals. On diacliotging them this liberality on my 
part used to astonish tliem tremendously, and colled 
furth a deal of lowing and a great show of tongues. 
It was (piito a ]jlca8uro giving them anything and 
wntehiiig the delight they eviiiml. 

AfLcr our elcvical friends hml roeuivod tlioir money, 
W4) mnuntod and started. Thu retul ran up a valley 
to a iMiHS which was a gcssl stiffish pull. All tint way 
up enormous r|uaiititins of game wei'c to Ist soon — 
muskiloer, purtridgiw, and pheasants ; the latter went 
of a kind now to us, something ivseinhling gronso, 
lint with n tuft on the hotul and some white in tlio 
ttul. I should nineh have liked to have sliot a couple, 
but oil the valley is under the jurisdictirai of the 
monks, wbo strongly object to sbooting, and os it won 
ns well to keep on good terms with them, I abstained. 

After etoBsing the pass, we descended to a villago 
whore wo luid tea and ehimged animals. For some 
inoxidicahlo reason, on. this sido the country is quite 
devoid of trees, tliough the soil and general appear- 
ance of the hills are mudi the some os on tho other 
sido^ which is well wooded. Of eouzso every one who 
has over boon in tho Himalayas knows that tho 
uoilhoru sido of hills is often wooded, and tho

OHeont ; it Heeniud tifl if wo w'ora uuvor going to ranch 
tli(‘ to]». Though only 1 5,025 foot high, it took uh 
four lunitH to got up. On the roiul wo naw a con][ilo 
(»f burhol nlwnnlly tiuno, like all tho onimnlB about 
hero. Tint cloHcutit wan onsy, and whon wo noorod 
tiio foot, wo halted, lit a five, and hiul totu While wo 
wore at t(tn our baggage cornu up, and 1 wan much 
griovttd to hoar that a fine mulo that hiul como nil tho 
way from IjoIi and one that any mountain battoiy 
might bo piiMid of, hod knocked up aiul lioon 
abiuiilonod. 

Ah wo approachotl 'lyat Bngnng wo wore mot by 
four Ohinamou, who oHoorted ua in. At ovoiy Rtago 
on tluH road a amall party of Ohinnmeii is quortennl ; 
two of them always oseort any trovdllor of importanco 
t4) tho next ntago and ora thoro raliovutb Wo always 
found tliom civil and inclined to give trustworthy 
information about tho ruadn, etc., and tiiongh no 
doubt they know that they would bn well rowunlod, 
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the way they always promptly i»roilucocl tea and 
some little ddlicacdoB when wu aitivud tired aud 
hungry at their station was very iiloosiug. I iKilioYo 
th^ ore ell soldicm, Imt 1 tiiilod to find anything 
about them that could bo connected with the phi- 
fession of aims. 

It is HomotimcH veiy luinl to miiku out who uro 
under China and who tiifi under LhoHo. The place 
we left in tlic morning wuh most omurodly inidn' the 
Deva Zlmng, but os n^inla tliia plaou opiniona ant 
divided. TI 10 truth, 1 fancy, hi that th<‘ puopht who 
Itear altod name for lawIoiwucHri luid thieving any tluty 
arc un<1or whnovor it suitH tlicni to Iwt luidtT for the 
time iMu'ng, and at Uitt mmo time tak(> g«Ntd ciini 
to |Niy taxes to luathor, while both (hivi*riiiiu>nts, 
being wituk in tluwt jiurla, nn* unuhht to ctatnit 
them ; so the gtaid tsatplu of 'I’yat remain n puxxle 
to goograpliout. 

4lh Cuni/it HU; Wtunkha, l,t wiifH, 

my nuireh down a valley in which 
there was a groat deal of eulUvation and many 
villsgoii, Iho hills wore gaily decorated with flags 
in long rows. I thought it ninst Iw in honour of 
some festival, hut was told it was not so, they were 
always thoro. 

On approaching the villogo the dhiimmen on the 
linos of oonununioation wore all out to usliur us into 
the lost-houBO, a poor dilaindatod buikling. Soon 
after wo had got in, tho hoodman of the village 
brought a scarf of wbloomo and somo rapidios, and 
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was followed bj a Lama who also brought a scarf, 
but in addition, instead of the useful supplies a rather 
mangj fox-sldu. They 1)oth wore well rewarded, the 
result being that nearly all tlie villagers turned up, 
bringing offerings of all sorts of ortidcs for which we 
could have no possible use. T would not take any 
mort^ the mangy fox-skin was as much os any one 
could reasonably bo expected to stand. Tlioy wore 
as importunate in tlicir endeavours to induce me to 
take tliom as they afterwords would have Ijeon in 
RoUcitbig iMikshcesh hod I accepted. 

nth JdMiJwy, Qmij> tiiS , — ^Tho Tibetans who 
were supplying us with transport did not brmg their 
unimals till very late, the result being that we only 
did ludf the manili we hod intended to do. Wo 
eroHHod a pass os usual The worst of thin ma»<hing 
is tliat diough tlic actual mileage (‘nverod each day is 
)>rutty large the geographical progress in cxti'omoly 
small, as it is always a (iuso of zigsog^ng up one 
side of a i>nss and down the oilier. 

At this stage seme of the mitivcs showed a talent 
wliicli we hod found very gonunil throughout tliu 
country ; it con8istc<1 of hiding some artido belonging 
to us and after a great search producing it and 
claiming a reward One gentleman was caught 
hiding iny whip. Though they are less civilised, 
there are some talents which are very nearly as 
widl developed in the Tibetan ns tlie Chinaman. 
nth Cuuij* ({ nulcH, 

-This was the iJaco we should have reached 
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tho previous day. It is a lurgu villa^jo with a 
Chinese rest-house and a Chinese official nf sorts ; but 
his position must bo a very anomalous one, us ho suit I 
the peojde were a turbulent thieving lot unci owned 
sUe^ance to neither China nor Lhasa, uikI the only 
work he can have to do lieing to kui>ii an oyu 011 the 
line of eonununications. 

Tho houses are of a pattern very ccommun ovor ti 
considorablo stretch of country; they are iDRhuiguliir 
and threo-stoiiod, tho inside is open to the sky in t he 
oontro, tho ground floor is used for thci liorsoH and 
cattle, tho next has round the wall slu'ds for storing 
straw, ote. ; above tliut there tire dwelling-] iIuoiih also, 
of course, round tlio sides, there are no windows on 
tlio outsido, which presents a slic.'er wall t4» the view 
from any diroction. Similar or nearly similar |Kif ii>rn 
houses ore to be found in many plmsw lii>Hid('s Tils’t 
whore thesro is much fear of roltbum — the pattern of 
house built being often a very fair guide to tho scM'iuI 
oondition of a conutiy.

T^yab GumdL — After erossing the (lain fat we 
descended to a village where wo chiuiged Isiggage 
animals, but it took sumo time to nolleet iheiu. We 
theu continued our jemrnoy, but owing to tho delay 
wo did not roadli Tyat Chimuli, which is a very huge 
villagQ, until after dark. On luriviug wo woro tslceii 
to a miserabLu hovel, and told it was tho nwt-houso ; 
but antieipating that owing to tlio latenoss of our 
arrival it would ho imxMMsiblo to got fnish troiisiiort 
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on in tho morning and that a dujr*a halt would bo 
imporatiyo, wo aakod if no hotter quurtera wore 
ayoilablo. Thoy tilion showed us a piano next door 
wliich was full of Ohinamou ; it lodkod a oouifortaldo 
place, bat just as wo worn bogiuniug to unload tho 
animals, wo diacovoiud that it was not a rost-houso 
but a jurlvato one. 1 thoxoforo scut to thu hcailmuii 
and tho Ghiuoso mandarin to ask whunt wu wore to 
go, but thn mossongt^rs ctunc biutk saying tlio mandarin 
was in bud and would not bo disturbed, and tliu hoail- 
mou, who was drunk, luul roliisud to sou thorn, but hiul 
hiconpod tlirongh tho door tliat ho would sito oh for 
enough before wo gut any ossistamto fntm him. 
Ilowovor, tlio Ambon's iutorprotor came down almost 
immediately afterwards to Ba.y that four small houses 
in tho city woro at our disposal. 1 wont to soo tliom, 
and was shown into a filthy opium don in a crowded 
part of tho town, whoro thoro was no iWioommodalion 
for our homos ; so I rotiumud to tho diinamou’s houso 
tuid uuulo an anongomont with thorn to put up in it 
liy this timo it was gotUitg very hito, tuid lioforu wu 
got anything to oat it was midnight 

in thn morning with tlio very carliiwt strook (»f 
dawn a crowd hod gnthorod to gaxo at us, amongst 
whom a groat number of fjornas of inficior rank; 
a misoniblo raflian<liko looking lot, thu highur fligui- 
tarios of tho Buddhist Uhurdx Booming to monopolise 
tho food, (dothoB, and iiitolloot As, instead of Isuiig 
iu a dosod room, wo woro in a sort of opon oiwtairs 
vorundah, thoy woro ahlo to gratify Uioir curiosity to 
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the utmoBt There they romaiued ull day gazing 
for honiB together with rapt attention at our every 
movement; those who had come early and sceured 
good seats evidently connderiug themsdvos fortnunte. 
From our quarters a very iiur view of the place was 
obtained; it quite rises to the dignily of a small 
town, and contains a large monastery. Thu housoH, 
as at Ghiamdo, are dat-roofed and whitewashed. 

About 10 A.M. three headmen arrived to say tluit 
transport auinmls wore ready, and requested that we 
would move on at 01100 . I said I wtuited grain fur 
my horses and tsomiM for my men, and though 
willing to pay a fair price, 1 should not move rill 1 
got them. I^hoy dquirtud to get tlio articIcH, and 
returned some time af^ miilday, liringing in wldituui 
a bag of fine flour and two dried Rhooj[>. 'lliey then 
repeated their request Uiat wo would leave at uuce, 
as they said the j^ioople were a daugereus lot and tluqr 
feared trouble if we remained. Tliough 1 certainly 
hod no wish to Ihigor, at the same rime I judged it 
to bo too late to start The loading up always took 
a long time ami the <lays were very so the 
chances wore tliat wo idiould Iiavo been benighted on 
the road. This would have stejqiod all mapphig 
work ; and a|Murt from that, oniving at a x>lnco alter 
dark was always very disagrooablo. Fuel as .a role 
was only got with diiiicnlfy, and we ran the cluinoo 
of going supperloss to bod; so I <loolinod to move, 
but said that if the animals won ready, wo would 
start at daybreak. Of course they tried to make it 
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out that WO eibould onrivo long hofbi'u dark, if wo 
started at onoo, hut by this timo I hod qnito given 
up putting any trust whatever in a Tibetan’s word. 
The curiosily wo excited was becoming a great 
nuisanco as the country became more populous, so 
wo decided to got some Chinese garments, not as a 
disguise, because I don’t think any of the ]Nirty would 
have passed muster us Ohinumeu, but simply in ordui* 
tliat our appearance might excite loss curiosity. 

In Enstoni Tibet llmblhism so(5ms muoli moiru 
dec^dy impregnated with ITiiiduism than in Liulukh. 
< )u the stouos composing Mfinds,^ figures of lUudu 
gods are often seen, and in <»ue house I saw a brass 
imago of Oanosha. 

The pooido ore great hands ut pilfiuring. Wliilo 
our dinner was being prepared, the cook hapiKined to 
toko his eyes for a minute off a bog containing ginger 
wliitdi wo hud bought a few stages Isiok, and it was 
proiu]ilIy stolen. A crowd of pooide, mostly isuiuw, 
wore stnnduig about, and 1 was strongly iuuliued tcj 
suspect otu) of the monks. They are most certainly 
quite capable of it 

At night £ wonttul to take olwcrvations fur posi- 
tion, but tiro crowd wore dobormiuod to stay sU night 
Those that had been lucl^ enough to secure seals 
wore doterminod to Irokl on to them in order to get 
a good view of us when day broke, and as 1 did not 
' wont to havo a row, 1 alrstainod.

— As wo opouoil our 0708 in thu morn- 
ing tihoro were tho aamo pcoplo gnising at ub, tippitr^ 
untly never having taken their eyes off all ni^t 
Tho qperation of dtcMong was wiituhod witli breath* 
loBB intoroBt ; the idea of removing any garment to 
go to bod woH quite novel, and oh it involved putting 
them on again in the morning, it munt luive appeared 
to tliom u tidiuulouB wuRte of encogy. Wu tliunglit 
tho mime when we were up on the cold wind-awepl 
(lhang, Init now tho wiuithor wim getting mild, ouh- 
tonw changed. Befiiro leaving we luid to iiiul out 
who hiul Hn])pli(Ml anything in <micr to toward them, 
hut it wiiM rather a difliciilt matter, na every man 
pruMont in tho omwd I'oaue foiwunl and atnUHl that 
he WIU4 tli(‘ ono lual only man who hiid done anything 
for iiH, or given uh anything. Thn inont reaiaKdably- 
(IreflHod of them far excnedtNl tho othora in thu loiul- 
non of tiuur ulnmouringH Oir iNikaliceBli. T(» thn 
boarinuui who had Itniuglit Uio HU|q>liuB 1 gave iwmm- 
tliing rather greater than tho oaUmatoil value, and 
took no nolieo of men wlio hod not Iraon iHonent 
when they were handed over; though I have no 
doubt that tlio iteadmon hud takiui tliem from ooine- 
luMly in tlie town, and woukl not |iart wit h a cent of 
what Ito roeeivud from mo. HUH, wiUi a eouplo of 
hundred eloimantn, it wuh impooHibln to luljudge to 
whom iwyment wiw due. Thw |Niyiug out of mmioy 
frr tliiufpi roeoivod hail quito ujMet the whole trudi- 
tiona of tiio town. 

Afbur loading up and making thu iMwt of our way 

p 
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through the mob, we went np a valloy in which 
there was a village where we had the option of 
staying for the night, or changing animals and 
going on. As th^ told ns if we wont on wo could 
not reach tho next stage before dark, wo docidod to 
holt 

Tho headman oskod ono of tho caravan driven of 
what religion wo wore. The caravan driver, a man 
of considorable flnoncy, said "Buddhists,” to which 
tho hoodinan answorod that ho was very glad of it^ as 
tho only comfortable phieo in tho village to put up in 
was the idd-houBO, but that the idol was a paitioulorly 
touchy one, and if any one other than a jiious Budd- 
hist was allowed to ontor his house, ho would sevordy 
punish tho village ; but as wo were Buddhists 
course there would be no objection to our going 
there. This passing as Buddhists put an idea into 
my head. Tho last ossay at taking observations by 
stealth had boon a distinct failure, as ovineod by tho 
stones and clods of oarth alighting round mo during 
the operation, so I dotenninod now to adopt now 
tactics. Sending for tho headman I announcod my 
intention of saying my devotions that evening 
according to t^ proper Buddhist rituoL Thun, 
when evening camo^ having got aU tho paxaphor^ 
nolia out — a Buddhist boll, a doiji, a thcoddlito, a' 
buU’s-i^o lantern, etc. — tho servioo btgan. Tho 
caravan drivers, Mohammedans only partially 
acquainted with tho religion thqr had adopted 
for tho time being, rang tho btil at intervals and 
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ftlmTitftil j ** Om padmi liimi/’ ^ but the MiuhhI- 
THMi filiiiin.Twii.Ti wo had pidcod up at Touk 8u]i Douj^ 
Gfong WM quite on artist at it, bustimg almut liglit- 
iug fires, ^w^<^ ohautiiig what niin^ht bo High Blass. 
The. sub-surveyor, who 
was a Hindoo, brought 
tho bull’s -qyo lantern 
to 1)oar on tho tliofi- 
dolito at tho piqpor 
tones, and looking 
through 1 fixed tho 
star, TIiuh was the position of Oaring luawr- 
toiiiod, and an odour of sanctity fqwiul round tun 
which lasted until a eoiinlry luon* thickly jtopulntoii 
witli the luitetusil (jhinosu was nwJii'd. 

A man hopukwHly blind camn to our (puurtnm to 
be doctored, and on being toid Iiis oasn was luiiHdom 
ho stayed to b<tg. That is a very fovourito plan with 
tho TLiietans. llioy ornoo (br modieid troatmenti otul 
having roeoived tho Itost available, they rofiiso to 
move until money is also fpvon tkoni. I tdiould not 
bo inelbod to looommend Tiitot to ntomlKUK of tho 
Fboulty in souroli of a luomtivc field fM tho oxoroise 
of thwr tulauts.

Achwoa.-^h. voty loi^ march erossiug two inwwoh on 
tlko roiul, tho country boiiig of quite a diiTorunt

* "Ob I tho fluwor fat flw Inbui Imf, nh I * 
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imtnie as tiioBo on the Chang, and goa wero to 
be Boon. Onr thiugt^ or at looHt thoBO of them that 
woro on yoks, did not onivo nntil 11 p.m. Our 
cooking things were on a pony, and got in about 8,30 
P.M., lint it did not rosily much matter when thoy got 
in, OS the Chiuomon in charge of tlio toonfffiiang or 
roBt-houBo gave nn a mpiMt, couBiating of fiah whidi 
wuM oxcellont, some mutton, which also was voiy 
good, and two indoBoriltablo dishes that, tasting 01100 , 
wo did not caro to try agun. None of tho too»f/- 
HJuaufli on this rood axo very palatial, but this one 
was dilapidfttod to a nuuvdlloas oztont.

An. — Bofuro starting we wore told that it was 
nocoBBaty to take an amed oacort, as all thu Change 
like country forms a sort of Alsatia, to which 
Tibetans, who havo mode thoir homos too hot to 
hold thorn, flock. There th(^ bid dofianco to both 
China and Lhost^ and carry on a flouriBhing businosa 
in tho Ohuhpa lino. This march between Aehowa 
and Asi is said to contain thoir fovouxito siiots for 
lying in wait for caravans, so wo marchod accom- 
panied by ton matohlock-mon whom the hoadman 
of Aehowa inaistod on giving us^ though 1 did not 
think it at all noooBsaiy. Ohnlipas are very difloront 
men from what 1 take them to bo if t^y would 
attoidc by daylight a caravan in which there woro 
broocli-loaders. 

From tho top of a pasa wo oroBBod tho Bomo 
sort of Ohang-liko country, which could bo soon 
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Htrctchiug away to tho north iiuil (aBt oh fur uh tho 
oye could roach, while in tho foreground Hovurid 
herdn of goa wero grazing. 

On tho rood one of tho lIlNitana told n caravan 
driver tluit ho hod hoanl the Engliah woni gcjing t-o 
take tho country, oud tliat ho wtut very ])leaw)tl iit 
it» and nearly all tho people would Ixi ko. (In lioing 
oukod why, ho oiud that ho had Inuird that the 
Engludi wore veiy noli, and nnver took tiiiythiiig 
hy fiirco, but paid highly for uvcrythiiig. 1 hnvi* 
often hoard tho otune atguniont from ]ion]>lu in other 
Aziatin coimtriott. hitriotiam may nlnumt Kiiid 
to Im) uuiiHuciHtont 

A groat nmiiy of tho iiihuliitAtilM of thmi ]HU'tH 
fought agaiiiHt uh in Sikkim. Their iiH'olleistioiiH of 
tho niroot of tlio lire of linMu'h-louilerH iito moHt lively. 
One nuui, who hiul a war on hirt huui, related liiu 
ux][M)rioue.u to mu ; ho Hoid : ** 1 wuh told I luid to 
go and fight tho Eugliah, and witli a lot of otluirH 
I otarted for Sikkim. When we got them wo aud- 
donly heard a rattle of niimkotry; a great muiiy 
mon foil. 1 get hit in tlui fiute, tuniod round ami 
went Htmigkt for homit, luid have HtaycKi thun* 
Hinoo." lie wok in no way animatud with » wmh 
to die a Holdiot'a death. 

Thia plooo iKtlongH to tho Duva /hung, and tin* 
houdmnu who eamo to mo uh mid Uuit iiiihwH we 
had a pnmiKirt ftum Lhom w<i eoulil not Ihi ollowwl 
to pmemxl. Buiipoeting that all he wunterl wiw te 
eniato tliffioullioH in order to uhtnin a brilw, and 
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knowing well tihat ho would bo Tory glad to got 
U8 out of the country, I told him nothing wouhl 
unit UB hotter thou a holt^ and if wo hdted for 
a mouth our own poniofl would mwvor sufiiuiuiitly 
to allow UB to bo indepnndont ob rogaidB carriage of 
anybody. TrauMport promptly arrived with a roquost 
that wo would go on. 

Jnmm’y JUth, Oninp JM ; Rttiilnw. - - A long 
mnioh croHidug throe coHy poomw nt mt/r, on tlio 
tops of which men were Htationod, koitping a look- 
out for (HinkpuB ; thoy aro k(q)t watching tlioro day 
and iiigliL Hio Htrongliold of tlivMo brigandB Ik Hoid 
to bo ififibixtu morchoB off and a place of great natural 
Btrengtiu Bomo timo ago a tlntniiaiid moii Izoni (llii- 
amdo wont againat it, but tlio (IhukiMiH, rolling BtonoH 
down on their OBBoilantB, killed two hundnul and caunod 
the roBt to Boo ; aineo that tlioy have boon loft alone, 
Tho jwoplo hero Bay that the CliineHO on the linos of 
communication aro Bupiiortod from (Biina, and thoy 
ore not oMigod to |pye them anything except on pay- 
ment ; tlio only tliingN they are obliged to suptily fim 
axe wood, fodder, and transiiort to trayellem of rank. 

Jamumy lEtht Qmnip ISO; SO mUeH, ISJOO 
j/eet, Mongoihong.-^TJp a pass 15,100 feet hi^^, with 
numben of white phoaBontB to bo Boon (of whidh 
wo shot a oou|do) running about in ovoty dixoetion, 
and then over an uninhabitod eountry with rounded 
hillB to a toongshanff standing alone in a vall^. 

Goa woro pkntifiil and morlm of tihe 8hocHH)kn 
stag woro to bo Been. 
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Ja/ma/ry 14^hi 10 miles, 13,!ifU fn‘t, Monhmg 
or QarGiok. — Ab we morchwl down a vul1(‘y lltp 
character of the country gradually clmngnd, iMicomiiig 
more wooded, and atMonkong <iultivntiou wiih n>uplii‘i]. 
Outside the village a crowd of people were polliictcd 
.to gaso at us ; they followed to the ftHmt/sIiWiff, Itnl 
when we ontOTod, the Cfliiiiainaii in chai'gp sliiil the 
doors and kajit tlM}m (»nt, h(» wo wiTit led inside in 
comparative peaciu. This is the piano ni whteh AI, 
BouvnlAt, who fiOHMud t4» tho noiiii of ( Itiunido and 
then canie south hy a route lying to t ho east of oiini, 
joined tho Baihnug road ; it is a laigish villagis nnd 
amongHt tlio inhahitjuils then) are said to Im) two 
hundml nnd fifty (ihimw). As thi> naid to 'i'a Chen 
liU tuul Iston iirovtmisly nxplon>d, I made ini|uiries 
about a dintet routo to Tonipiin or info Ihirnta, hut 
eventually tfsik the Ta <ihen lai mad. 'Phis I did 
IraeauHo I lusml tlwt them wore two hiindnHl Kiiro< 
lionns there and 1 wanted to stat Uinm, nnd |Kirt.Iy 
heoauHo on tho otlior routes it would luive lieeu iimw* 
Muy to have our own transport, as it waa iin|toMiihle 
to hire, and it would havo takai a viuy lung time in 
or^uip a caravan here; the officials also were very 
anxious to hnny us on. 

It was very eomforUiblo getting iuU) these 
Ohinoso rest-houses after a long exiM>rionao of tent- 
lift on the Chong ; Imt there is one great dtawlsiek 
uliout thorn, and that is tho want of fireploeos and 
ehimn<^ a trayfiil of ehareoal being a Tioor miljati- 
tuto f()r a roaring wockI fint Tho Oltinose soom to 
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have a powerful objcctiou to chimuoys. lii l^Irki 8 tttu 
the rost-houBCB aro built on tho stimc pattcni, aud, 
traveling in winter, I found it nclviRablu to put up 
oither in tho mud huts intcuded fi>r Hcrvantn or olso 
in the private house of some Turki, in preference 
to tho well-built and handsome Init celln^like rest- 
house. 

The head Chinaman here hod been to Darjiling, 
aud ho never fiiilod to bring in tho name of Darjil- 
ing in his endeavours to enlighten mo uh to tho 
geography of tho country ahciul Fur iiwtaniMi, ho 
said that after luissiug Tu Chon Lu, if we k<fpt 
straight on wo sliould roach Khanghai, at which pioett 
wo 8 h(»uld find tlto Darjiling rmul. Tunquin tuid 
Canton wore alsu deHcribed os placoH whonco rcMuls 
run to DarjQing. 

Ho askod to see our pa»i|Kn't and I showed it 
with much trexMdation, fearing that when it was scon 
that it was for 'riurkistau ho would enuate difliculties, 
but h(s (lid not IIo seemed muclt impressed with 
tho signatures of tho high subsciibiug ^Nutios tli(‘roto, 
and promised to send information of its oontonts to 
tho mandarin at llathang. Wo halted fitv a day 
horo, aud spont it skinning phoosauts aud having a 
gonorol wash up. In Tibet one's views got very 
much modified as to tho proper interval to 1)0 
observed between tubs, and there is no doubt tliat 
in extreme cold, when doing hard work, tabbing is a 
mistake— it seems to take too mwdi out of one.

stuck to us like a limpet. A ptwnliarity in the 
diameter of tho people of Tibet is that, wherosH in 
most oonutries only tho poor itooplo Hoiidt Inksheosh, 
in Tibet those eomiNvativoly well off am tho most 
tnmblosomc ; they are again oui-daHHod nltogeUiur by 
tho monks. 

When we reached tho teHt-honsc, tlio Chinaman 
in diargo had a nipoat ready for ns, os was almost 
invariably tho oose. It was very ourious to norioo 
tho number of dishes in which ingredients that had 
been lirought oil tho way fhorn China wore used. 
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They were particulaTly etrong in a kind of dried 
eea-weed-like etoff that was decidedly oataUe. The 
GhineBo aeem to bo oa fond of eaiiyuig about thoir 
national luxiuica with thorn aa wo oro of tinned fooda» 
aancoB, puskioa, oto. On this rood ono could very 
ooaily travel with nothing but a roll of lioddiiig; 
touts aro quito supoiiluouB, and cooking things might 
bo diaponaod with. 

Oil tho wall of tho roat-houso a Moluunmcdan, 
probably a native of India^ lund written Ids name 
Moonshi Mahomed in tho Foraian ehaxactor. 

17tlt Jamary: HO fnihw, /i((»cZft.-~Ovor tlireo 
small poaaoB, tho lulls Itoautifully wooded all tlio 
way. h^m between tho last two a dusxling snowy 
Tango was showing up against tho blue aky ; to tho 
south of it is a ploco called Saklia, tho gonecie name 
for every place whence salt is brought. The TilMtans 
said that there wore two Eiuopoana living there, and 
spoke most kindly of them; afIborwardH wo lotiruod 
tliat they wore Fronch CliLtlLolie missionaricst puoiilo 
of wliom, so iar as my limited oz[>erieueo goes, it ia 
impossiblo to qioak otherwise. Wo met at tho rest* 
houHo a very poor, wayworn-looking youth, who said 
ho was going on a pilgrimage to Lhasa, and luul 
liooa eight montlis eoming irinn (Jiuiton on foot 

18^ Jemumy; 10 mUes, Bon . — At this place 
there was no toongiJMing or roat-houso, so wo put 
up in tho headman’s house ; ho was very civil, and 
giLve us a repast on axrivuL Ilia wiib, a motherly- 
looldng soul, who brought tiro dishes to tho door of 
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lilio room, evidently washoil her fat«; it wne quite 
rospectaUy dean. 

lUHh tfmMUM'yt uiit&t, Khoitjikrt. — Au uiwy 
matdi, tho greater imrt of whicli vna down a wtli- 
wooded narrow vulloy. On die rond wo cluingcd 
animnlM three times— nitlior a ridiculDUs pmcoeding 
tiOUBidoriiig tho Hhortness of iJiu niaruh. Am wu 
diould soon be gettiiig into a low-lying hut uumitry, 
and as FjadukhiH always get ill in ocjuiitrifH lower 
than tlieir own high cold ivgiutiM, 1 miggi‘Ktoil to tint 
caravan drivem that it wouhl lie a good plan if they 
returned to their houu'H mn LhaHii, where all hud 
friends and relaiiotiH. 1 oiri<n>d them luiy in mlvunee 
and Hulwistenra alhnvuneu for five inuntlw, but they 
did not niTO aliout it; they xaid if it wiih my order 
they would go, hut tlicy wouhl jirofer hi Htny with 
me until India was ruiuthiel. <Jf eoume I luul ui» 
intention or widi to give them nn onler. My only 
idea was to lot them dwiide thoniH(.dves, but Unit in 
often a diflicadt thing to get iiooplo in tlio Eust to 
understand — they always wont lui onltT. In this 
enso, as 1 saw they would rutlier (sone on with me, J 
agreed to tlioir doing so, Thoir avemion to tint 
Uuwi routo was ^Murtly fear of Isdiig atliteked liy 
Ohukpas on tho rood, and ]mrt1y fear that tlto lihusu 
people would imnish them for bringing EnnqraauH 
into tho eountiy. 

HOtih JKhouji lot pass, near which 

we were, was ridioulously easy, and in no way de- 
serving of iKung dignified with tho tuune of a jnimh. 
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The descont to tbo Di Cha river \7n8 clovm u luinow 
valloy ; near the toj^ it was wooded, and on the troea 
eqninelfi were to bo seen. On roodiing the vUlago of 
Tongati, whore we ohangod onimalfi, tlio troos Liid 
boon loft bobind, and wo found onnolveB in a country 
of Hcrub- covered bilL^ with patdhoH of cultivatioD 
bore and there. The wbolo place bad a apriiig'liko 
appoonuioo, and tlio borloy in thu fields was Hprouring 
— a groat change, as two days liack wo hod boon 
apjiarently in midwinter. Aftor tlio great cold wo 
luul boon acouHtcnuud to, it Huomod very hot indood ; 
lUiconliug to thu iuhaJutiintB it is never odhl, and 
snow only rarely fiiUs. 

The Di (Ihu is a fine big streiim, with dtsir water. 
Here and tlmro ore rapids, which is a groat pity, os 
otluffwieo it would lie navigable for largo Imtiv and a 
very interesting jounuy might bo mode down it. 
As it is, nothing could live in tbo rapids os wo saw 
tliom, but imsaibly at oortoiu times of tlio year they 
may bo possaldo. Thu river is orossod by a ferry: 
tbo people said tliat for voty many yeaxs tho advii»F 
liility of oonstrueting a bridge bod boon under 
diseosuon, but nothing bad lioon dono. A couple of 
men sent by tho mondatin at Batbang mot us on the 
road, an unexpoetod honour that led us to boliovo 
wo idiould find him agreeable ond ficiondly. 

Sia t/aMiary.--<Owing to a late start wo wore 
unable to roadh Bathaag as wo bad hoped to do. 
Wo passed through a very unintoresting eountry, 
quite dificrent from what wo had been acoustomod to 
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over Bineo leaving Ghiomdo ; bare, scrubby, drieil-up 
Icxddng, rounded hills had taken the plaoo of the 
pine-dad valloys backed mth snovy peaks.

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tJio Tibotan town, a miaerable-lookiiig colloctiou of Lute 
on the other eido of the river, connected with the other 
two parte by a bridge. When we anivod we wont 
to the Ohineeo town, and wore shown into a rather 
pretontiouB Chinese building made entirely of wood ; 
on the walls strips of rod paper with Ohinoso writing 
wore pasted up, and on the gate was the reprosont- 
ation of a dragon. A crowd of people followed uh 
through the Htroets and into our quarters ; but some 
COiinamou, with bamboos of the hind usually used in 
China for flogging criminals, cleared the eouityard, 
and we were loft in peace. It is not often that the 
Cliinoso nuthuritioB toko such care for tlie protection 
or comfort of travellers, and tlie only way I can 
account £» it is, that they tlionght wo wore a pretty 
strong party, and wished to keep on good terms with 
us. Tliis is the first place,* coming from tho cast* 
at whitth any signs of Chinese authority ore seen ; 
Init oven hero the Chinuso ore oitlior inimical to 
Europoans, or else their power is only nominal, as 
tlio history of tho French mission station that was 
oHtttblishod hero for some years, and wrookod and 
pillaged Iqr tho mob in 1887, amply proves. Ilio 
Ohinoso authorities i^nrofussod ftioncllinoss all tho 
time, only regretting inalnlily to roatrain tho people, 
tho old story that Eoropoon leprosontativos listen to 
in all gtavily. The Tsongli yamon, of course, 
promised componsation, and that passports would bo 
granted, authorising tho ro'establishment of tho mis* 
sion. By tho Troaly of Tion Tain the ostaUishment

of miBsioa stations is qiecially’ provided for; Imt 
nothing has heon done, and tilie raiHsionarics at 
Ta Chen La are still in commnuieation witti tlie 
anthoritioB, in hopes of returning to a place where 
th(7 owned land and houses, now gnttod. 

Wo had a little diificnlty at first alsrat getting 
snpph'oB; no one seemed inclined to sell luiyliiing, 
and as 1 also wanted to moke arrangomonts for 
transport, [ sent to the yanion in order to ojieii up 
communication with tlie nuuulariu. Unfortunately 
he WHS not caiiaUe of giving mneli asHistanou os lui 
was drunk, and on an attendant’s ondeiivouriiig to 
waken him, lie turned round mid H|int in his fiioe, 
and then murmuring sunuithing, diwcrilMd hy niy 
moBsonger as being more or less of a Hlurn, imeotn* 
promising, mid oven dedaut nature, lie lienimn 
unconsoiuuB once mora ICowevor, tlie Tiliutaii 
gamboo shortly afterwards eome to our (inortors, 
bringing supidios. Tho prices asked were rather 
hic^; suttoo (tsampa) about 12 Hm. for a rupee, 
rice aliont 10 lbs., fine flour about B Uik, not really 
exorbitant rates, but still, no doubt, eouHidotably 
above market piioos. Hupoos eireulato freely, Istiiig 
the coin in general use, but them ore no Indian small 
coins; so the difficulty is got over by outting ruiieos 
into halves and quartern. 

The morning after arrival, in order to have a 
walk, I wont out very early ; later in the clay it 
would have boon imposaihlo, or at leost oxeoodinglj^ 
disagreeable, as the people were thoroughly Cliiiiese. 

4 
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I Strolled towards the monastery which, together with 
oil the hoildings oonnected with it, is enclosed within 
a hi^ wall, poresenting rather a fort-like appearance. 
Erom a distance of a conple of hundred yards or so, 1 
noticed that the gates were open ; but, as I approached, 
they were hostQy shut in my face. The Tiamiw are 
terribly aficaid of any one seeing the inside of their 
monastorios, and tho riches contained in them. 

SBth Janumy; SS nyUw, Pongotomo. — ^Up a 
valley with precipitous sides tho whole way; the 
upper xiart was well clothed with fin and a species 
of tree somothing like holly oiJe, which were covered 
with a mosR-liko croi^'. 

Pongotomo is a most dilapidatod-lookmg village, 
fdtaatod in a small dealing m tho forest, in which 
there 0 X 0 some small patdios of cultivation. Tho 
roHt-houBo is on a par witli tlio remainder of tho 
viUago, and supj^ios woio scarce and dear. 

SUt/i Jfwmwy; 17 mile/t, 1HJL4Ii feet, TouSh/u . — 
Over a stony but not very diflienlt pass on which 
Bm»w was lying. DosooncUng, wo got dear of tho 
snow boforo roaohing Toshu ; but no soonor had wo 
got under cover than it camo down hoavily. The 
viUoge is a very poor jdaco, built entirdy of wood. 

Bup^dios woro very door; one rupoe was asked 
for a fowl, whereas in Bathang four annas is tho 
ordmory juice. I tried hard to buy a Bhoq», but 
whonovor a price was agreed to^ tho Tibetans 
promptly wont bade on their word, and rofiisod to 
part with it. They are extromdy hard people to 
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d«al witih, os tlioy axo not only graapiug but sbilty ; 
for ezamj^ a man oaks a certoia pxico for a thing, 
and after much talk he agioeH to take, any, five 
lupoes; when you think the affair iu HottltMl, tuul 
hogm to count out the money, ho prom]>tly Mweara 
eight mpeoa uma the price agroecl to. The fact of 
the matter ia, that your having conanntod to give 
five rupoea, whoreoa the inal price ia prolmbly two 
rupoce^ hoa domoraliaod him, by opening to hia virion 
dreama of bonndloaa wealth. 

Tlio women hero had their hair done in a fiwUioii 
wo hod not noon before. Vrenn the centre of the 
finehcod it waa iironght down to tliu end of the iiono, 
and cut off aquaxo ilimt. It wna Houii'lliiiig like 11 
minintaro home’H tail, atnok on where the iNUting 
wouhl lie in the ]iiuni))oan foriiioii.

Bconery over tlio Buthi fiO. The top of the jNifM ia 
well aWo tine foroat luu^ and there a herd of burhel 
was Boeiu Bathi is a village of even n meaner 
oharaeter than Toahu, and it waa almoat impomiblo 
to porehiuo anything; no riioop wore prooutablo, liut 
we managed to got some mutton for oumolvim ; tlie 
Jlohammodnn followem of couxbo would not tuwdi it^ oh 
it had boon killed by a Buddliiat. Aa ntgarda gnuw, wo 
were n^larly iK^eottod, a rupee being nakiMl for nine 
amall wiapa of which a pony could oaaily oat twenty ; 
but oa the hilla wore eovorod with it^ 1 preferred to 
turn th(tm out to forage for themHolvoa. There ia no 
tooftgHtif 0 uj hero, Imt a broken hut ia idaeod at the 
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diq>OBal of travdlen, which hod one ijuna.enBo advan- 
tage, via. a hole in the roof which allowed smoke, 
or at least a portion of it, to escape, 

S8tli Jamtamj; 10 mtZes, IsiJOSfwt, Ntmda . — 
Another dilapidated village. The rood ran down a 
vallej which is the favonrito winter quarters of the 
noig^honring nomads ; tiioir block tents wore to be 
soon in all the side volleys, and tlio hills wore coverod 
with hords of yak onxl shoop. On the road wo 
bought a very fair shoop lor one rupee eight annas, 
which was cheap onougli. Wo itassod a high stone 
towoisliko building of a typo very Hupotinr to anything 
ordinarily soon in those regions, but uninhabitod and 
falling into ruins. Tim nalivoR sny that very long 
ago it was built by a king who ruled in thoso parts, 
for a fsvourito wrestler oalled Toe Tom Doom Boa 
In the rost-lumsci, whieh wos in a torriUo state of 
dirt, an dd woman and her daughter appeared to have 
taken up pormonont quartern ; they wore very civil, 
and proooodod to swoop out the idooo and light a firo 
dirootly wo arrived, but the price tlioy asked for some 
gross tlioy haul for sale lod mo to think that the 
rolativo values of mpeos and groHs in Tiliot must be 
fbunded on oxoggeentod imjnoHsions regarding the 
depreciation of silvor. 

SOOi, Jmiutury; 10 tnUe», lsl,(fllO 
After erossing a couple of very easy passes we 
descended into the valley in which Bamo is situated, 
whore there are sevonl other villages and some 
cultivation. The pooi>lo have the roimtation of bwing 
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a voiy Btdff-nockcd raco, anil tilie way they treated 
the two Chiueae mldiera who were Buppaeud to bo our 
escort bore this out. At the Hrst place ut which 
they ashed for qunitorH for the night, on old man 
Btnu^ one in the £ico and told tlnmi to bo gone ; Uie 
next place they tried tliey woro sput ut ; ofh'r thiit 
they decided to go to a place five miles off, where one 
of their fbllow-eountrymon lived. To us, howitver, the 
people wore civil cmough, and wo hud no diflieulty 
abrnit gutting quartern.

granitic boulders Heutinred alioub We hud ho|H‘d to 
have (VosHOfl the (lara Iju Puhr, hut by 4.»)0 I’.u. we 
had only nuicluKl a little hut undi'r (he |)uhh, iiiliabiteil 
by iui old woniaii and a youth, lui uuiuviliug-lof»king 
spot — snow lying in iiatohes, a (‘.old wind and leiulen 
sky-nut a place to linger in ; but it was Um late to 
finoc the pius^ so there was nothing to do but ludi for 
the night 

it tut JtMWtri/; mti fHilsH, tAthnnyy. - As wo hud a 
long inaiidi with a imuw in {rcmt of us^ wo got a]> very 
oairly, and having dressed by candlodight, started 
with the earliest streak of dawn. After erossiiig the 
|>asa wo dcsctendod to a xo8t*houHU, wh(>ro wo Htop|Ks1 
to have toa^ and then xesuined our jiniruey. Moon 
afterwords the town of Litliang eumo in sight ; it is 
sitnatod at the foot of a range of hills, and a bread 
open volley runs aoross its fiwnt From a little 
distanco olT it appeani to be all monastory, and 
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it cortoinly must contain on onotmons niunber of 
monlcB. 

As wo approadiod, one of the CShineae soldieis 
of onr escort bolted; knowing wdl the onstomB 
of CbinoBO oaeortB, I thought that pointed to the 
pi'OKpoct of a row. Tho other Ghineso soldier 
wuH furtively looking round him for an opportonity 
to follow Ids uom])ittdon*B example, so I hod him 
watched, as we wonted a guide. The interpreter who 
had gone on in front ctuno back reporting that ho 
could not And tho nnd tho people refused 

to direct him ; this coitaiuly did not look as if wo 
wore g«)iug to lueoivo an enthusiastic welcome. On 
ranching the gates tlio Chinese soldier was xmt in 
front to tdiow tho way, and wo outerod in sing^ Ale. 
Huddonly in a narrow x>art, slijijnng off his hone, ho 
idacod liimsulf liohutd mo, and I found myself in front 
of some infiuriatod Tiliotans, who hod big stones in 
their hands and wore dondng about in a throatoning 
inannur. To tho best of my ability L eudoavourod, 
witli tiro lUisistaiieo of a caravan driver who was dose 
bdiitid, to oxphiiu tluit wo only wanted to find the 
rost-houHo, and were XMOouful travdlors. Some Lamas 
who eumo along tho street wore appealed to, but they 
only hurried on the foster, and tho men with tho stones, 
guthoriug courage from my conciliatory tone, grew 
fiercer and fiercer and advanced to within a few xmmsos . 

Thinking things were getting serious, 1 draw my 
carbine luid rammed a cartridge in, with the effect of 
making the men who hod threatened us vanish 
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up an alley. The CSuncso who \roro Imgoiing on 
their door-Bteps, gazing at tho acono, (lisappcarod 
inside, alamming i^o dootB after them, and we wm'e 
left in poasesaion of tho street ; however, wo were not 
much bettor off than boforo, os wo wore in a blind 
alley, and there was no one to diroet uh. Tliu 
CihinoBo Boldier who hod guided us so fiur, and hud 
slippod off his horse whmi tilings bogtui to look 
awkward, had diuappearod into a house, leaving his 
horse in tho street. Wo therefore held a (wuicil of 
war, standing in the nuddlo of on aitpaxontly divterted 
city, and came to tho cunuluHiuu tiuiti os we were in 
a ou/ ih HfHt, tho best thing to do would bo to retreat. 
This wit did, aiul after going altout 200 yants, Hcoinod 
to get inti> a ingiou where tho oittion of bsuling the 
earlnno htul not been seen, as the (''hini'se eamo 
[louring out of their houseH, and Hovonil of them 
offered us aecommudatiou ; but os none of them hiul 
any phwo in which the horses could bo jmt, I was 
oldigod to dodlino tludr offers^ and got one of tlicm 
to go to tlio yomon to ask tho mandarin whore we 
tdiould go. Ho was a man that rather gave mo a 
shodc liy adilxoasing mo in ILindustani, whieh ho 
spoke £ur1y well, but ho would no iloulit have apokeu 
it with more idbmatic corrootness luid less fluoney 
hod ho been perfectly sober. As ho hud livisl 
fburtoon years in Darjiling ho liod luul ample 
opportunitioB of piridng up tho language, and his 
anxiety to assist pointed to his having thorougldy 
understood the lystem on which sahilM pay for 
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BoiviooB received. He quick!/ went off to the 
/amon, and Tetnnied with pormiasiou for us to 
occupy a Chineec building, to which we wore 
Bpoedily conducted. As eoun uh wo had settled 
down, an official came to ask for how long wo 
intended to halt. 1 luiswered that wo intended to 
proceed in tlio morning if wo could got tnuiRport 
and enough food to carry us on to tiiu next itluco at 
which things wore proonrablo. 'lliu official departed, 
and imssently roiiunod with a message from the 
Amlinn that ho regretted that he i'.ouId lutb treat us 
as guests ought to bo trotited; tlmt ho would have 
likisl to have supplied us witli everything fiee, but 
unfortunately he dared not do anything for fbar of tlio 
Lomas. There was iw douU about It ; his position 
wiM exactly the some as that of Ids ccntqMitriot at 
(Ihiamdn, vis. his ^trosonen tolerutod, but Ids jiowor 
niL The liiuuas are the rulers of tlio country, tlio 
jiooplo th(ur bond-slaves, and the CShinese a stalking 
Iloiso to bo made use of in their relations with 
foredgu powen. 
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lift Ffhntf try ; mn milrit, IIitirhuktK — ^Onu of thu 
thiu^ wo liml oiuloavourocl to fjot wuh n. iiiiui to Iwktt 
ImHul onougli to Iwtt uh for tliruo or fiimr iliiyH. Thu 
nmiularin wiid lut would mnul ua a iiiiiii who would 
1)uk« it ovonii^ht, Irat tlio luuii to d(» it in 

thu inoming. Whilo ho wuh inwy at it, a luyriiiidoii 
oamu frrnn tlio ytunuii to aak him why hi* had not 
olioyod the luaiidai'in'H ordcm luid iNikud it thu 
proviouH ovouiug. Tho Imkur wuh not ffoiiif; to Ini 
intimidatod liy tiny ono, anil promptly l•lmght up a 
Atone. Tho mynuidon flml inoontiuontly, louving tho 
imtuhohadoomotointiinidatonuwtorof thnfiold. In 
thoBO portB tho wuno xospoot tor a limh of thu law 
dooB not oxiet ue in India. 

Rufiixo wo Btartod, tho lihiduHtani-BiMinkiiig dhina- 
mau tomod up. 1 luul made up my miiul to oiiIiHt 
him OM intorprotor, hut wuh diwippoiutiHt to find 
that with roturniii^ Holnrioty iiiH kuowloilgu of thu 
lattguogo luul ohbod away, and ho oortainly did not 
know ouuugh to nuiko an efficnont iiitortirotor. Alumt 
midday wo Btartod, our ruuto lying ovor tlio sauiu 
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kind of countay as before lithang. Nomnds’ tents 
were to bo seen in all the shdteied hollowB, and horda 
wore grasing in every direction. Down the bod of a 
stxoam whoso oonrse wo followed, theio wore innu- 
morablo signs of gold-washing. One plan the natives 
hod was now to mo; it consistod first of all of a 
stream of water like a mill-lado dotoehod from the 
main stream ; towards the ond, tho water was 
concentratod into a narrow wood-linod channol, and 
then dhut out with groat foroo, striking a jmoco of 
poat-Iiko turf. Tho soil, as oxoavatod from tire river 
bud, was thrown in at tho hood of tho trongli-liko 
dhanuol, and being carried down by tlio enrruut, was 
thrown ogoinst tho turf, and tho gold stuck there, tho 
root of tho soil boiug carried away by tho water.

— Over a couido of very easy i)asHOK, tlio 
country gonorally of a Ohaug-liko chaniotor until near 
tho rost-houso, where tho sides of tlio vulloy booamo 
inoro precipitous, and troos appuarod, umougst whudi 
whito phoosaiits were to lio soon in numbors. Tluuno 
Rothang cansuitB of nothing but a rust-houso, and a 
fow huts round it Tho rost-houso hod a lidlo in the 
roof to lot tho smoko out, so it was comparatively 
comfottalilo. An attempt to swoq) it out had also 
lioon made in our liononr, but in true oriontol fiishion 
tho dirt liod simply boon sw^ into a comor, while 
somo pigs, disgustod at being ovietod from thoir 
usual quartoTB, wondotod disoonsolatoly about the 
courtyard, making oontinual ondoavoun to get book 
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again, only to bo driven off by tbo oxocvotiona of our 
horrifiod MuBBulmons, wbo -wore haring tihoir projudioea 
tombly ahockod aa wo woro getting into a country 
of Gbinamon and tiioir invariablo attoudtuxta —

In Bhooting for BpocimouB ono d(»QB not Btuud 
mnoli on ceremony, bo going uudoruoatli, £ knocked a 
couple oJF thnir iNurchoB — a male and fbmiilo ; unflw- 
tnnutoly tho mulo’s toil vrua ho kuniskod about that ho 
woB no good OB a spocinuin. Afbmr Hoouriug tlioni I 
followed tho (‘jvravan, tlio rood gnulnolly getting 
roiiglujr and tlio climate woemor. About thruo- 
i£uarto» of tho way down Bomo monlo^ wero Boon— • 
Buxo Bign of a duingo in the tompomtmu On tho 
road I mot a man riding, wlu) prom^itly Hlippod off 
hiB lioEHo, aiul kneeling down miidu oboiHaneu by 
bumping hie hoiul Bovorol timoH on tho ground. 1 
felt much ]tlonMod and flattorod, and bwgim to tliink, 
in KL)ito of tho fiict that onu knoo wan Btioking 
tiunugh my trouMorH, and tho otlior wub only pro- 
vontod from doing bo by a largo loatlior patch, that 
tlioro must bo Homotliing very dwtinyuA in my 
appoaianco, m ho ovidontly took mo for, at hoiHt, a 
loyid dignitary. Ilowovor, when tho gcntlomuu 
attomptod to liBO it wob oviilent that ho waa too 
drunk to do bo without oBBUtanott, a fiiot which 
ctniBulctably diflcountod tho value to bo ]mt u]Km hin 
genuflootiouB. 

Tho Nog Glin, a rivor with a oonBidoiablo volumo

Nagdinka, a very dunoBO-lobkinji; village, eituatod 
on the loft bonk, and aniroundod by ptooipitouH monn* 
taiuB. The popnlalion, xnoHtly Cliiuose, wore all ont to 
gOBO at UM, but we weco pretty well used to bdiig 
Btarod at OB if wo were Bomo new Bort of wild buiuttt 
and dill not mind it as long an they did not take to 
throwing stonos or other iniMitiloB. 

Wo were fdiown into very comfortable qiiartom, 
and a man came from the maudaiin with all BortH of 
dvil mcHBagoH and offorB of asBiBtaneo. JUandarin- 
liko, ho tdBo netted that owing to illnoHB he wiw 
unable to onll on uh liiraHolf, iw ho would have 
liked to do.

long maroh up a valley all the way, XHUHiug a high 
wateh-tower whoro, according to on1oiK» two men 
arc alwayB posted to koop a look-out fiw onomicB; 
hut OB nono livo near or over oomo that way liy 
any chance, they naturally iiovor boo luiy, ()n lira 
toad wo Raw wmio (Huigga at 0000 foot, tlio Ifraamt 
Itoint at which wo had Bocn thorn. 

The iKipulation of Urn Tonga io nearly entindy 
diincBe. 

7th February; Mftyn f/o2oA — lloiuring Uiat there 
were two x^ionorioB Itorc^ 1 x)UBhod on in front of 
the ooiayan, onticiitatang with xdeaBUTo mooting onco 
move with BnropoanB; Imt on arrival I was much 
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disappranted to find that th^ were absent at Ta 
Ghen Ln. 

The people ispoke most kindly of them, and they 
ore evidently legordod both ^th oGEbction and 
.raspect ; their infineneo for good seemed to mo most 
apparent os regards the ohildron, who come np 
in a simplo trustfdl way, qnite different from tlio 
combination of fear and impudence one ordiniuily 
meets with. As regards converting the people, F 
regret to say th<^ have not boon very successful. 
The only Christum in the place was one who was the 
solo and only man who stuck to his adox>tod religion 
afibor the Anetifs at Bathang. Tibet is not a good 
field fixr missionatios. Witli a similar people even 
under British rule, where they are naturally not in 
the hands of the Lomas as tiioy are in lilwt, very 
little progress is made ; os may bo seen in tiio results 
of many years’ work in Lahaul and Xjodakh by the 
Moravian missionatios, against whom no one, not 
even the most onti-missionaty sceptic, could say a 
word. 

On the rood an enormous qniuitity of tea was 
mot with, being tranqportod on mules and yaks from 
Ta Chon liu to Lhasa; in fimt, the whole of this 
rood up to Ta Chen Lu was littered witli animals 
carrying it, and beyond Ta Chon Lu well into 
Sso^uen the string of cooHos was incessant The 
mules are of a good traniport class, and sell for 
about fiffy <» sixty rupees. 

In the evening we wore treated to a Ohbose 
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pecfcHnoSance ; it consulted of a huge diagon-Uko fignio 
mode of paper, inside whick two men concealed them- 
selves and jumped about, while the attendants lioat 
eymbals ; it was an entertainment a])t to ]>all on one 
after a short time. 

Februmry: IB Amia To . — ^Woko up in 
the morning to find the ground oovured with snow, 
which, however, quickly molted directly the aim 
rose. 

The toad lay along a valley in whioli nuinmus 
villages were soattero<l about; these villiigoH nrc 
stronj^y built of stone, and os the houstw are all 
joined together and sovernl stories high, they present 
a very chateau-like apiNwnmco from a little distancM 
o£ 

The house in whidi wo put up mitaiiied innumer^ 
able prayer-wheels, sliowiug that we were not yet 
dear of Tibet and its Buddhist olMorvoneos. In (he 
kitdion there was a fine big stove mode of hanhined 
day, but without a chimney, and aa a fire wus Ininiiug, 
the atmosphere waa very thick. Two travdlers, a 
monk and a layman, seated on the floor, worn 
Ixnng supplied by the gnidwifb with toa» tsaiuim, and 
moat; the latter, in ooeordonco witli a custom fcliat 
obtains widdy in Tibet, they ate raw. 

At first we had great <liffiealty aljont getting 
supj^, the people rofhsing to give anything, but os 
wo wore out of tsampa, s(»nothing had to lie got 
So I spoke rather sharply to tire headman, the result 
being that things, the existence of which in the 
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village five niinntea before bod been denied, were 
promptiiy prodnoed, ond the people were rnneh 
aBtonuhed and delisted when I paid for thent

foirlT’ oaaily. On the west side I was astonished to 
see a honenuai in Chinese olothes, but with a 
decidedly Enropoon appearance, approaching. 'When 
he got near, the problem was solved by his salutation 
of Stm jour, Motiaieur. Ho was one of the Eronch 
missionaEieB, and it was a groat ploasnro mooting him. 
Unfortunately the plooo where wo mot was a bitterly 
cold qK>t, and the snow was coming down heavily, so 
wo did not have as long a talk os wo should have 
liked to have, but wo hoard from him that three 
of his eountiTmen wero at Ta Chon Lu and that we 
should havo too ploasuro of mooting them next day. 

All too day too snow continuod fidling heavily, 
and too tone wo roochod Chitu it was about a 
foot deep ; it must have been much doepor on too 
higher ground. Wo wore ovor too last of our Tibetan 
passes not an hour too soon. 

10th February, 11 fniZsit. — Ta Olion liu, Gyatortso, 
Tarsodo, or Darchendo, as it is variously called. As 
too omnging for transport would toko sovoxal days, 
Dr. Thordd doridod to halt at Obitu and tooot few a 
fow dajys ; so I wont on alono, trudging throng snow 
for too first part ; but lower down, os too sun camo 
outi it mdtod quickly, and too stroots of Ta dum 
Lu woro in a Bliiq>oxy state wortliy of Londmi at its 
wont. 
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A good Loose in tlio toivii, hotmting n glans 
pane iusertod in a \nndow mostly of |Miper, wan 
placed at our disposal ; and the landlady, a 
worthy-looking woman, brought xno soniu tea. After 
drinking it, I wont oiT to call on tlio missionaries 
MM. Girandot and Mussot. 1 found tliem in wliut 
appeared to mo very eomfortabh^ quartern, Init 1 
doubt if tliey would liavit snemi'd no to any tnio 
coming reetmtly from civilisation. Thu few iiietnras 
and other ovidoncen <if ruTinemcnt nniiid ilium wen* very 
rofroshing to sec. The missionaries were dressed in 
Chinese cluth(«. One of my Hrst qit(‘Htioiis was, ** Any 
nows from Eiinqio ? ** Tliero was nothing very uxuit ing. 
The great jinwets wcn‘, us they hud lH^eu for some 
yours, keojiing their annu*H up f.o ooiicerl jtiteli. They 
" make fiuurful niuHters and pruiNirn de.feni'i*," but the 
spark to sot Kuroim in a bliuse liiul not yi^t ap{HKired. 

In Auu them luul been dislurbiiiuieM in the 
Yongtse valloy, consisting, as they usually did, of 
attacks on inoffiuisivo miasionivries ; and two Knglisli- 
men, seeing a mission station iu flamni and thinking 
the fixe aooidental, had gone to render nssistuneo and 
been murdered hy the mob. But tho (Hiinese hiul 
made a show of repontanoo, mid tlio Knropoan powers 
had i>xofossed themselves satisfied. The oneounts of 
miHsionary work wore nut onoounging. The destruc- 
tion of tiio mission station at Bathiuig hod Iwen a 
most Borions bbw, just when tlioy were obtaining a 
footing and tho confidence of the people. They 
complained most bitterly of tlio opposition of the 

R 
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LamaSj and in echoing their words I am stating what 
I know of my own (pinion to bo the &ct. These 
Tjimnji press with a heavy bnrdon on the nocks of 
the pco;^, and the poor Tibetans, timid and snper- 
stitiouB, bear the yoke qnietly, tilling their fidds and 
tending theix floolb that the monks may livo at ease. 
Well do the Lamas know that a different state of 
affairs would bo produced 1^ contact with Europeans 
and the spread of the GospoL ; therefore tlioy judge, 
and that wisely from their point of view, that the 
best thing to do is to work up tlio people by ap])ealB 
to their superstitions and HiroatH of calamities to 
oppose the entry of fordgners, 

I got m(«t useful information from the mission- 
ories i^ogardiug the route to Shanghai. To Vatu, on a 
triliutary of tho Yangtso, it was eight days, bad 
going most of tlie way. Coolies were mostiy used, 
but the road was iixaeticablo fur mules and i>onioB. 
From Yatu it was three days on a raft to Kiating, 
whero boats wore procurable, and from ttiuro it was 
all plun soOittg to lehang, where stoamors wore to bo 
mob with. In summor, however, when tho snows 
ore molting, that route becomes too dangerous to be 
practooable. I deeided to toko mule tninsport as fiir 
as Yatu, as travelling with codies is terribly tedious 
work. By tho aid the assutanee kindly rendered 
by the missionaries, I sueoeodod in making a con- 
tract at what no doubt was tho pro|)er rate. Had it 
not boon for thoir proseneo my difBoulties would un- 
doubtedly hove been much greater. 
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lli^h F^Tvary . — 'Went frar a Btroll in the morn- 
ing before broakfiut, and after it busied myself ovur- 
bauling our baggage. There vrero some things not 
urorth taking any farther, such as the tents fur in- 
stance. 

In the afternoon 1 went for a walk tlirough tlio 
town. Tlio stroots are very naitow, and crowded 
widi OhinoHu shops. Matuhes, the pioneers of com- 
merce, evidently form a staple article of trade.

levied on all animals bought in tho town. 

Our landlord was a morchant, oiul aaid ho had 
ireon twice to Oalcutta md Lhasa, and hud nuule a 
lot of money, particularly on musk. I suggested 
that tho Bhomo route would bo (juickur, but he was 
afraid of tlio tobbon mi that xoaiL Hbctsipt tlie 
distorhed state of the country, f cannot see what 
hindranoo there is to trade springing up on that 
ronto. 

t4tih -Ur. Thoroldcame 
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in on tlie 14t}h, having shot a female a aort of 

Bwiall diooolate-colonred doei’ {JSlaphod/Uit ce^alo- 
phtta). On the 1 6th he was down with Amur, aa also 
were two of tho men. Ta Ghen Lu ia a very un- 
healthy place. Tho proviona year there woa hardly a 
family that did not lose a member, and luudly a soul 
in the jdneu that was not down more or less with 





fbvor. In addition to being an unhealthy climate, it 
ia olao a very disogtoeable one — dump, cold, and 
windy; when it ia not raining it ia snowing; alto- 
gether a moat deproaaing place. Tliat tlie roiaaion- 
axiea stay there, diowa what enthusiasm can induce 
men to do. 

Tho only opuuiity I saw in the place was the 
pheasant {Pltanamu degana, see page 296) when 
shooting in tho river bed. Th(^ are something like 
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the Eiif^h onrl Turkistou pliuiinautR, niid fairly 
numeroTiB. With a couplu of ilogK good Hpurt cun Iju 
got, but oniortnuatoly we mu out of cuitridgOR. 

On the 18th Thotoh] woe olill iu hod, uurl I fult 
feveiiah, but wo made up our luiiidB to match next 
day if our tempurutuicn were iiuilcr I UO", and get out 
of the place. Huwcvei' in the moniiug both of uh 
were a groat deal too ill to riae, and wo were not tihlu 
to got up hofuio the 24tli, and then we were terribly 
weak, partly on ocoouut of the fever, which MionxMl 
a very debilitatbig uatuns, and ]Nirt1y on account 
of Rome Ghimswt drugs we htul taken. 

Our intention hod 1m«ui to rid<‘, but we won* l 4 Ni 
weak, and so wo decided to go in iNilttU([iiinH itiHtciul.

aiiilJi. Februcu'yt liO mUeii, It'dani — ^Wo hoped to 
liavo left Q'a Chen La early, bet the eontinctor adEd 
hiH num wore tenibly tlilutoiy, oud wo did uot got 
away till well after midday. 

The road, which was very Imd, was quite crowded 
with coolies conying tea for tlio Tibetan market. 
The loads wore eaormouH, ospoeially eouBidetiug the 
very indifferent physiquo of the men eurryiiig ^om. 
Those coolien wear griue sanduln of the Idnd known 
in the Hinudayos Aljout S.S0 r.M. my men 

put me down luid vanished into a tea-shop. Foreome 
time I eat still awaitmg their lordships' ploosaro ; but 
at lastb getting impationl^ I got out of the polki and 
wont to see what they wore up to, when I found that 
one of them, having had an argument with the con- 
tractor, bad walked off in dudgeon. As in my weak 
statu I dkl not feel indinod to walk, I put the con- 
tractor between the shdfts, and we started. Unfor* 
tonatoly ho was more aeoustomod to «wAlriBg opium 
than working, so the result was that when night foU 
wo wore sovoval miles from the halting-place. As 
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tih^ could not cony the palki in tho dark, Mu'ru won 
nothing to do then but get ont and walk, which 1 did ; 
bat after falling twice from wuiikiicHH, and rualiaiug 
the fact that tho road in nuuiy plueua ran tdong the 
edge of difffl which I might in the ihirk iiill over ut 
any moment^ I made up my mind lo sit down und 
wait for something to turn up.

HioBo Chiuuso nist-IinuHos am onmn very well built, 
mtulo of wood, witli hugo rooiiiM, und uhowing good 
curpontry, but they urn terribly odoriferoiiH, the uuni- 
tury amuigenumte bidng infiimouH. 

Mth jSVfw’Mflwy/, TjwfhiHlmMt . — A long wiairy 
munch, and we did not gut hi till much uftior durk. 

On the roiwl wo Htupiiuil mid hod Home rorniMh- 
ment at a toa-houso by tlio ruudHidi% Tlio teit- 
housoB on this road ant inuumoraldu, it lioiiig a grout 
trade route ; they ore open to tho atveetH, und We 
forms and tallies atxongod in rows, und various sorts 
of outaldos oru HUj[)pUod at very motluiuta mtos to 
suit tho puisoB of the jiutrous, who uro mostly coolies 
in tho toa trade. For four oush ' one gets a littlu diy 
tea in a cup, aiul hot water <ul lOt, rsMliuHliomii, u 
largo town, boasts of on iron chain Inidgo in such u 
state that it is positively dimgorous.

SOth Februmy; 33 mites , — Over 11 pass, tho last 
bit of Avliich was on Huovr, and tbcu into a ’vnll^ 
with hill-sides covered witli cultivation. Tho way the 
(Jhiucriu manage to cultivate a mountuiuous countiy 
is muevoUouB; ap]uircutly inaccossiblo sjmtH boast a 
little patdi growing beans or Homotliing of a similar 
iiatiu'o, aud oven the tops of boulders aro sometimas 
covci'cd with soil and cjro][)H. 

xlUlk Fetmuu'if, Chiu Ctd iSfut . — ^Jlofbro mmdiing 
in tho morning wo got rid of the pdkis and tlioir 
bparors, and hired ponies iustoail. Itight ghwl wo 
wore to HOC tlio lust of tliom — u more hisy iusolout 
lot it has never boon my fortune to meet, lleiug 
able to go along, kuqnng up with tlio caravan, aud 
gutting in before dark, was very difToront from finding 
ouesdlf straudud when darkness come on, 7 or 8 miles 
fimn tho Laltlug-ploce, as hod invariably happened 
when wo had travelled by j^Milaaqain. 

iKt Mni'cli s 37 vUles, IChoni Fit . — Grossed our last 
pass— thank goodness it was tho lust Since leaving 
Leh tho number erossod wus simply innumcmblo, but 
now it wos down hill all tho way to BhaughaL No 
more snow, and very little cold to be ozpeetoci 

ifarali, Clun TMn Toil — nice easy march 
down a valley containing a stream, which was orossod 
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once by a foixy. The climate had coniplutely changed, 
being much wannei'; and dmnpe of bamboos snr- 
xounding the villagos gave to tho cuuutiy on almost 
tropical ajipoaianco. There ore coal minoH soniourhere 
about, os wo met numbcM of men canying liasknts of 
coal on their backs. Tlie people, tliough a little too 
inquisitive tu bo pleasant, wero still dvil, i‘onttaHtiiig 
very fiivourably with their felluw - eonutiymen in 
Kuehar, Aksu, and tlio other towns of liiiHtoru 
Turkiatan ; but as yet wo luul nut been in auyihii^ 
wortliy of being called a town, and luy ex[ieriiau‘.e 
has always boon that tho (Jhineso in villagos uiul tho 
Ohuioso in towns aro two very diilerout nioes of 
imople. Oil tlio mid a guisl many lea IluhIu'S wotu 
soon — old, unke])l, and untrimiuod Hliinqis that no 
luduin tua<pluutor wouhl over allow Ut einulxtr Jiis 
grouiKb 

iti'd Hxi wileH, Ytt Qm uv IVd/zA,- -Over 

a slight lidge, and thon down into a country iloiusdy 
populated, os is all tho oouutiy around. Tho Chiiuwo 
aro thoroughly nlivo to tlio vuliio of inaunre as a 
fortiliaor. As wo left tho lost idmco a number of 
boys foUowod our punios with Isiskots in order to 
pick up what lull. They luivo other mothisls 
also of oniiching tho soil. If tlio iKMiplo of India 
would take a losson from thorn, not copying all tlioir 
mothods, but only tho most commomlablo <»f thorn, it 
would impzovQ tho oonditioii of tho country im* 
monsoly. Tho indiffiironoo with which tliey rogard 
heapB of oaccollon.t fbrtUiaor lying at their doors while 
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tiieir fields axe starving for wont of it, distiesses any 
one vvifili their welfare at heart. The Chinese are 
better coltivatOTs than the Hindiistauia. Ya Qhu is 
a fairly large town. When we got in, a mossonger 
arrived from tho yomen asking permission to copy 
our pasqiort^ which ho won allowed to do ; and I then 
proceeded to arrange for a raft to Kiating. A sort of 
contractor come np and demanded ninety rupees for 
the job ; I offered him ten rupees, which ho took with 
joy. I must have ridiouloualy overpaid him. 

JfwvA.— Marching over; nothing to do but 
sit still on a raft and fioat <lowu. Those rafts are 
wonderful craft; they ore mode of one layer of 
bamboos, lofdiod together with strixM of bamboo bark. 
As the water washes freely over and through them, 
tho baggage has to bo elevated on x)odostuls to ko^ 
it dry. They are wonderfully buoyant, carrying heavy 
loads!, end slioot raxiids in an extraordinary mamier. 
Knooking against rooks or tho bottom does thorn 
absolutely no harm whatovor; thoir (daBtudty saves 
tliom. Tho country on each side of tho xivor was 
hilly Olid douHoly populated, and, though one could 
hardly say why, it had a thoroug^y Chinese appoor- 
anco. Tho oolostials soem to have a gift of stamping 
the marks of their proaonoo on tho very fhoo of 
iLatuxo. The pxincipol cre^ appoarod to bo mustard 
and rice. 

At nig^t wo tied up by fho bank and slept In a 
Ghinoso inn. 

fiforcA. — We hod hopod to roach Kiating, 
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bat fiulod to do bo, and apeut a cold, muoiable, 
diizzliog wet day Bitting on tbo raft, tucking up out 
foet to keep them dry na wo ruBhcd tbrongb the 
rapida, and putting tbom down again on wo got 
into still water. Tbo river was crowilod with duck, 
bul^ aloB I wo bad not a aitiglo cartridge Icfitb 

Wo i^HiBBod a groat unmlior of IwiitB and ruftH boiiig 
towed up tbo river; iuBtead of rttpiw atrijw of Iminboo 
bark fiiatoned togotber are usud-— an oxeolloiit material, 
being li|^t and Btrong. In tbo aboxw and basaam on 
tbo rivor-bauk tbo amount of bwooIh luul Kiuall cukoH 
disidayod wna very noticoablo ; iniuiy of tbom won^ 
oxooUoiit and abHurdly t^oajK Tbo (ibinoso uti- 
doubtodly bring more intelligence to Ixair ou tlieir 
cooking armngomoutH than tbo untivuH of India do, 
tile lattor having jirootiwilly no variety at ail, thougli 
witliout in luiy way infringing on lawlo riiliiH many 
appotiaiug dialioH might bo miulo ; but no, ** It is not 
custom," is a native's invariablo reply when anytiiiiig 
of the nature of dhongo is suggestod. In sjiito of 
their Idckahaws, liowevor, tbo (Ibinoso can't brood 
poopb) like tiio fighting races of Northern India, who 
man for man would lie hanl to boot in any company, 
the reason jitobably boing that in ono case tbo staple 
artido of food is rico and in tlio otiior wheat. 1 was 
much struck with the amount of rico tbo IioatniQn 
managed to imt away, but tlu^ could not bold 
a camllo to tbo polld-boarers, who soBinod' to stop 
tat 0 little light xefiessbineut at every toa^bouso timy 
came ta 
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Ooffin-making Beoms a veiy HouriBkujg indiistay 
in Chino. As wo floated down the rivor uumhon of 
cofiiiiB wero to ho soon piled np outside the ploceH 
whore tlioy were mode. 

Uih Mamh, Kiatutg. — Shortly after midday, 
Xiating, a largo wullod town, picturesquely situated 
on the loft linnk of the river, wiw readied. It is a 
place of conHidemblo impurtiuiuo, doing a largo trade 
in silk, etc. 

Directly wo got in, I piDcooiloil to arniugu for 
li hnat to tiiko us to Clumg King, luul after some 
liiirgiuning got a fuir'Hisod one for 8 tools. The 
owner wiinicHl half in odvoutw, but after W(‘ighiug u 
uiunbiu' of bits of mlvor, tlui neurust I (souhl gut to it 
WiiB 22- taels, so the nunniuditr hud to be given to 
liim in cosh (400 cosliai 1 ruxiuo), of which it took 
2200 to wake up the amount The want of a coin- 
ogoiii China is a great nuisance when travelling; usit 
is often inixKmsililu to make up the exact weight io(|uirod 
in the luinxM of silver uscmI, and the diffeieuuo liaving 
to bo made up in uush, a huge quantity of tliem has 
to bo carried, a matter of little momrat with water 
caninge, but u soriouB matter with ooolie or x^ony 
transport^— a whole pony-load of them only rexoo- 
Bonts a small sum. In the evening, just after wo had 
gone to bod, wo wore surprised by hearing our boat 
hailed from the bonk in English ; the unoiqiectod 
visitor tamed out to bo "Htt. Jioroy, of the China 
Inlanil Mission, who hod been three years in this out- 
of-the-way xdaco. He told us that in two days we 
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Bhonld roadi Sni Fa, whore tiicro won* noimal min- 
sionaiioB. 

Rth Jfarc/h — loachod Sui Fn jast Woro (Inrk, 
and started ut once to coll on Mr. and Miii. Piiem of 
the nuBBion, whom wo fbond in ii ]tnli\'o houito rloBO 
to the north gate. Their Iioitrc, witli ai few Ean)iK‘an 
thingH about, ap]ionrod qniUt of)inrorl4ihle, Itiit living 
in the mulst of a diinoso town ejiiinot 1 k) 2>]i‘UHUit. 
Both of tliann, lut is tlio nflunl (uiHlfini in tluf miawinn, 
were droRSod in Chiuom i;lotlu‘N. 

A crowd hud followed oh thnnigh iJio HtniotR auid 
remained ontBide, Horeauning auid Inioting wliilo waa 
woro insido. Hiuhlonly ilia noiMt iNuaamio niiiadi loiidnr, 
and wo mshod nut to mua what laaad hai|»{>(nia>d, anal 
foiuid thn oxoilcamiiiit waua all owing taa any aa|Hiniul 
having gunu out, nraMiting ai ]NUiias uniongHt the inaih, 
what wore laniifioal ait the Might a>f that fatreign alaig, 
whilo ho WOB nai laws turrifioal ait tlio hubhuli. 

In the KaiMt a alifiiculty in unalauntonaling KumiNiuii 
philanthropy hi often mot with, hut tlieio uro iu» ]ieo}i1o 
to whom it in m ineomprohenHihlo om Uio (jhiiiOHe. 
For two hundrod yoaro mifwioniuioH have Uien 
OKtabliHliaxl haw), anal yet Mr. luial Mm. Kaien were 
lately in oonBialoralilo alongcar owing tai a ro[M)rb having 
boon Bptoad that they had Htolen ii chilal luiil eaten it, 
the adiild in a|UQ8tion luiving nimply strayeal ; fortu- 
nately it was found juBt in time ta> provnnt anything 
BoriouN oaseurring. As the eoiitinnal anithroakH against 
miBBionatioB in ploeos in which they have been long 
OBtablishod show, attempting to live IIicho uIooh down 
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and gain the confidence of the peo|de seeniB a hope- 
less task. The people at huge will mndi more ieadil 7 
bdievo that the nussionarios come for the pniiiose of 
obtaining the flesh of CSunoso children to cat or sonto 
niTsteiioiis medicine to bo obtained fi!<om their brnius, 
than that they came for puiposos dictated by philan- 
thropy. Mr. Faora was kind enough to see ns down 
to our boatt and it was very furtnnntc be did so, as 
the mob were ratber oltstreporons, and fdlowod calling 
out importiuoneoB of dilFumut sorts. Mr. Foers, by 
turning round and H|tcuJ£ing to them in their own 
langiuige, mnnagcMl to keep them witliin bounds. 
Wliat mode the chancps of n row greater tiuin they 
would usually bo was that the town was fall of 
military stadouts up for one of the periodical ozami- 
nations: tlicso military students oro for the most 
part comi^wsod of the lowest cbiss of the pnoplo, 
coolies, etc. ; the principal port of the examination 
consists of shooting fivo arrows at a mark, and riding a 
lunso along a troneb, lotting go tho reins and swing- 
ing the arms olmut Brilsny does not play such an 
important port in tho military (Mcaminations as it does 
in the civil, owing to tho greater x>ovorty of tho 
candidates and tho much smaller prixos to Iw obtained. 
Mr. Foem told me of a ease bo know of, in wluch in a 
civil oxamiiuition n candidate hod gtvon n bribe of 
1000 toela. Wo passed a man in the street who was. 
diouting out filthy and disgusting langoags^ twinge 
wo wore informed, iNiid to do sa Verily the Ohinese 
are a strange peoxde.

lltA, 12t^ md IStA Ma/nisL — ^We wero ddayod by 
bead ^mids, and contmnally bad to tie np by tbe bank 
until tbe wind modoiated, so wo did not loacb Gbnng 
King tQ] tho 13th. Chnng King is a loigo town of 
about two hundred thousand iubabitauts, situated at tho 
junction of two rivers. A considorablo trade iu white 
waa^ silk, etc., is done, and if stoomorH only ran up 
OB far, being as it is the entrepot for trade witli tho 
oiuarmous province of SserJiuou, it wonki develop into 
a second Shongliai. As soon as wo got in wo stnitod 
off to call on Mr. Fulford, tho British Oousul. Tlie 
road hiy throuf;^ tlio city, in winch tlioro ore several 
goo<l fdiops. It was very evident that wo hiul got 
into a country where the puoi)lo hod a certain know- 
ledge of Europoaus, as the prices asked wore xunoh 
higher than wore asko<l farther bode in places whore 
Europeans were unknown. Tho British Consulate is 
a native building inside tho town, and in no way 
suitable. For one thing it is not right that a 
European gontlemnn should be expected to live in an 
evil-smolling insanitary Ohinoso dly ; but 1 boUeve 
tliat in order that he may maintain his influence with 
tho native ofiloiah^ it is considerod advisable that he 
should do so; and, secondly, it is not dignified 
that tho reprosentativo of a groat power should 
bo so meanly lodged. We wore unfortunato in 
finding Mr. Fulfurd from home, and as it was 
uncertain when ho would return, wo went bade 
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to oni boat mnch rliciappwiicd. In tbu ovnnhig wo 
Tocoivod a note from bim, onking ub bo be biH ;pioHts 
during our stay. Unfortnnatoly it wan too Into to 
avoil outboItob of bin kind olTor tbon nn tho city gnten 
wnto just oloning, hut wo prominoil to 1m with him in 
tbo morning. 

Next day wo went to ncu him. It wan a groni 
treaty — mooting a follow-conntrymnii and finding 
onoBolf in toiinli onoo mom with civiliHation ; 
tlio looking oYor old paiww, and rotuliiig up 
nearly a yuar'n iiowh, won very iutorCHtiug. An 
airangoniont wiw idno nuulo during tlio day with 
a man for a iMmt to lohonfi^ In minrn for eightimn 
tiudB wo worn to bo delivonil thrni in niglii dayn or 
lewi) and one bud won to 1m dodnotiMl fmiii tho 
amount for (‘iiob dny over uigbf. The whole iimingi)* 
mont wiiN writtun out and nigucul. 

In Uio afbomoou wu wont to eidl on Mr. Iloliwni 
and Mr, Ixivott, of tho lm|ierial CoHlonw Serviee; 
thoir quartern ore infinitely miporior to tliu Cunaulatn. 
Ilbro, aa at Bui Pu, tlio plnoo woa fiill of military 
MtttdontH, who worn to bo Houn iiraoUaing andioiy in 
ovQiy avnilablo ap<»t. I fiumy the ObincMo Govern- 
ment are fully alive to tho foot Unit Imwa and armwa 
oro olwoloto, hut thoy don't pul enoiigh faith in tho 
HtudeiitH to lot tliom handle lustttv wcn|M>iiii 

The novority of tho eivil examinationa (wiiudi ia 
alightly tomporod with hrilwiy) may bo Judged ftom 
the feet that after local oxominatioiw hod l)een holil 
all over the proviuetH fifteen tlioiiaond aueeQaafid 
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oandidates appeared at Chenta, the capital, for farther 
examination, and from omongat those a vory small 
number \roiild be aUowod to go to Pddn for tbo final. 

Though Chung King is nominally an open port, 
steamers aro not allowed to run to it, the reason 
alleged by the Chinese being that opposition would 
occasion disturbances amongst tbo Imtiug popnbition 
who at pi*osont do the carrying work. This at ihut 
sight may appear on oxcoUont argument, but uxpori- 
onoo has shown tliat when a port is thrown ojiou 
to steam tmiiio, the trade incroasos so (‘nomiously 
that the work for the kaits and junks in no way 
diminiHhtts ; in ford: the boating XK>pnlntion benoOtH as 
much OH anybody else. For instance, botwoon Jlankau 
and Shanghai, where nine-tontlw of the tnitliu is 
ctuTiod on Htoamurs, thure aro more junks on the 
river thou boforo ILuikau was an open port. WlioUior 
stoomom could run up to Chung King or not ia a 
question on which I cannot fool myself justifiiKl in 
giving a dooidod opinion, but 1 cortaiuly saw no 
stoamor in Cluita that could do so, — specially eon* 
structod ones might possibly bo able ta 

Outside the city for miles the oonntiy is one huge 
gravyyard. On certain oocosious the poo|ilo bum 
imnumse quantities of papers to tlio miiuos of their 
anoostors, a regular jdaeo being established for the 
puxiiOBo. The sine to which the graveyards extend 
ofbtm Iraoomos a serious question, as the only oeoasion 
on whiidi the lovollmg of them is hold to he justifiable 
is on the oocurtouoe of a ebungo of dynasty.

/7f/i Alaivhf IF/wm'Ao.— "W o niaiingisd to haivif a 
giMMi numy miloH laduiul um, oh Hlurting nhortly after 
midnight wo kept going ateodily until K e.M. A gentle 
braoie aHtern was all tiio wind we hud, wheroiui moat 
daya wo hod had a Htrong breons ngaiiwt uh, luon) por- 
tieularly in tho aftomoon. On Uio way wo pfunod 
tho village of Bsi Po Clhai, wliora tliero w a moat 
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Eomarkably piotnxesqne lodcwith poxpendioular aidoa.

18^ Man-ch — ^It rained luird, and Boon alter aturt- 
iiig wo had to tie up by the bank quite unable to make 
any way ogainat tlie atrong bead wind that wna blowing. 
It wna rather miaorabJo work aittuig thoro hour after 
hour, but there wna no remedy. At laat tlto wind 
moderated, nnd we atarted again and jnat managed to 
reach the town of Yi Youitg Shuug os darkuem aet in. 

lOUh Afeuv/k — ^Wull into the colobratod Yongtao 
ffogOB, where the hilla are muclt higher and more 
laoren than tlioau higher up ; iooking oilluir alieod 
or aatoru, idcnig atrutchea of the river, it aeomod aa if 
Uiere woa no outlet, and that we worn in a long narrow 
lake. 

Along tlio face of the difla miia n patii cut ont of 
the aolid reek in many ploeea, all the work of a privato 
individoaL Suoh doeda ore thoroughly in acoordoneo 
with Eoatem idooa, the eountiy iMing largely dtqioud- 
ont on the philanthropy or vouity of privato indi- 
viduola for wotka which in the woat woukl bo Tudor* 
taken by the State. Towards tlm Iriwor end tlune are 
aomo rather noaty rapido.

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On tho 22nd wo omoxgcd from tlio gor(jOH, and 
rounding a bond in tho rivor, ILhl.S. Enk, a Ghinoso 
rovenno omiBoir, and tho 8.B. Y Linff oamo in aiglit, 
off tho town of lohangi tho furlhomioat 
from tho aca of all tho opon porta. Wo wont atruiglit 
alongaido tho Y Lbtfft bnt woru mueli diaappouilud to 
And thnt aho wan flill up iuul could iirjt tako iia, ti 
luuudorin with tlio usual fijllowiug of rag-tag and Ix)))- 
fall having mono^ioliaod tho iNiHHongcr aoRowmcKlu- 
tion, BO wc hod to miiko up our iniuda to wait for tho 
next atoiunor, whoao arrival woh vury uucortiun (»wiug 
to tho low atttto of tlio rivor. Wo Uiou wont to onll 
on Mr. Evonunb tho lirituh Ounaul, who livcw (luito 
noor to tho rivor. doao liy, a romaiuhtunta) of tite 
disturlioncoH tluit luul oucumtd a fow uiotilliK pro- 
vioualy was to Ito hoou iii ilia hhiokuiiod walla of Uio 
mimioii ImildtngM Immt down Ity Uio riotorH. llio 
Ohiiiora oro a pooplo of indomitablo valour wliun 
aovotal thouaatid of thorn aro pittod againat a Tow 
nmu'mfMl miaaionoiiioa, but tlioir valour ia of a kind 
that ovapomtoH wondorfiiUy (iniokly in bout of a fbw 
rifloB in tlio hands of dotorminod mon. After tliuy 
had duatroyod tho miaaion station, in n At of olatioii 
they rushod to tho Oustom-houNO, Init Uioru a HUtj,>riHo 
XMWty in tho shape of oight Eurot»ians with riflas 
awutod tliom*— a dAu/iumefU os disogtoottblo os' it 
was unoxpootod; so tho valorous ruliblo ijuiotly 
moltud away. 

In tho ovoning wo hoard that tho mandarin who 
was going in Uio IT duff hod oluuigod ids mind about 
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going, BO ve aliould bo uUo to gu in her afitoi' oU, and 
wo took our things on board at onuo, rejoicing to 
think that wo had done with undvilisod modes of 
travel : Bteambont and rail wei'u to tnko tho plaeo of 
caravan and nativo 1)oat8, and tho uommusariiit was 
no longer to bo a doily sourcu of anxiety. 

Boforo daylight wu wore under weigh, and on 
going on dock found oiuhoIvoh steaming through a 
country of quite a differuut character fi'oui what it is 
above Iduuig. The hills hod gt\'au phuso to a flat 
alluvial onuntiy, tuid tliu liviT had widonod out 
tromendoutdy. Opposite Bha Bsi, a largo town on 
tlio bmiks, wu stopped and luudiorod, in onhnr to toko 
(»ir and disduu'go ii«ssougt>rs ; os it is not a treaty 
jMirt, tlie lotuling and distdiorg^ng of cargo is for* 
biddon. 

Next day wo possed Sandy Ldond, whore a sond- 
botik strotiihoB right (wross the river. Ah it is always 
shifting, and there is very little water on it, it is 
a eontiiiiud souroo of (Uixiety to captains of steamerH. 
Wo just managed to got over it mid nothing iiioro. 
All this isirt of tlio river is protty licklisli naviga- 
tion ; shiiw uoiitinoally stick and ore often on u sand- 
bank lor some days, luid ovontuolly got off either by 
tlio rising of tlio water or by taking llio cargo out and 
hauling off. Numlsirs of xaflUi woro iiossod flouting 
down ; Uioy are of immouso sisc, and havo huts built 
on tlium ill which vogulor oommuiiitios live. 

A Norwegian muoiionary oomo on board at a 
small town m mute; ho soomed very devoted to his 
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work, but luwl tliu usual stor}’ to lull uf not innuli 
ButtcoBS no liir, but great bopcs. 

Uii 26 tli Match wo roucbud lluiikiin, the great 
ti‘a>mart of Cliiiia, l^iuliug tiuit the b.h. Khunj 
y» wns to stuit tluirt evening feu* Shanghai, we got 
our thiugH on bnaj.1l at oni». Shu in a nuigniiieunt 
HXimtuneu of a river steuiner. 

After giitliiig our thiiign 011 board, wi> went to 
have n look ruiunt the Hottlemenb Along the rivoi^H 
odgn there in a bund ((onlNinknieui), niwdi tiwd ue a 
pnimeuiuV. Ik‘liiud it are the men'iuntM’ and other 
roHiduntfi' Iioim<!h and oifidifv and tihuugh not tptite 
HO ihio, they diMtiuetly ruMmddu tint (ihowringhi*e 
houwiM in dnluiittik TIi(>y are certainly niont eoiu- 
fortalilu than the onlhairy up-eountry Indian btinga- 
Iowh; but the abHcueu of gaiileiw luid the way the 
hoUHeH ore erowtled together eoiwtitutt^ grt'uldmw- 
bookH to on Anglu-Iiidiiui eye. 

Ilaukiui bonHtH u HUiall ruciHajurHct, Hoven furlongM 
round. The only loeiiig in Clbinu in laniy-nusiug, 
HO tho HinallmiHH of the (wurHe cjuiiu>t lie (MMiaidonKl 
much of u diMulvuntugo. I huw Home of tho iiunieH 
being walked on the eouiwi. Ho fiir uh I could mat, 
they wttfu all wlint are known in (kuitral AhIu ob 
K aluiaokH, a breed that eomiw from about Mong^diu ; 
hoiivydteudwl, oearHo nninialH, with tliiek taiiis up tf> 
weight and good baggage animalH, Init not nujoni. 
Indian country-bred ^KmioH could gallop away from 
the beat of them. ICowover, tho npurt Ih jiMt 
OB good, whether oh n claw the liomoH are hIow 
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01 fast, provided that nono from- ouothor cloas arc 
introduced. 

In the evening wo dined with !Mr. Moorhead, 
the popular Commueionor of CuHtome, and hud the 
l>loasuro of meeting several of the rosidentB. It was 
n pLoosant evening, cut short hy our having to be on 
board the steamer by 10 p.m. 

Q7ih Mm'dik . — Steaming down tlie Ynnglse ugainHt 
u hood wind, rain ihlliug all day. About 2 p.h. wo 
arrived at tlio upon port of Kin-Kiiing, eelobrutitd oh 
being the place where most of tlie cliina for the 
Emperor is mtulo. It is distmguishablo fnim ordinary 
china the dragon on it being five -toed. Great 
quantitios are rojocted fbr some microscopie or 
imaginary iault^ and all rejected artidos are con- 
demned to bo broken, but os a matter of &ct are 
generally sold. 

Wusuo, whore two inoiTuusivo unarmed English- 
men hod lately boon done to doatli by tlio mob, was 
also passed — a moli who, if they hod been confronted 
by a dozen armed men oitlior before, after, or during 
tlie time they wore actually killing those men, would 
have cringed and protested their good intentions. 

A very oonspiouous island, called the LitUe 
Orphan, is passed farther down the river. The 
legend is that a fiithor and mother and two children 
wore coming up stream in a boat, when a squall 
struck them and th< 7 ' wore capsized; the jiaronti 
wore drowned, but a turtle took the (diildma on 
his buck; one^ however, was washed off, and finmed' 
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tibo Little Orpluin, the other wiw wauhod off farther 
up oud fonnod the Big Orphan, luid the iurtio 
swimming ou at last gcuuudod oud formod a third 
island. 

The largo city of Nnnkiii, coluhrated for Uiu ^lari 
it ]ilayod in tliu Tncpiiig rubdiiion, wus imsficd ou the 
28 i]L It was liuld for a loTig tinio by tho itibols 
against tho Imporialists, vrho built works 011 tliu 
otlior side of tlio river, n|id exchiuigiHl sltots, Umt 
never did any one any harm, with tho ItOHiogcil. Thu 
Imperialists got a colobratud river pimte, inncli druiulud 
by the Qovarumciit, to help tlium, but oil hu did wiw 
to levy a duty on cargoes of rice going to tliu liu* 
luoguorod city. 

Nowiuluys thu river fmiit is protoott'd by Krupp 
guns, tbati iu (^o of wiu*, it would be an well to tokv 
iloforu Hhi[)H poHHud in fronb us thu rivur is mthur 
uanrow at that port. 

Some idea of tho maguitmle of Ohiiiuso works 
maybe judged ftom tho fnet that tho walls of Nankin 
ore twonty«one miles round, Of eouxso tho eity only 
ooeupies a small isurt of the spaoo thus oneloHOil. Thu 
Chinese oortouily spend an ononuons amount on 
dofimsivu works. AU over ilw kingdom it is Uiu 
same. Every city hits a wall round it, though in 
many coses, owing to JiUls oommouding Uiu town, 
^ walls oro of no value whatever. Tho Orest Wall, 
an attempt to make the whole eonutry into ono groat 
fort, gives a good (due to Chinoao ideas os regards 
militajy luattun. They don’t like tho idea of fighting 
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in the open. At tlie alightost distiij:1>ance tLoy rnuh 
into their fovts nnd shut the doon. 

On tlio 20th, at 11 a.m., wo ruachod the mouth of 
the Wangpo river, at which there arc Ronio CiuneHo 
forts armed witli modem guns. Their value, how- 
ever, is much diminished by their being outremdied 
to Nucli an extent that they have practically no lateral 
range wlnitovitr. 

Shangluii is thirteen miles fiYnn the mouth of the 
river. All the way up nhiiis of all nations w(»ru to be 
mot m nmiti to the (Kteou, while oif the town a <1oxon 
or so of gunboats wem onchontd, boaiiug about them 
tluit <;[aiot air of subdued imteiitiality that scents so 
inlienmt in waitiliii>H. Auimntioit was given to the 
scone by tlto itmumerablo brightly-coloured samjMuts 
ilittiug hither and thitlicw on shore. The settlement 
itself, including a brewery, eettou mills, water-work, 
nnd the quays, gave evidence of JISaro]KMUi skill and 
entor^irisit. 

At the wharf a crowd of Chinese witli jiuriksliuws 
and barrows was assembled to meet us, luid gitttiug 
tlirrmgh them was rather n businoss. Kluuighui is 
colled, and deservedly so, *‘tho modtd settlement,'* 
but a sweeping reform would bo the abolition of sonut 
of the jinriksliaws. It is impossihlo to walk in any 
comfort along the streets owing to the way one Is 
postered by their owners, otherwise the most captious 
critic would find little to cavil at in Hliaugluu. Willi 
its wdll-laid-out oloau streets, oloctrie light, oto., it 
has little to learn from other placos, though it is by 
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no lueonH the only pltux! in tLo euMt Inyiiip; daim tu 
tho title of “ tlio moflol flcttloincait.'' 

In tho polieo they have nixty Siklm who < 1 o (•xc^cl- 
lent work, TJioy wore (IcIij^hU'il to have a tuik with 
any ono from tho l^unjnlt, niul-wo oonvnrNod ahoiit tho 
J 3 owali at AmritKiir and otlior iiiatt.orri of iiiiich intor- 
cst to thoHo liuiling from tho him I of tho fivo nvc*m." 
They fusonioil very oontiiiifoil with thoir lot, ami hiul 
a snpronio itoutonijit for tho (JhiniMo, nor dooH 0110 
rtMjiiiro to bo loii^ in Sluuighni U) hoc tho difiid wil.h 
which tlioy aro roganhal by tho ( VIcHtiiiln. 

Krom Shanifhai wo wont in tlin MoKKiio(>rioH 
MnritinioH Htoanior Mf/ff/ to Ilon{{kon;{, ihonoo in tho 
aa. ,JniKtu rlti Kiii^ii[ioro and IVnoii;;, lM»lh **imHioI 
HottlonioiiiH '* tihiili, Htraiijfi* to Kiiy, |.|ion;{h olnioHt 
Hinothorod in vojj;i‘tatioii, i^in ^n»w no vi'f^olabloo, to 
(lalRuttfk Kniin horo wo wont dinn't to Sinda, whio.h 
we reachiHl after an aLmoiioo of twelve ond a half 
inontha 

Tho caravan drivoia wont atraij^ht on in the train 
to Rawal IMndi, whentso tlioir homca in Ijadokh <fOiild 
bo xoochod in a montlt. They hod tlunu goftrl aurvioo. 
Without ilioir iiRHiatanco the trip could never havo 
boon brought to a miecoHHrul tcrniination. When 
tirod and hungry they never hoHitated to at art after 
ponteM that hiul Hiroyml, and oft.fin wore out after 
tliotn all night. Tho way— day after day for niontliH 
—they had marolicd, oxpoaed to all aorta of weather 
atirl luirdaliipH, exemplified well the laating power of 
the orientid when well fed. During the greater part 
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of tho jouinoy they hod had. plonly of laont, which 
had rendered iiho amount of work they hod done 
possible. 

Parting with them was a painful business, and 1 
shall oyer think kindly of tho men to whom 1 owe m 
much. 
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In tlio North-West ProvincoH of India, about 2S00 
yootH ago, Siddharta Qantamn^ sumamcd Iluddlia, 
or “tlio onlightonod ono,” originated tho rdiginn 
callod after him. Its rapid buccohr in obtaining 
conTortB wtw probably largely duo to a ronotionary 
fooling ogninHt ilto opprumivo diHtinctioiiH of mto 
impoRod by tho BrahmiiiH ; but Uioro apponrs to have 
boon littlo, if any, ill-fooling botwoon tho followers of 
Qautama and tho luUioronts of tho more andont 
HinduisBo. We liavo tho ovidonco of tho two Chinoso 
pilgrims. Fa Hion, who visitod India in the fburth 
eontury, and Hwon Taong, who visitod it in tho 
seventh, that tho two redigions livo<l omioably side 
by sido. Tho history of both shows a striking 
absonoo of anything of tho nature of religious ^tor- 
Booution or intoloranoo^ a point in wltich they compare 
most fikvourably with tho more aggrossivu Moham- 
medanism. Buddhism is a religion of a doddodly 
mild and negative oharoctor. Existence it holds to 
' bo misory, and contemplation a virtue, — doctrines it 
is impossiblo to oonooivo as being an inoeutivo to 
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groat or good actions ; but tbero is nothing in such 
ideas incompatible with fiieudship towards tho ad- 
herents of other creeds. 

The number of people who can bo dossed os 
Buddhists has been very much exaggerated, some 
writera going tho length of estimating it at a tliird of 
the human race, their numbci's being arrived at by 
including tho whole of the Chinese Rice — a groat 
mistake ; tho moss of tho (ihineso ][)C 02 )lo are Tooists 
iuid Oonfiiciauists in thooiy, while in iwicUco venera- 
tion of 0000810113 is the form their inligion takes. If 
statistical roports of a »diable naturit could ever 1>o 
oblninod.of tho people professing tho difRtront religions 
in Chino, most people would be astonished at tho 
number of Mussulmans aud the few Buddhists Uie 
Kmpiro contains. 

Tliat even tho Tibetans diould be dassud as 
Buddhists nppoara to mo to bo a ijnestion quito open 
to discussion ; when first tho religion was introduced 
into tlio country from India, it eanio stronjj^y impreg- 
nated with Hinduism, as is testified by the idols to 
be seen on Miliuis, and in honsos, the grisit majority 
of which oro taken from tlio Hindu Piuithoon. On 
its airival in Tibet it was largely iuflnoncod by 
Shamanism, and yet still more modified by tiie 
introduotion of Lamaism. From those various sources 
and influences the modem religion of Tibet has 
sprung— « religion that does not appear to bo eorrootly 
deseribod as Buddhism. Travelling through the 
country one sees little that can bo conneeted with 
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Gautama or hia doctiiues, cortaiuly uot uiuro than 
can bo connuctod \tdth Hinduism. Casio is alMcut, 
but that cun easily bo accuuutud for l)y tho fact tluit 
the Brahman inco novor obtoiwsl a foothold in tlio 
country, and tho Lamns being nominally cclilmto, 
cannot airoguto to tliomsolyus any peculiar racial 
supoiiority. But oven costo, though intimately Isjuud 
up witli tho Hindu religion, is nut oji iutcgrtd part of 
it, but moioly a social institution. 

Writers differ very mucli as to the actual (bite at 
which Buddhism crossod tho ilimulayus; but its luiving 
come in sucli a lliinluifMid form points to its inlirodiic- 
tiou having bo(«n comparutivoly recent, as tho probable 
oiiding of tljc religion in India was that it l»ocainc 
HO iinprcgnniod with BrahinaniHin as not Ist dis- 
tingiilslmblii from it, and it must huvit bi‘cn in a 
transition state when it obtuiiusl u fooLliohl in 'I'ilsit. 
In 110 country is I'cligiun so much tfnu/s/wv; every 
man hiut a praying-wltcol in his Inuid whieb ho con- 
tinually turns, ovon when on horseback; piles of 
stones ongravctl with mystical Hoiitoncos are met 
witli; flogs booruig tbo ssiuo myslicul scutuiicoH flutter 
in the wind ; and in tho very hills and rocks they ar» 
inscribed. But all this outwonl show mciws nothing 
but tt gross su])UEStitiou ; in no way do the jtcoplo 
regard their religion os lasing a rule of lifts iuculeuling 
virtue and mondify ; all they think is tluit, by obsorv- 
' iug oertaiu rules, boaeflt— but thoy know not what 
Inmofit — is obtained, uud liy neglecting tbonv ealtunitioH 
-—but they know uot wbat oalouiities — ^wonld esnsuo. 

■ T 
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Tho head of the Tibetan goveinmout, both in 
things spiiitnal and in things temporal, is tho Toloi 
Lama ; but in order that ho may tho better attend to 
heavenly mattors, and have ample time for undis- 
tnrbod contemplation and meditation, ho is assisted 
by a governor to whom a groat part of his power is 
dologatod. This governor may bo regarded as tho most 
powerful man in tho country. Ho again is assisted by 
a Ohosag, or socrotory, also a man of groat weight in 
tho stubs 08 all (^mmuim^rtions for tliu governor go 
through liim, and ho decides nuuiy matterH without 
reforouco to his Huperiora. Unfortunately Toloi' 
Liunas, who oro Hn2>]KMod to come of ago at oightoon, 
almost invariably die boforo attaining tlioir majority ; 
or, to express it moro corroctly according to Tiliotau 
idoas, diHgustod with tho Hins of tho world, they 
retire to tho mansions of joy, a rotiromont that almost 
invariuldy takes place 1 )oforo they roach tho ago 
aiipoiuted for taking over tlio s<utl of office. That 
the rotiroineiit is due to tlio sins of tho world few 
people will bo inclined to doubt ; but u pout 
would probably show that it was hardly voluntary, 
and witliout the ovidonoo of a 2^^ mortenh wo may 
safely ossumo, from tlio provaloiico of poisoning in tho 
country, that that is tho moans of tlieir death, and as 
tho power romtuns with tho Gyalpos (litorally kings)' 
or rogeuts, tho motive is not far to sock. 

Alter death tlio Tulai Lama onoe more beeomef 
incarnate in a child, and tho priests go to look lor ' 
him. Assisted by divine inspirntaon they fit sa|ae' 

- ' ■ I'l. 'li . 
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child who, ou reaching four years of age, is touted by 
being called upon to identify property belonging to 
the (IccooBod ; ho is almost invariably successfol, and 
is then removed to the monasteiy of Potiihi, where 
ho spends the remainder of his life. Should he by 
any cLanco be unsnceessfnl, the monks nteunimeiinu 
thoir search ; and when tlie matter is finally settled, 
intinuitiou is scut to the Em])Ci'ur of (yiina, not 
for confirmation, but simply for information. Two 
intorpvetations of the word I'tdai are given, some 
identifying it with the Mongolian uroiil for 
and others detiving it from the Chinese, the rtsit 
being the word Ta, gnvii. In Tibet the noinmonest 
wonl used for the 'I'ahii is Deva fChuiig, or 

" happiness eontni ” ; it isapplieil both (o him peiwsi* 
ally and to the euiitrol govern niont at IjliaKo. 

The Talui I.innia, the Twho liuniu or ( Iruiid Iiama, 
and the (Hyulpos, all belong to tlie refonued tnoiiks 
of tho Oo>luks-pa (virtuous ones) or yellow order, 
though the name " yellow onler,*’ usually applied hy 
UttropeiuiB to tho sect founded by tlio groat i'efi>tmer 
Tseng Kharpa, in the fourleeutli euiitury, is apt to 
Ik) miHloading, os ordinarily tlioy dress in the same 
dingy rod garments as tho unrofeamod monks, their 
eajw only lioing yellow. Next to tho g«»veriior comes 
tlie (kiuucil of Kahlons, or ministers. Up till tpiite 
oontly there wore only four of them, hut in accoKlaneu

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with tho over-inicreasing power of thu Church a 
fifth member, choBen &om the priesthood, has been 
added, nominally to look after the interests of the 
Church. Subordinate to tho Kahlons are sixteen 
officials, of whom four are charged with dvil adminis- 
tration, four witli military matters, four with justice, 
and four with finance. In addition to these ufficiuls, 
in every district there ore odrainistrativo offioers who 
are ontrustod with powers of jurisdiction within tho 
limits of their districts. 

Ilowovor well tliis constitution may look upon 
paper, in roulity tho whole country is in tho hands of 
an overweening xaiosthood; who to thu pow'oi' granted 
them by law luid custom, add tho fearful woajion that 
superstition places in thdr hiUJids, to grind tho people 
down to a condition that certainly, as regards those 
living round tho mouustoiios in church hinds, is little 
bettor than slavery, and as regards tlio rest, is far 
from tlio state of freedom under whidi uatious 
develop and civilisation advances. 

Tho population of Tibet proper, in tho country 
uiulor tho rule of tho Deva Zhung, may bo estimated 
at 4,000,000; but Chinoso Tibet, together witli 
Kham, which is really governed by its own chiefs, 
may be token as holding another 4,000,000, thoa 
givuig a total of 8,000,000 Tibotoas, of whom 
probably half a million are monks. Looking at 
tho enormous stretch of country over whudi these 
8,000,000 ore distributed, it is apparent that the 
country is oxtromoly sj[>atsoly populated. Thore ore 
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sevorol reasons for this: — ^primarily tlio custom of 
polyaiuliy, which, though not univcrstilly, is still 
largely practiBed: scconclly, the Itu'go numlior of 
monks, who, though probably only nominally eelilMite, 
ore forbidden to marry; and thirdly, although the 
country in certain parts, more particularly towarrls 
the east, could suj)port a slightly larger population 
than it does at present, the greater fiurt is only 
capable of supporting wild yak luul tmtolope. Poly- 
andry, we may safely ossomc, was originally iutrndueod 
on economic grotmds by some fur-B0(dng stalcfsman, 
who realised tluit in a country whci'o so little land 
was oa])able of Ixting brought under oultivation, a 
largo increase in the population must either lead to 
groat ])Oveity or emigration, and (ouignition is 
rendered out of the question by lint focti tiiat Tibeiniis 
are quite incapable of living out of thi‘ir own country,— 
moved to a more gonial diinato tliey quickly sicken. 
The praotical value of polyandry is plainly demon- 
strated when wo regard Isidakb luid Ikiltistan, two 
eountrioB inlmbited by a similar Mong«>linn moo of 
|>ooplo, differing only iu religion. In Bultistau Uioy 
arc MobammedlanB, following the inrccopte (»f that 
reUgion os rtganls thoir matriugo customs, tint nmilt 
being over-population and extreme imvorty ; while, in 
Ijodakh, Buddhism and plurality of huslmnds leoil to 
compomtivo plenty. 

The whole of Oentml and Northern Tibet, and 
almost the whole of Western Tibet, is called tlie 
Obang; it oonsists of a high table-bmd, with bills 
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mnstlj of a rounded choiacter, with broad open 
vaUeTH between, but hero and there ehurply-dofined 
inaAH 7 ranges are met with. Tlie mountains have a 
general oast and west tendency, but no defined water- 
shed exists, and all the rivers terminate in salt lakes, 
which appear to bo gradually drying up, ns unmistak- 
able signs tliat at one time they oecupied much more 
extended areas than they do at prosomt, are to bo 
seem. The whole of the Chang itself, however, forms 
a most distinct watershed : tlie rivers rising on the 
oust find their way to Burma and Oliino, while tliose 
rising on tlie south and west, penetrating tlie barrier 
of the Himalayas, (>racrgo on the ]>lains of India. 

An idea of the gencnvl conliguratiou of the country 
may bo gathorod from tlie fact timt from the end of 
Juno until Hie middle of November the average altitude 
of our eamiMi was over 16,000 feel, the lowest being 
14,621 foot, and the highest 18,215 feet, while the 
highest pass crossed was 18,760 foot. All the enor- 
mous strotcli of country crossed in that time contained 
not a single tree, and only two species of shrub, and 
those rarely exceeded 6 inches in height ; flowering 
plants and grosses however were found, and Dr. 
Thorold eoUootod 110 species, one of which was found 
at on altitude of 19,000 foot, probably the greatest 
height ot which any flowering plont has been ool- 
loctod. Great stretdios of this Cluing afford excellent 
grossing in summer, but are too far from suitable 
winter (^uarten to be mode use of by the nomads, so 
they nre left to the wild yak, antelope, end goselle, 
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which are never disturbed, except by some wandering 
bands of Cliukpas (brigands) who find these wustes 
on excellent asylum whence to swoop down on the 
tents of the nomads living on the border, or to retire 
to when pursued. 

The nomads, on whom tlicse lirigttiids prey, am 
a purely pastoral people, living almost entirely on 
the produce of their docks and herds — vegetiiblcs 
and fruits they con never taste — nud ‘^tsampi,'’ 
a kind of Isurloy dour, the only stoicUy food 
their touts over bcxist, whicdi is regarded a 
luxury to bo partaken of s|Miriug1y. Tlioir btuts 
of rough b1a(‘kish sacking, iniwln of yiik and gouts' 
lioir, and with a slit in the top thrrmgh which tint 
smoke escapes ; in winter a wall r>f tsow-dung is built 
on the west side as a protuctiini frmn tite ]>i‘evniling 
wind, while stacks of it stf>red its fuel ant Ut be st^ttii 
outside. The higher oflicials have tents miMlo of 
cotton, and omomoiitod with mysterious designs. 

Doseonding from tho Uliang, after passing through 
tlio bolt of country occupied by tho uomiuls, at on 
altitude of about 13,500 foot, cultivation, eousistiug 
principally of barley, is mot witli, uccuinxMiidod, ns 
onlMvation always is, by liouses and a settled pcoitlo. 
The country here is of quite a different clumieter. Tho 
rounded boro hills giro place to stoop well-woodud 
mountains, tlio broad open valleys oxo replaced by 
tuurrow deep gnvgoi^ down which tho waters from tlio 
nudting snows flow, and etui, not like ihh rivors of tlto 
(Jhong, after a few miles of sluggislt course in a dead 
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salt lake, but ever being remforced, and over inerooaing 
in Yolume and power, thej deyolop into the mighty 
Yang-tse-Eiong, and Mekong, and having crossed 
China and Indo-Qhina, end their courses in the sea. 

Tlio character of oil the Tibetans settled and 
nomadic is much the same, — cowardly, finthless, 
and immoral; to those Ihoy are afraid of they ore 
servile, to those th(^ are not afraid of, insolent; 
and the Lamas, in whoso hands they are mere 
slaves, rule them Avith a rod of iron, by working 
oil their su]xn'Stitioas fears. In Eastern Tibet their 
riutlilessnoss and unreliability iiave been shown by 
the way that on tho slightest sign of an auti-forcign 
disturbance th(‘y have desertod tho'Eroneh mission- 
aries, to whom tlioy owed so much, and to whoso 
religion they had Isicomo converts. Their physique 
is distinctly good, and they apiicar to be able to sttuid 
almost any amount of cold and hunger. Ijoss indus- 
trious ami skilful tlian tho (Jliiuese, they are still an 
active lively people, and at first one is inclined to regard 
them as simple, light-hoartod, and lovable ; but subse- 
quent osqiorionces only demonstrate tlio inadvisability 
of allowing oneself to be lod away by first impressions. 
There is little to like in them, and thoy are only one 
degree leas cunning than their neighlioum tho Ohinose. 

The dress of the common ^icoide consists of a 
long sheopskiu robe, very dirty, and very greasy; 
tliis is lutehed up by a waist-bolt during the day 
in such a manner that, while the upper port is 
very full, tho lower part hongs down to the knees 
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like a Mlt. At night they take off tlio bolt tuul 
allow the robe to como down to the foot; it thna 
BorvoR the double purpoRO of dntlioR by day luid 
bedding by night. In worm weather, or wluit tliey 
consider warm wcatlioi', the right arm ifl bare, l)Piiig 
thrust out of the coat ; in the wniRt, Htuek diagonally 
aetoHs the front of ilio 1)ody, a straight sword in a 
Reabbard, omameuted with silver inerustatioiiR and 
ton^uoiscH, is carried; a matdiluck with a two-pronged 
I'OHt in generally nlung across th(5 shouhlcrs ; and in 
their hands a long spear is often to be seen. ( )n their 
fi'.et they have stockings of brightly rolonrcd woollen 
clotli, soled with yak’s hide, and coming u]) to the 
knees whom they tun fiisttuiod by gartors. The love of 
jewtdiety and ornaments is iivttry inarktal trait in their 
chnrticLer, and tlic amount of the precious inttltils userl 
up in this way in the country must bn very grttat ittdeod. 
The richer itooplo affect rod woollen clothes, similiur to 
those worn by the monks, and various coloured silks. 

As the Ohincso in the country, not lieing allowod 
by the Tibetans to bring women witli thorn across the 
bridgit at Nogchuka, toko unto thomHolves wives of 
tlie country, tlicre must bo a certain mixture of rocies, 
{tarticularly on the main road to Lhasa, where tliere 
are a few Ohincso stationed at oacli of the nsst-houBos ; 
but tlie chihlren seem to grow up tlionnighly Tibetan ; 
and passing through tlie country one docs not see any 
IKwplo that striko ono as being Wf-breeds, though, on 
inquiry, jssoplo that are tlie result of tlioso mixcal 
marriages are iwintod out. 
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AmongBt oil claaseB — officialB, Lamas, poosants, 
and nomads — a taste foi trading is strongly developed, 
and all are ever ready to seize an opportnnity for 
making money. The higher affidals more particularly 
devote themsdivos to conunerco, os tho omolnments 
appertaining to tlieir offices arc exceedingly small, 
bnt tho position gives them ample <^i)ortanities to 
trade with advantage ; and those opportonities nono 
fail to avail thomsidvos of. Tho Lamas ntiliso por* 
tions of tho groat wealth their monasteries contain for 
tradmg pnijiosos, tlio peasants nearly all devote a 
oortun amount of attention to commoroo, and tho 
nomads are ever ready to dispose of wool and hides. 
Formerly tho trade with Ta dion Lu was entirely in 
tlio hands of tho Chinese, but tho Tibetans liavo 
shown tlioir eommeroial eapabilitios by almost com- 
pletely ousting the Celestials, and now go there them- 
selves to make purehuses. As regards prospoots of 
trade with Indite should tho country over bo open to 
eommeroo, uf nil articles in which wo can ho |)0 to do 
a profitaldc trade tea easily ranks first; at one time 
it was a govonunont monopoly, and oven now 1 
boliovo it is compulsorily sold to tho people in some 
XMUts, the presBuro lioing put on by members of tho 
government engaged in tho trade. Tho population of 
Ubet, that is to say of Tibot proper, has boon esti- 
mato<l at four millions. If they drank as much tea 
per head os is drunk in England, vis. 0 lbs., the 
annual consumption would bo twenty million ponnds ; 
and oven taking tho consumption por head at the low . 
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fignro of 8 lbs., tliat vould (^vo a total of twelve 
million pounds, but so fur as a traveller can toll 
simply passing through tlio country, a very much 
larger amount per head is (H>u{nimo(l than in Eugliuul. 
Mucod with buttor and salt^ and forming to lijuio^tean 
tastes a most unpalatable-looking mixlnre, it ia al\va}'H 
in ovidonco both in the nomads’ tents and tlu‘ iionsautH’ 
houHOH. During all diseuMKioiiH, whutlirr it ia a meet- 
ing of Kahlnus to settle affairs of state or some 
moudieuats (srouehing over a fire, eat^ man lias a eup 
in front of him, whidi is ooutiiuially Iwing ntpleiiislieil, 
and a stranger entering a tent or a lionwt most prob- 
ably finds rile hihabltanls drinking ib From IJiUHa 
to Ta elion Im tlie string of yaks, mules, and |sniies 
laden with brink tea to meet this enormous demand 
is uoutinuous. Ilioso brinks ap)H> 4 ir to bn made from 
the pmnings of migloetcd bushes of oxtn^mu age, and 
are quite tiio worst tea i have ev<ir serai, woiwt even 
than the tea eqiortod from IjoIi into Chiiutso Turki- 
staa, whioh at one rime I thought was the worst in 
the world,-— hut at that time I was not fully iutquiiinted 
with the (Ihinittnan’s on|ta1>ilitios for produrang InuI 
tea, anil prubaldy would not have rocegnisoil tlio 
vegetable matter imported into Tilwt as being tea, 
but would have hoaltatoil Iwfore deciding as to 
whoriior it was compressed Ibddor or some form of 
portable frioL Ordinarily, it is paekod in bamboo 
mattings but some of the finer qualitis^ most of whinh 
are finer only by comparison, and are imiiorted for 
the use of the higher dignitaries, are also pnokod In 
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liide. That Tibet is much more acceaaiblo from the 
gaEdoDB of India than from the toorgro^g distnota 
of Ohina is a plain goographicol fact, and wo can only 
h(^o that Rome day the market may bo thrown open 
to our Doijiling ploatom; but to moot the popular 
taste they would have to moke brick tea. Amongst 
a nomaclio people, and a largo proportion of tho 
population of Tibet is more or loss nomadic, it is moro 
popular than loose too, as it catxios better and 
woatliera loss. Tlio fine cLossos of ton would probably 
not 1)0 fnlly appreciated in Ti1)ot) as tho ddioato 
aroma would mnturiully sufifor when ebumod up with 
ljuttor and salt 

Dosidos tea, other articles that would find a 
market on) sugar, tobacco, rice, kniyos, crookoty, 
tinted qieotocles, rod and yellow liroadidotli, brass 
liuttons, Inrightly-Htampod cotton (doth, and coral. 

Amongst tlio nrtidea tliat Tibet cun export^ wool 
takes tho foremost i>lnoo; tho capabiUlius of tho 
couiitiy as rogimls tho amount that eouhl bo supplied 
on) pnustinally unlimited A largo ]»roporti(m of the 
population is oNsoutiolIy pastoral, and in ploeoH it 
would bo pOKsildo to travel fi)r weeks together and 
have sheep in sight every day, anil nearly all day. 
Mufdc also is plentiful and oheap, and roadily finds 
a market in India; and yaks’ toils eould bo supidied 
in sufficient quautitioB to meet any prolmblo demand. 
1’lioro is evidently a groat accumulatiou of tlio pro* 
oious metals in tho country; tho women dressed in 
dirty sheepskins often wear several hundred rupees 
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worth of silvor omamontB, while n grJd Iwad horo 
aud there ia not uneommou ; tuud a innu mn^ ofitoii 
1 m aeon drinking tea out of on oxtromely infiirior porou- 
loin (flip, with a ailvor aancor, covur, and apouii. Tho 
ratio botwoou gedd and ailvor vnrios coiiHulomlily in 
different lociditioa; Lithuug ia the platai wluiru wu 
found gold choapoat; thoie ita ntlativo valuo witli 
ailyor waa fourtexm to ou& In KuHliniir tlio wunu 
(quality of gold, via. duat oh whhIkmI, ((uata alKiut 
twenty-two timoa ita weight in ailvor. 

Tho flora of tlio (Jluutg ia uxiseodiitgly j[iu(U‘. J)r. 
Thoruld eollootod every flowering plant he auw, niul 
yet Buceeedod in ohtniiiing only 1 l.'i H]Ka*ii!H, whudi, 
howevor, wore of groat intoomt, Iwiiig all ladlented 
hotweun 1 5,000 luul 10,000 feet. Thumt plauta are 
veiy eliaranturiatlit of wiiul-Huritpt plaUuiiix ; only one 
of them ia of a almihhy (’huraotur, and oven It doea 
not riao much ulwvo tlio ground, while tliu ivmaiuder 
only xiao flxnn half an inch to tlireu iiichea. Tho 
gmaaoa, of which twenty-throo aiMcioa were ooUoeted, 
muat bo extremely nouriahiiig, aa, travidling aetowi 
tho plateaux, tho enoimoua horde of yak luid antolojio 
to bo aeon appear (luito diaproporlienate to Uio 
amount of giaaa to aupiKirt tboiii produced by tho 
country. ICow thoao aulmalH live through tho arctic 
cold of the long wintor, when the (touiitry ia covered 
ivith auow, hiding tho little withered gniaa tint 
naauui at tho oud of Huuunor, appoora a inyateiy, 
' aud can only bo aooounted for by tho amount of foi 
they lay up whon tho groM Ih at ita boat. 
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Tlio yak grwmanH) Ih tbo typical 

animal of Tibet; lionlu, and occaraoually wditoiy old 
bolls, aro to bo seen all over tbo Cliaug. Somntimos 
ns many as a hnndiod woro soon in a day, and for 
days togothor some woro always in sight. Wlioii 1 
luoiition that tbo ebanecs aro against a sportsman on 
six montliH’ loavo to Giang Cbmno gntting a single 
bull, it will bo nndei'Btood wbat a happy bunting gmnnd 
wo found nuiHolvcs in. Tlioy aro oxtnmioly easy to 
stalls iboir sight not being nearly os ocnlo as tliat of 
must wilil auimuls. Tlioir |M}wocm of somit am, how* 
over, fairly giM)d, and onro has to lio taken Mial tlu; 
wind ia in tlio right direction wiiou approniihing 
thorn. J have uovtw known ono ehargu, riToti whou 
woundwl and with his asHoilant in viuw. Tamo yoka 
aro hirguly used as boasts of burden. They am vory 
soroibotod, and oorry hauls over places wham imnios 
could novor go ; and tlieir luibitat lioing at groat 
olovations, Ihny are not oppmsaod by mountain 
KioknesH ; but tlicy travel very slowly, and aoun got 
footsoi'o. 'IliUH tlin pnigoiiy of Yak bulls and com* 
num domcistio oowa is also loignly uwmI. 

Tibetan antolapo lunlgmiiji) ura also 

voty widoly distributed over tlio Chang. Their 
liabitat may bo saicl to eonunoneo in tlio west at the 
. Karakorum Pass, and oxtends to tbo I Juisa*Sjuing ' 
road on the oast^ and prolwbly they am found in 
oooasional patcdios of auitablo oouutry still fsrtiliegb,. 
east. On the south tboy aro found on the platuohx ' 
north of Bikkim awl Kumaun, and towards tlio.niofili, ' 
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08 far as tlio Tibetan plateau extends. Thc^ arc 
most ]dentiful Iwtweon 16,000 feet oud 18,500, and 
ore very nuroly found IjuIow 1 5,000. A ]Joouliarity 
about them is that in summer the sexes inhabit 
quite difiEoront stretches of country. On the Kara- 
konun, for instance, nothing but docs are found on 
the southern slope, and nothing but males on the 
Dortlion]. Tlioy make a form like a hare in the o)k»i 
valleys, and their presence is only detected by tlie 
graceful lyre-slmped horns sliuwing above Uio Imre 
plain. Their flotfo is exc(>llunt eating, and during our 
long trump across Uie Chang wo livtsl almost entirely 
on it. Ibid tliey not been plentiful and widely dis- 
triimtcul, our ooiumissariut would have been a source 
of much greater anxiety than it um 

The Tibetiui gaxulle {thtafUa jtit'fitnmhtttt) is even 
more widely distribiiti'd than tlio antelope, but is 
nowhere so utunoruus as iintidoiMi are in certain 
places. 

They are houdsonio Uulo ttnimttls^ veiy much 
resembling the Oiinkara of India and Jcnui of 
Turkistiui. Shooting tliom is not nearly sueli easy 
work as shooting antaloiMi; in addition to iMiiiig a 
much smaller murk to turn at, they aro inueh more 
wuy, awl in the mrwt unt-of-tbe-way phuius fled 
inoontiuotttly direotty tlio caravan was viewed; 
whereas the nntolopo eontinnolly truttod past^ very 
llttlo, if at all, out of cxxo’css rifle range. In British , 
tjsnitery they aro found in the neighbourhood of 
. Haul! and the IVo Mornri I^akcv in Isulnkh ; and wo 
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JbnuA them iu Tibet ae &r oast oa Aei, on the rood 
betwoen Ghiamdo and Qarthok. It is inolMible tliut 
they nro found os fiir nortli as the Buitable oouutiy 
exiats, that is, jilatoauz at tm oloyati<in of L3,000 to 
1 8,000 loot In the Qolji Dosoi’t their ]daco u token 
by (jka(‘Ua auXiyiUturoKt. 

The Kinng {JSquus /temoiiiu) bdungH to the 
Homo dam na the ghorklior of Weatuvu India and tlio 
Hcbni of Afriutt, llioy ore widely dwtribulod over 
Tiliot, where they ore very (‘nuiinou. In odour they 
art) a Hort of diufltiiut on the uitiicr port of the 
hotly, fading into fawn uolonr and white on tliu 
abdomen, and with a dork limwn ntripo tiown the 
iNMsk. 'llie nuuio im Uiiii tuid oroet, and tlie grane of 
their ap[)carantso u inudi R|ioilt by the entinnoua hootl 
and largo eivm. They are ly no motuw shy, iMjiiig, on 
the etmtraiy, voiy imiuidUve, and their ill-timed 
eurioHity otlou apoila a atalk after ntdder game. 
HomotiineH they may be men wheeling aiitl luniitig 
on the Tilmtou plaiuH like a trotip of eavaliy. 

The (Joia fmiuon (Tilietan Ni/tui) itt the nobloMt 
of oil Tibetan game, and with the Om ^toti of the 
ramiw, t^inu kingHliip over all the hIiooxi tribe. A 
full-grown ram Btauda about 12 handa at the ahouldor 
and ita bonus mooiuxe 40 indies witli a girUi at tho 
Imuio of 16 to 17, and tho horns Itavo boon obtained 
48 inohos in length and 20 in girtL 

It is net found bdow 16,000 &et, and as it peelbM 
die slopoB of hills to dio open valliyii, and in. its 
tmnait it would have boon noccssoiy to go out of oof 
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way and olunb the hills, we never attempted to shoot 
them. Meat^ not sport and trophies, was what we 
wonted, and antelope were much more easily got It 
is found in Ladakh, whore it luis been known to cross 
with Ovis, vignei, and we siiw its horus lying about os 
far east as the 88th degree of longitude. The prolai- 
hilities are that it is to bo found still fiirthor oast 
Shady stony dopes, when it is impossible to np^iroacJi 
silently, are its favourite rosting^jilaces, and this cou> 
sidorably militates a^^dnst the sportsman’s uhaiico of 

SUOCOSB. 

The fact that sportsmen every your shoot some in 
Ladakh, where they have never lioen otherwise thiui 
scarce, points to their numlxm lioiiig augmciitid by 
immigrants from aitross Uie rr(iiiti(.T. 

The Coin vigupi or SIuiikxi is found in Liukkii 
and Astor, and, (WMsordingto Mr. Dolgleish, in Nortliurn 
Tibotk but in our route across llio Oltang, after leaving 
British tenitory, wo never saw any, nor oven Uieir 
honiB lying about. The genotul elevation of the 
country is higher than that of the ^ilaoes tlioy are 
firand in in Ladakh, whieU probaldy ocoounis /or their , 
absouoe. They ore only a dimatie variety of die 
Oorial or Balt Bango sheep, tliough their hums niii 
probably a shade loigor. Tlio maximum reoordotl is 
length 3775, giith 11*5. Tliis hjmmuos breeds frooly 
' with tamo sheep, and, os has boon mentioned, has 
-been known to do so with Oour amnum, 

Ovit noAcira.—- The Burhd or Napoo is a link 
between the sheep and the goat tribe. It is widely 

u 
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diataribatod, and in places ezceedinglj common, bnt 
does not descend below 10,000 feet It is found in 
Ladakh, Baltistan, and the northern sh^es of the 
Himilluyaa, west of the Yarkand road, and we saw 
some in the country between Ghiamdo and Garthok, 
and oecasioiially during our match across the Ohang. 

It affects stony broken ground, and, althou^ when on 
upon ground it is a very oompicuous animal owing to 
the block uiorkiug on the & 00 , chest, and logs that 
the nudes pouauas, amongst the strong lights and 
slioilos that tiro so charactoriRtio of Tibet it is oz- 
tromuly luml to distinguish on the ground it prefers 
to rest oil. Its Aush is ozcoUont, particularly towards 
the cud of the sununcr, when it is in good condition. 

The largest horns roenrdod arc length 82*1, girth 
18 ittchcH, 

Oamu! Hioroldi or fihMJHi-CIw . — ^This grand stag, 
proenred for tlio first time on tliis expedition when it 
was shot by Dr. Tliorold, is feund in Eastern Tibet 
from the msighbourhoud of Tank Sun Doug Gong to 
Garthok, but does not ai)poar to bo numerous any- 
where. It is found in the scrub jungle just above the 
Ibi’QBt line at dovutions of about 14,000 feet The 
herd out of which Dr. Thordd got two, consisted of 
six, all nudes. According to the natives they wander 
about a groat deal, being found in different parts of 
country according to the time of year. If those same • 
natives iud assisted us with information, we should no 
doubt Imvo sucoeodod in getting several; bnt tiu^ 
absolutoly rofesod to tell us anytibJng, or else wUlnUy 
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decoivoil us. Under thoBo oircumBtonccB it iu iipporont 
that in a strange country, getting an animnl, whose 
habits one is unacquainted with, is almost entirdy 
a matter of luck. 

At prosent this stag’s proper idoce ttmougBt the 
OorvidiD is being dinuussod, and it in too early to my 
anything os regards its rosomlilaiiei^ to and difruvonces 
from other and better-known members of Uui trilie.

The 'niiotau wolf (Chtun lautyer) is found alnwMt 
all over IHliet nitd the udjoiiiing wmiitrios to Uie wesL 
It is of a polo grayish colour with fine soft uiiderwool, 
and the long hotw light brown tiiq>od with block. 
Whether it diffeiB from the Buropoan wolf, Owm 
I vjpm, or not sooms to bo a matter open to diseufwon. 
Its ixiler colour and more woolly Air apisiur to l>o the 
Xnnneipol diffotenoos, and those may only bo owing to 
dimatio eausos. In habits, however, tliey difTcr oon- 
nderably. The Asiatic variety apiMxucs never to go 
in pados, the largest number 1 have soon together, and 
that was in the Pamirs, whore they are vuty unmotous, 

' Is six. Ordinarily they ore sooti in ]iairs or (ino alono. 
1 have never hoard of one attuoking man, thuufdi no 
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doubt, Uko tho Indian wolf, it would not bositato to 
toko diildion if opportuuily offoEed. 

It is oxeoodingly waiy, and though ofbon seen — and 
wu hod Bovetal ahoop and donkoys killod in tho night 
by wolves, and thoy wore often prowling around tho 
camp-— they aoemod to know intnitivdy tho range of 
an oiquoao riilu. 

Oyohi i'utSUvni, or the wild dog, T have seen m 
Ladakh, but novor in Tibet prefer, but IIodgRoii 
obtained it fnnn EttHtcm Tibot 

Umu j/rmnomu . — ^Tliiii boor, like Dr. Thoruld’a 
Htog, wuM obtoinod for tho fimt time on thin oxixxli- 
tion, being abot in lot 31” 58^ long. D3” 38^ at an 
olovatiim of 14,000 foot, wliieh in that region is above 
tho fovoat lino, on tho 30th Novombor. ItH colour is 
a dingy blaidc with a Ijroad white Inuid round its neck, 
and tho white fiom tho baud on its bock gmdiudly 
moigus into the black of tho under ports, thus giving 
it a gray nppuamneo. It locks intolligouoo inoro than 
any of tliu gonus Ursun I liavo met vdtli, nono of 
which aru partioularly wary. The natives are very 
frightened of tliom, tuid toll stories ii}»out thoir attack- 
ing and mauling poo|>lo, similar to tbo tales told of tho 
Himalayan Ida^ boor. Oiu not seeing any more was 
inubably owing to oui boing in tlm country th^ in- 
habit so bite in tho season whon thoy wore hilMimating;

Tho Tibotans aro ade]>tH at adulterating tho 
musk and thou dosing up tho ikkI in such a nuinuor 
as to make it diffioult for tho nniiiitiatod to find tlmt 
it has over boon oponod. 

It is a solitary animal, rarely moro titan two Wng 
soon together, and oftoner one alono. 

The hair is of a poonlinr kind, Iteing hmg, rough, and 
very brittle, though undoubtedly a grand i«otootlon 
against cold 
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The dumg is yeiy deficient in gome birds, the 
moat widely distributed of the fsw that there ore is 
the sand-grouse {Syrrhaptet tiheftmiw), a bird doady 
allied to, but larger than, Pallas* sand-grouse, whidi 
has recently migrated into Europe, though the proba- 
Inlitiea of its remaining there ore very doubtful. 

The Tibetan sand-grouse, like all the tribe, is ex- 
odleiit eating, and when oartridges ore acaree is a 
modd bird to moot with, not bouig at all shy, and if 
spotted on the ground no diffieulty is found in 
approadiing within oa^ range. Bofuro talcing to 
the wing they waddle olong on thoir ridieulously 
dLort legs for a short distance, and several con gener- 
ally bo got in a lino bofbro firing* Wo found them 
nesting in July, and on any one t^maohing thdr 
nests, proton<Ung to be disabled, they slowly fluttered 
off. Once th(7 really toko to the wing they fly 
very strongly. About 16,000 or l!r,000 feet is the 
elevation at which they are ordinarily seen.

In Eastern Tibet four spodos of pheasant wow pr^ 
cured.

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(Tibetan nhnggOf bco page 178), a vciy loigo handsome 
trii'd almost entirely white, with tho exception of the 
long fbathors of the toil, which ore block. They go 
abont in flocks of about thirty^, and tlioir colour niid 
siso moke them oztramdly eonspienous on n hill-side. 
Of all game birds I have ever mot^ they axe the 
liardest to kiU. llie way we knocked foatlicrs out 
of them without Ininging them to Inuk was very 
trying, more especially as our stock of cartridges was 
not large.

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firoah-watcr pools there wtis n great ahsemeo of weeds 
or other seitahle food. Brahminy ducIcH, which wo 
saw, may oecosionolly brood, but ovou they, as 
I have myself observed, are at least fifty times as 
uumorous in summer on the river and 8wam|M be- 
tween Kashgar and Lob Nor in Chiiifso Ihirkistan. 
No other ducks brood in Tibet, so far us I have seen ; 
snipe may occasionally do so where there ore springs 
of firosh water and a little marshy ground.
